Again this year South Side is rac- 
ing against Central to cinch the cir 
culation cup for the sixteenth consec- 
utive semester. This campaign ends 
‘on September 26, and the school with 
the highest percentage according to 
their enrollment wins, 

The race between The South Side 
Times and the North Side Northerner 
began in 1928 with the Central Spot- 
light entering in 1951. However, North 
Side’s Northerner dropped out of the 
vace last year.

South Gets Girls’ 
Gym, Cafeteria 
Conveniences 


New cafeteria conveniences and a 
girls’ gym will be two of the many 
features contained in the new addi- 
tion, which is attached to the South 
Side building at the northeast corner. 

Made of steel, cement, cement 
blocks, and brick, the addition will 
also house a mechanical drawing shop, 
varsity locker room and exercise 
room. The present shop wing has also 
been completely rebuilt during the 
summer in order to provide better 
facilities for students in which to 
work. 

Started before the close of school, 
the shops and athletic section of the 
$500,000 structure are to be com- 
pleted two weeks after school stars, 
and the girls’ gymnasium and the 
cafeteria around the beginning of the 
year. 

Another feature of the new addi- 
tion, but one which is also included 
in the old building, is that of a new 
heating system which contains oil 
burning furnaces. 

In talking about the new addition, 
Mr. Snider ended by saying, “The 
contractor has his work schedule well 
organized, and construction would 
have been farther along if the rain 
had not hindered working time. 

“The girls’ gymnasium will make 
it possible to have smaller classes in- 
stead of previous large ones, and the 
new cafeteria will take care of the 
needs of 600 people, while the old 
cafeteria could only accommodate a 
much smaller number?” 





General Science

School Board Explains 
Its Members’ Duties 


The Board of School Trustees for 
the Fort Wayne Community Schools 
is. made up of seven members, five 
of whom are appointed by the mayor 
of Fort Wayne. These five include 
Mr. Willard Shambaugh, an attorney 
who is president of the board; Attor- 
ney Gordon Reeyes, who is a vice- 
rpesident and general counsel for 
Lincoln National Life Insurance Com- 
pany; the board secretary, Mrs. W. 
C. Rastetter, Jr.; treasurer, Mr. W. 
I. Bodeker; and Mr. Charles E. Sla- 
ter of General Electric, who was just 
recently appointed to the board. 


The two remaining board members, 
Mr. Eugene Yergens and Mr. Mario 
Funari, are appointed by trustees and 
advisory boards of the townships 
which together with the city of Fort 
Wayne make up the Fort Wayne 
Community Schools. These townships 
are Washington, Wayne, and St. 
Joseph, 

Although Mr, A, T. Lindley is not 
an actual member of the board, he 
is the principal administrative offi- 
cer of the Fort Wayne Community 
Schools. 


The School Board meets regularly 
on the second and fourth Tuesdays 
of each month in the Administration 
Building, which is opposite Central 
High School. Their meetings are al- 
ways open to the public. Board mem- 
bers are appointed for four years in 
a rotating manner, and there is no 
limit to the number of times one may 
be reappointed. 

The members of the board are 
actually officers of the state of Indi- 
ana because public education is the 
responsibility of the state and part 
of the money for support of schools 
in Fort Wayne comes from the state 
taxes. Therefore, the School Board 
is responsible to both the city of Fort 
Wayne and the state of Indiana. 

The main responsibility off the 
board is to plan for the education of 
the school children of Fort Wayne. 
This includes hiring a superintendent, 
which is one of the most important 
functions of the board; planning and 
making contracts for the remodeling 
and building of schools; and prepar- 
ing a budget which will provide suf- 
ficient money for operating a school 
system. 

The Fort Wayne School Board is 
responsible for making decisions of 
policy; the administration, which con- 
sists of Mr. Lindley and his staff, is 
responsible for the actual running of 
the schools. This includes the hiring 
of teachers, the planning of classes, 
and the setting of school boundaries.

New Coach To Help 
Freshman Basketball, 
Cross Country, Track 


After losing track coach George 
Collyer to retirement last year, the 
school administration was faced with 
the extremely difficult task of se- 
lecting a man to fill the position of 
the then vacated position of cross 
country and assistant track coach. A 
coach was needed also for freshman 
basketball, and the physical education 
department wanted another instruc- 
tor to handle the ever-growing load 
of pupils. 

After looking over the prospective 
coaches, an amicable man by the 
name of Charles was selected. Mr. 
Charles Holt, 34, is young for a man 
who has already coached eight years 
and made as big a name for himself 
as a coach. 

After graduating from college, he 
accepted the coaching job at Mon- 
mouth High School in Monmouth, 
Ind. It took the young college grad 
a few seasons to develop the 150-pu- 
pil school’s athletic potential. 

DURING HIS seven-year stay at 
Monmouth, he amassed a_ never-to- 
be-forgotten record in basketball by 
winning 104 games while losing only 
52, which is quite a feat for a small 
country school. But his greatest 
achievement at Monmouth was that 
in his seven years of coaching there, 
consecutive 
sectional basketball champions, and 
a regional title in 1956. 

In the 1956 regionals, as many will 
remember, he gave all South Side 
fans quite a scare when his Mon- 
mouth team, led by big Norm Witte, 


} almost stole the regional crown from 


under the Archers’ noses. 

As well as compiling a fine record 
in basketball, Holt performed near 
miracles in the other sports he 
coached. Not only did Holt coach four 
sports, but he introduced three new 
sports to the school. Holt rounded up 
all of the school’s talent and devel- 
oped a crack track, golf, basketball, 
and baseball team from scratch. 

His cross country team captured 
two. district crowns. This record is 
encouraging to Archer cross country 
fans. Since Holt did so well from 
seratch, he will be expeeted to take 
the experienced Archer harriers a 
long way. 

With seven years of experience in 
which Holt made Monmouth respected 
in sports, he compiled a 7 record 
in basketball at Winchester High. 
Bearing his record. in mind, Archer 
fans weleome Holt and hope that he 
will continue his success as an Arch- 
er coach.

Collyer Completes. 
20 Years Training 
Harriers And Thinlies 


With 19 attempts history, George 
Collyer tried for the twentieth time 
with the possibilities greater than 
ever before, Before the 1958 track 
season began, Archer track enthusi- 
asts along with Collyer were hoping 
and expecting ‘58 to be the Archers’ 
big year in track. 

After the completion of a few 
meets, it seemed that Collyer’s dreams 
were no longer possible of becoming 
a reality; but George’s patience and 
knowledge of the cinder sport paid 
off. He developed his Archers into a 
powerhouse in just a few short 
months, His 19 years of experience 
were put to work as he continually 
juggled his runners until he finally 
had them where they belonged. When 
this was achieyed the Archers clicked. 
A once weak mile relay team grad- 
ually became the fastest in the entire 
state. 

His squad dethroned North Side 
from its sectional and regional 
crowns to advance with a strong rep- 
resentation to the state~finals. Then 
came a surprise announcement. 
George Collyer to step down as track 
coach. Collyer could not have made 
a more dramatic exit from the coach- 
ing ranks, 


er a 


AFTER 20 YEARS of trying, it 
would have been a great tribute to 
Mr. Collyer if he could coach a team 
to the state championship. Experts 
gave the Archers only an outside 
chance; but the Kelly thinlies had 
high hepes; and then the anchor man 
of the fabulous mile relay team, Joe 
Roth, became ill with the flu. 

Although still sick, Joe ran the big 
race and helped the Archers gain 
fourth place. By placing in the relay 
the Green and White took third place 
in the meet. They easily outpointed 
favored Terre Haute Gerstmeyer; but 
with 19 points were three shy of the 
title. Had the Kelly mile squad placed 
two places higher, the 58 cinder cup 
would be in South’s trophy case. 

Collyer had three other boys par- 
ticipating in the state meet. Dan 
Howe placed in two events. He cap- 
tured the low hurdles and was a close 
second in the high barriers. Jim Va- 
Chon, who established a new school 
shot-put record, failed to place in his 
event. Rich Miller, who also set a 
new school record, vaulted his way 
into a third-place tie to add points 
to the Archer cause in the big meet. 

Thus Collyer ended his career aft- 
er displaying the most powerful Arch- 
er aggregation in many years to Arch- 
er supporters. In addition to achiey- 
ing great success as South’s second 
track coach, Mr. Collyer did a com- 
mendable job as head football and 
eross country coach, Prior to coming 
to South in 1938, George held the 
coaching reins at Harrison Hill Jun- 
jor High School. By stepping down, 
Mr. Collyer has left two coaching va- 
eancies. Mr. Holt will replace Coll- 
yer as cross country coach and Mr. 
Gernand will become the first Archer 
coach in the ’50’s to hold two head 
coaching posts, as he will replace 
Collyer as track coach.

Past Football 





(This is the first in a series of 
articles probing into the past 
football seasons at. South Side 
High School beginning with the 
initial campaign in 1922. This 
series is being written with in- 
tent of exploring South Side’s 
history in the pigskin sport in or- 
der to point out reasons of failure 
and success.) 





In recent years the varsity members 
of our basketball, track, cross coun- 
try, and tennis team have combined 
to engineer the Archers’ squads to 
great laurels in local and state circles. 
Although Areher football coaches 
have produced excellent individual 
material in recent seasons, the Green 
and White has failed to field a strong 
gridiron eleven. At present, Coach 
Robert Gernand is working hard and 
diligently to rebuild the Kellys in this 
fall sport. He is operating at tremen- 
dous odds, 

Number one, the response for try- 
outs is alarmingly low. If the boys, 
in school, capable of showing them- 
selves in football do not wish to play, 
it’s only natural that the teams will 
be weak, Practice attitude has slipped 
off considerably in recent years; as 
the school has grown, more activities 
are offered and more boys are lured 
away from participating in athletics. 

The prime obstacle is the general 
attitude of the school towards foot- 
ball. When South began slipping in 
performances, the crowds slowly de- 
creased. The past season, this attitude 
took a turn for the better, more loyal 
students attended football games last 
year than in many of the past years. 
If the entire student body and faculty 
would join ‘behind the coaches and 
players with their support, South will 
rise again in football as they did last 
year in basketball and track. 

= = 2 

IN ORDER to get a much better un- 
derstanding of the past history of 
football, you will be taken back 
through the years and given a de- 
tailed, account of football games at 
South Side since 1922. With a few 
facts it will be easy to understand 
what a great power the Archers once 
were and what a weak team they have 
developed into during the past dec- 
ade. 

In 36 years of active competition 
the Green and White have compiled 
a creditable 167-126-12 record. Arch- 
er teams produced 23 winning sea- 
sons, 11 losing years, and two .500 
seasons, while winning 67 per cent 
of their games, an accomplishment 
that is not to be frowned upon by any 
means. On the other hand, in the last 
10 years, South managed to win a 
seant 34 games, lost 47, and tied 
three. The past five years also were 
“Jean” seasons. Since 1953 the Kel- 
ly gridmen won 11, lost 29, and tied 
one! In city play, South has recorded 
59 victories, while dropping 48, and 
tying once. 

It is often said, the opening game 





has an important effect on the out- 

come of the season; at South Side 

this belief has been a true omen only 

in winning campaigns. South ‘copped 

19 season openers over the years, Of 

the 19 they captured, winning sea- 
sons resulted 17 times. 
rae: fo 

LOSING the opener has not led to 

a poor season regularly as might he 

expected. Of the 16 unsuccessful de- 


buts over the years only eight pre- 
ceded losing campaigns; six intro- 
duced winning seasons; and twice in 
1958 and 1956 the Kelly gridmen split 
even in eight games after blowing 
the initial contests. Recent cam- 
paigns have opposed the pattern, for 
in the past 10 seasons, the Kellys 
have been unable to post victories 
over the most troublesome foes, who 
occupy the upper half of the Green 
and White schedule. 

Our examination of past South 
Side High School football teams takes 
us back to 1922 when South Side was 
officially opened. Although there 
were no’ plans for a football team at 
that time, Mr. Ward Gilbert was con- 
tracted as South’s first of eight foot- 
ball coaches due to the popular re- 
quest of many of the young boys in 
school. 

The organization didn’t begin un- 
til the school year was well under 
way; therefore, the Archer squad was 
behind other schools in practice. 
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IN THE beginning South Side sup- 
porters took the announcement of 
South's entry in football as an aston- 
ishing surprise, but expected the un- 
dermanned: Kelly outfit to struggle 
through its first campaign because 
of all its obstacles. The boys’ hopes 
met a little opposition at first, but 
all decisions were made and several 
teams were scheduled. 

When Mr. Gilbert. learned that it 
Was agreed upon by all parties, he 
rushed an order to Indianapolis for 
jerseys. He was very fortunate to get 
the uniforms, though they were the 
most unusual squad jerseys any Arch- 
er team has displayed. There was not 
two jerseys alike; but this made lit- 
tle difference to the boys because 
they wanted nothing but to win and 
that they did. This group of the most 
determined athletes in South’s long 
history went through the first sea- 
son undefeated as they chalked up 
six straight triumphs. 

Back in those days, South Side Sta- 
dium did not exist. The Archer foot- 
ball squad had to hike to Weisser 
Park, equipment and all, to practice, 
Mr. Gilbert said that the boys prac- 
ticed many long hours and put in 
everything they had during the prac- 
fice sessions. Even Mr. Gilbert, who 
still teaches chemistry at South Side, 
was amazed at the steady improve- 
ment his team made. 
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THE DAY finally arrived in mid-Sep- 
tember for the first varsity game in 
the new school. The first game was 
scheduled with the Auburn Red Dey- 
ils. Bleyen resolved lads made the 
trip to Auburn in quest of South’s 
first inter-school victory. Fort Wayne 
fans didn't take that milestone game 
too seriously; but when the reports 
of the score were heard, area fans 
took notice that that bunch of kids 
wearing those cockeyed jerseys meant 
business. The final of the game was 
South Side 26, Auburn 0! Al For- 


muth and Ed Aldrich paced the Arch- | 


ers to that first win with some spec- 
tacular play that enlightened Archer 
rooters. Aldrich displayed his art of 
drop-kicking in that first game sev- 
eral times to establish himself as one 
of the all-time Green and White foot- 
ball stars. 

The Kellys continued to roll along 
by tromping over Kendallville by a 
10-0 count at Kendallville and fol-

BY THIS time the entire city stood 
up and took notice by commending 
the Archers’ fine football team, There 
was much talk of a grudge battle be- 
tween South and Central. Central 
claimed the city championship, but 
South quickly followed with a chal- 
lenge to Central. The Tigers cockily 
accepted the Archers’ bid, The two 
teams met and South came out on the 
long end with a 9-6 victory behind 
the steady foot of Ed Aldrich, who 
kicked the winning three points 
through the uprights, thus giving 
South claim to its first city title. The 
Archers closed their first season with 
a 6-0 record and their first city cham- 
pionship, although it was unofficial. 

In the ’28 season they went out to 
face Auburn again in their opener 
with Ward Gilbert and many of the 
1922 stars back in action. The final 
verdict was South, 83-0, over the Red 
Devils. Sporting a seven-game win 
skein, the Green and White journeyed 
down south to take on a new foe, 
Peru. In this tilt the Kellys lost their 
fivst foothall game in the school’s 
history by a score of 20-9. The ram- 
paging Archers resumed their win- 
ning ways in the following two con- 
tests by tromping Kendallville, 45-0, 
and thumping Huntington, 27-14. 

Indianapolis Tech derailed the high- 
flying Archers by an overwhelming 
score of 47-0; the Archers didn’t stay 
down for long because they bounced 
right back to swamp Garrett, 29-0, 
and blanked city rival Central again, 
20-0! They closed out the season with 
a win over Logansport, 13-12. Thus 
after two years of play and the end 
of Ward Gilbert’s reign, South chalked 
up 18 victories while losing a seant 
tio encounters, He guided South to 
two city titles, and two NBIC titles. 

Mr, Gilbert’s decision to step down 
from coaching the grid team was a 
strong blow to the Archers’ football 
squad because of his splendid accom- 
plishment as head mentor of the 
Archers’ pigskin entry. His reason, 
of course, was valid. Mr, Gilbert, in 
addition to being football coach, was

IN A recent interview, My, Gilbert 
commented on the team in his coach- 
ing days and the present teams. Mr, 
Gilbert's opinion about the present 
football situation at South is that it~ 
is in a bad state, but can be improved 
if the students take enough initiative 
to become interested in the sport. 

He believes that the two main rea- 
sons why South failed to’ come up 
with staunch teams in recent years 
are girls and cars. Mr, Gilbert said 
that the boys who were on his foot- 
ball teams never thought about driving 
to school, mainly because the boys 
didn’t haye access to automobiles. At 
that time South’s boundaries reached 
far out to cover a large area and 
many of the boys had to walk as 
much as five or six miles to school, 
but thought nothing of taking the 
hike twice a day. 

“Walking builds up the athletes 
much better than long practices and 
makes the boys more willing to do 
lots of running during workouts,” 
said Mr. Gilbert, 
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GIRLS, HIS second reason, play 
an important part in digtracting boys 
from devoting enough time to foot- 
ball. In earlier years if a boy was 
caught walking down the halls stead- 
ily with a girl, the coaches kept an 
eye on” him; and if he was late for 
practice because of a short conversa- 
tion with a girl, he cguld be expected 
to be booted off the team or placed 
on probation. 

Mr. Gilbert remained on the South 
Side coaching staff -by holding the 
reins on the baseball team for sey- 
eral years after he stepped out of 
football. Following his retirement 
from athletics at South, Mr. Gilbert 
headed some of the area officials as 
one of the top referees for many 
years, but quit after a disputed 
game that angered the attitude of 
many coaches towards him, Since 


then, he has kept close to the athletic 
scene at South by being an ardent 
supporter of Kelly squads.

Football Rules, Reasons Told; 
One Of Most Interesting Sports 


Football is a game of physical con- 
tact played on a field which is 55 1/3 
yards wide and 100 yards long. It is 
one of the most exciting and interest- 
ing sports that is played today. How- 
ever, much of the fan’s enjoyment of 
this sport is lost because he does not 
understand what is going on during 
the football game. 


Here are some facts and tips which 
will help to make the game of foothall 
more fully understood. 

First of all, let us discuss the kick 
off. The team that kicks off at the 
beginning of the game places the 
ball on its 49-yard line. The kicker 
then stands approximately 10 yards 
back from the ball in order to pick 
up forward motion. After he kicks 
the ball, the receiving team will at- 
tempt to run the ball up the field as 
far as possible. If the ball is kicked 
into the end zone and is not advanced 
by the receiving team, the referee 
will call a touchback which gives the 
receiving team the ball on their 20- 
yard line. 

The game itself is played in 12- 
minute quarters, At the end of the 
first and third quarters the ball is 
moved to a corresponding distance at 
the other end of the field with the 
teams changing goals. 

The point after touchdown is al- 
ways attempted from the two-yard 
line. This point may be scored by 
running, passing, or kicking the ball. 

A “down” is a word used instead 
of “play” or some similar word. A 
team is given four downs to make an- 
other first down and thereby maintain 
its possession of the ball. If it is 
fourth down and. the offensive team 
does not think that it can 1 make a first

This awards the other team two 
points.. After a safety the ball is 
brought out to the 20-yard line where

During the game it is always in- 
teresting to figure out the reason for 
the running’ of a certain play. 

A play which is run around or out- 
side the end may be run because the 
end was playing too clése to the of- 
fensive line. 

A puss may be called because the 
defensive team is playing in a nine- 
man line with only two men to guard 
against passes. 

The same play may be repeated 
many times because the man playing 
at the defensive position where the 
play is occurring is not strong enough 
to defend his position. 

After a team has run its plays to 
one side, for quite a while, look for 
a reverse. A reverse is a play where 
the ball will be carried in the oppo- 
site direction, This play usually “goes 
wide” or around the end. 

To foretell a play’s direction you 
should watch the linemen. They will 
usually block the defensive men away 
from the play. Therefore, if the line 
is blocked to the left, the play will 
likely run to the right.

“T find that the average teenager 
hasn’t strayed as far from reality 
as many people would like us to be- 
lieve. I find the teenager to be very 
realistic.” 

This opinion came from Robert H. 
Fitzpatrick, director of the Youth 
Employment Service, at the comple- 
tion of the 1958 summer teen place- 
ment program. ‘ 

The Youth Employment Bureau 
was started in 1954 by the Junior 
Chamber of Commerce as a service 
to place teenagers in summer jobs. 
In 1958 the program was to have been 
discontinued by the Jaycees, but Mr. 
Richard App, manager of the local 
office of the Indiana Employment Se- 
curity Division, integrated it with) 
the Security Division and renamed it 
the Youth Employment Service. 

YES has, in the opinion of Mr, Fitz- 
patrick, completed a most successful 
summer, Despite rainy weather and 
the economic conditions, YES_placed 
775 teenagers in summer jobs. Of 
these 513 were boys and 262 girls. 
This is the second highest number of 
teenagers placed in the history of 
YES.

THESE TEENAGERS have earned 
an average of $75.75 each with total 
earnings being $58,691.10. This is 
the second highest amount of money 
earned in the history of YES. 

Of the many jobs offered by YES, 
garden and lawn care was the most 
popular.

er’s training program hinges on the 
ability of our school to obtain a car, 
either by loan or purchase,” R. N:

In previous years, a local automo- 
bile agency furnished the car free, 
but this year it is not available on 
that basis. Therefore, it is probable 
that South Side High School will buy 
a car and the School City is adver- 
tising for bids to see how much a new 
ear would cost.

Tells Experiences 
Living In Holland 


Among all the new freshmen com- 
ing to South Side this semester, one 
boy has had a very different and ex- 
citing past. This boy is Everet Mol 
who spent eight years of his life in 
the country of windmills and wooden 
shoes, Holland. : 

Eyeret may shatter an illusion for 
you though, because he says the people 
no longer wear wooden shoes and 
windmills are few and far between. 
Nowadays, they are mostly used for 
scenery. 

In Zenlo, Holland, where Everet 
lived, most of the people make their 
living by working in factories. The 
standard of living is high and there 
is only one class of people which 
might compare with our middle class. 

Television is nearly as common in 
Holland as in the United States. How- 
ever there is only one station to be 
watched and a system of pay tele- 
vision is used. The station only broad- 
casts for a few hours daily. 

The schools in Holland are run by 
the government, and a bill for tuition 
and books is sent to each family with 
school children each year. Six years 
of grade school and six years of high 
school are attended by each child. 
Everet thinks we at South Side are 
lucky to be able to choose the sub- 
jects we would like to study because 
in Holland there is no elective system. 

Teenagers aren't considered as a 
separate group there. They are con- 
sidered as children until they are old 
enough to take responsibility as an 
adult. It may be for this reason that 
there is much less delinquency in Hol- 
land than in the United States. Par- 
ents are also more strict. 

Everet has a very high opinion of 
our country, our city, and our school.

Gene Kraus Enjoys 
* 
Two Month Trip 
eee. 
Visiting Europe 

The United States ocean liner, “The 
Constitution,” pulled its way out of 
the busy New York harbor and be- 
gan its eight day cruise across the 
Atlantic on May 28, 1958. When “The 
Constitution” docked at Naples, Italy, 
Gene Kraus, a South Side senior, and 
his parents eagerly got off the béat 
to begin the start of a wonderful sum- 
mer in Europe. 

The next day, Gene and his family 
left sunny Naples and traveled up 
the province to Rome where they 
spent five days. Gene had an enjoy- 
able time visiting all the old ruins of 
ancient Rome and it certainly made 
the stories he had read in Latin class 
seem more realistic. As far as food 
was concerned, Gene ate spaghetti 
and pizza and other Italian dishes. 
“The Italians had a big business of 
selling hamburgers at $1.50 apiece,” 
stated Gene. “The country was rath- 
er commercial and there were more 
Americans there than Italians,” Gene 
also said that there were many poor 
people in Italy and poverty seemed to 
prevail over a great number. 

Traveling on up the country to 
Florence and Poro Vino, Gene and 
his family then spent two days relax- 
ing on the beautiful Riviera. Then 
a train took Gene up to Milan and 
Lake Como in the Italian Alps. 

They said good-by to Italy and took 
a train to Venice where they spent 
two days. Gene especially noted that 
all the buildings in the city were 
very ancient and definitely held many 
fascinating tales of the Venice of yes- 
terday. 
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LEAVING VENICE by bus, Gene 
went through the mountains to Inns- 
bruck, Germany, The whole town was 
surrounded by high mountains and 
Gene was quite amazed at seeing snow 
on the ground while the temperature 
read 75 degrees. In Munich, he no- 
ticed that the Germans look more like 
Americans and they all seemed very 
friendly. He liked Germany mainly 
because it wasn’t as commercialized 
as other countries. Germany didn’t 
have to depend upon tourists for liv- 
ing, because their businesses are 
prosperous and they also have a very 
strong middle class of people. 

There are a few Americans sta- 
tioned in Germany and Gene talked 
to one soldier. The soldier told him 
that they had to stay over there for 
a while longer in order to protect 
Germany while she was building up 
her country. However, the Germans 
didn’t care for the soldiers too much 
and merely tolerated their presence. 
Many bombing ruins were also vis- 
ible. 
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GENE WENT BACK to Salsburg, 
Austria, where he stayed at a famous 
lodge. “At one time,” stated Gene, 
“Yon Ribbentrop stayed at this lodge 
and threw the owner into exile.” It 
is also said that three million dollars 
worth of valuable jewels are buried 
someplace near the lodge. To this 
time, they have never been discovered 
although many have tried. 

Vienna was their next stop and 
Gene saw many castles and other 
points of historical background, Its 
population is about two million while 
the whole country of Austria has only 
eight million people. 

From Austria, Gene traveled into 
Switzerland. Although this country 
usually remains neutral throughout 
the wars, every man from the ages of 
18 to 60 is a member of the army. 
Gene talked to a guide that said that 
within 48 hours they could have an 
army of one million men armed and 
ready to go. There were also a great 
many underground shelters and food 
storages in ease of attack by another 
country. In Interlocken, Gene had the 
experience of walking inside of an 
ice glacier. “Real cool and wet,” was 


his comment. 
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LEAVING SWITZERLAND, he 
went back into Germany and through 
the famous Black Forest. In Sales- 
burg, Germany, he went into one 
place that seemed similar to Miller's 
in a German way. There were teen- 
agers dancing to Elvis Presley's and 
Fats Domino’s older records. The style 
of clothes for the boys there was 
“Jaderhausen” (leather pants). 

A train took Gene to Amsterdam 
and then to Brussels for a delightful 
five days at the World’s Fair. He 
said that he enjoyed the fair most 
of all, but was rather disappointed 
in parts of the American display. One 
thing he did like was a small movie- 
house type of building where they 
showed typical scenes of American 
living on a big Cinerama screen. One 
picture showed a factory whistle 
blowing and all the workers coming 
out and driving away in cars. This 
astonished many of the people there 
who couldn’t believe such a thing. 

“The Russian display was centered 
mainly around machinery and food,” 
stated Gene. “They overplayed many 
things and showed expensive cars and 
other luxuries that most people in 
Russia couldn’t afford.” Gene also 
noted that they had Sputnik III on 
display and proved that it weighed 
more than an American Cadillac. 

“Tt was like walking in a fantasy- 
land or a dream,” said Gene in de- 
scribing the buildings at the Fair, All 
of the buildings were built very mod- 
ern and though France had the larg- 
est building, Gene thought that the 
American pavilion was the prettiest 
of all the buildings.

AFTER THE FAIR, they went on 
to Paris where Gene saw tne Palace 
of Versailles and other historic places.

After spending four days in Bng- 
land, where Gene visited Shake-

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Iva Anspach Devotes Summer 
To Navaho Indian Mission 


“Yaahte!” cried the Nayajos as” 


they greeted Iva Dell Anspach. This 
Archer devoted her summer to these 
friendly people at their New Mexican 
mission, located in the northwestern 
part of the state near Cuba, N. M. 

Being part Sroquois herself, Iva 
stated her concern for the Indians. 
“J’m very much interested in the wel- 
fare of the Indians, especially the 
Navajos whom I feel are mistreated. 
As a missionary I feel I can serve 

* both God and man.” 

Gaining experience for her future 
career, Iva taught Bible school and 
performed menial tasks such as wash- 
ing dishes and making beds. 
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AN AMUSING incident occurred 
while Iva was preparing a ‘Bible les- 
son. Three Navajo lads presented her 
with a package gaily wrapped in 
pink plastic. Removing the tissue pa- 
per inside, Iva noticed a tail and legs. 
Terrified, she dropped the package, 
revealing a horny toad, “Those things 
remind me of miniature dinosaurs,” 
she explained. 

Rain and chilly weather prompted 
Iva’ to retire for the night a little 
earlier than usual, As she turned back 
the covers, she discovered, to her hor- 
ror, another horny toad. For the re- 
mainder of her visit, Iva was fre- 
quently chased by little Navajos bear- 
ing little horny toads. 

Eating in the Navajo hogans, hol- 
low mounds of dirt containing a door 
but no windows, Iva learned many of 
the tribal customs. Fry-bread, sheep, 
lamb, goat, and potatoes, the com- 
mon Navajo menu, are served to the 
family seated on the floor. Vegeta- 
bles are seldom eaten, as the soil is 
too hard and rocky for them to pros- 
per. Tea made from the yellow flower 
of a wild native plant is the favorite 


beverage.

THE MISSION supports one fam- 
ily which performs odd jobs there, but 
most of the Navajos support them- 
selyes by herding sheep on the reser- 
vation. 

The Indians wear their native cos- 
tumes constantly and retain a few 
old customs, such as the rain dance. 

Pagan worship is still conducted by 
some tribes not yet converted to 
Christianity. The doors of their ho- 
gans face the east so the Indians 
may worship the rising sun every 
morning. 

Navajo papooses are carried on 
their mothers’ backs in cradle boards 
for two years. Their belief that this 
habit will guarantee a stronger and 
straighter back is false. When the 
board is taken away, the babies’ 
means of support is removed and 
they are unable to sit upright. 
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AS IVA DELL soon learned, any 
change in pronunciation or voice will 
completely change a word’s meaning. 
“Yaahte,” the Nayajo greeting is 
translated “You’re a louse” when the 
final “e” is pronounced long instead 
of short, 

“My People,” an inspired poem 
written by Iva, expresses her feelings 
about the Navajos. 

“My People” 

My people are far away. 

They are not among my white friends 
in the bustling city, 

Nor of the loved ones that I call my 
family, 

Nor my relation. 

My people live in dirt hogans cam- 
ouflaged by the thirsty earth. 

My people are proud of blood, rich 


of heritage, brown of skin and; 


shy of speech. 
My people are the Navajos. 
To them is my calling; 
Among them is my home; 
With them is my heart. 
These are my people. 

Farewells were not exchanged when 
Iva left the mission, because saying 
good-bye implies the guest will never 
return.

Summer School 


Students Voice Opinions 
On Summer Curriculum 


While the majority of the South 
Side student population swam and 
sunned, a few students slaved over 
worn textbooks, attempting to com- 
prehend the numerous mysteries 
locked within the battered covers, In 
fact, 221 South Side students studied, 
willingly or no, in the classrooms of 
Central High School amid the sooth- 
ing sounds of reconstruction, A 
total of 626 students attended Sum- 
mer School June 9 through August 1. 
The first period was held from 8 to 
10 a.m. and the second period was 
from 10 a.m. to 12 noon with a five- 
minute break every hour. There were 
no afternoon classes. 

Mr. Ralph O, Virts, the principal, 
organized the summer educational 
program 35 years ago when he was 
a teacher of mathematics here at 
South Side. 

The courses offered at present are 
English 7x, Ty, 6x, Gy, 5x, 5y, 4x, 4y, 
3y, and 2y; algebra 1, 2,°3, and 4; 
geometry 1, 2, and 3; trigonometry; 
United States History 1 and 2; gov- 
ernment; sociology; economics; Typ- 
ing 1 and 2; and Bookkeeping 1 and 
2. It is anticipated that next year 
health, biology, -world history and 
English 2x and 3x will be added to 
the courses now offered. 

Approximately 40 students (15 
from South) decided to enrich their 
knowledge by attending Summer 
School but chose to forego their cred- 
its. Such auditing was common in the 
typing and advanced mathematics 
courses, 

There were 18 teachers on the fac- 
ulty representative of South Side, 
Central, North Side, New Haven, 
Elmhurst, and Garrett. The instruc- 
tors from South Side were Mrs. Evlyn 
Spray, English by and 6y; Mr. John 
Arnold, sociology and economics; and 
Mr. David Cramer, geometry 1 and 2. 

Several South Side students com- 
mented on the Summer School pro- 
gram. 

Carol Dehnert (Bookkeeping 2)— 
“T’ye attended Summer School for 
two years. I’ve learned a lot because 
I’ve had two good teachers and the 
classes were small. I enjoyed meeting 
teachers from other schools and I 
liked the informality. In addition, 
since classes are in the morning, they 
don't interfere with most summer 
activities.” 

Jim Richardson (U.S. History)— 
“T thoroughly enjoyed Summer School. 
It was informal, not too difficult, and 
I learned a lot in a short time. Also, 
it was a good experience: My instruc- 
tor presented the course in a college 
manner; therefore, it was quite dif- 
ferent from most high school classes.” 

Susie Ehrman. (Government) — “I 
enjoyed Summer School. The hours 
were good, and it’s a wonderful place 
to meet other students. I learned a 
lot. We had a classroom session of 
Congress and court proceedings. I 
was particularly impressed by the 
outside trips we took. We visited the 
Federal Courts, the Courthouse, and 
City Hall.”

Playing Restriction: 

1, Personal fouls: 

a. Kicking, tripping, ‘charging, 
pushing, holding, or blocking 
an opponent;

2. Technical fouls: 

a. Unsportsmanlike conduct; 

b. Unnecessarily delaying the 
game; 

c. Kicking the ball. 

3. Violations: 

a. Carrying the ball; 

b. Touching a ground ball with 
the ‘hands or arms below the 
elbows; 

¢. Making two successive over- 
head dribbles; 

d. Violating kick-off rule. (Ball 
must not be played again by 
center forward until played by 
another; all members of her 
side shall stand behind the ball 
when kicked, and no opponent 
shall pass the restraining line 
until the ball is kicked. 

e. Violating out-of-bounds rule. 
(Playing the ball again herself 
or taking more than five sec- 
onds to play the ball.) 

f. Violating the tie ball restric- 
tions. 

Penalties: 

1, If a personal foul is committed 
outside her own area the oppo- 
nent shall be awarded a penalty 
kick, 

2. If a personal foul is committed 
outside a player’s own area, pen- 
alty kicks are awarded. The ball 
is in play after the second one 
is missed. 

3. If a technical foul is committed 
outside a player’s own penalty 
area, the opponent shall be 
awarded a penalty kick. 

4. Tf a technical foul is committed 
inside a player’s own penalty 
area, the opponents are awarded 
one penalty kick, As soon as the 
ball is kicked it shall be consid- 
ered in play and a follow-up is 
allowed.

Before we start a new season in the 
Intramural Department, I would like 
to explain Intramurals. First of all 
the people in the Intramural Depart- 
ment feel that the important thing is 
not winning the game but the taking 
part in the game. Along with that idea 
goes the feeling that the essential 
part of sports is not winning but 
playing well, clean, and honestly. With 
all these thoughts let’s all get out 
and enter the first thing on the sched- 
ule, touch football. Remember South 
Side is the only place where there are 
athletics for all. 

Touch football started this 
week, but it is not too late to get 
your teams entered. There are 
two weight divisions, light, 140 
pounds and under, and heavy, 140 
pounds and up. Touch football is 
nearly like regular football with- 
out losing sight of the safety 
angle. It is played to develop 
speed, endurance, skill in running, 
passing, and kicking, and general- 
ship in leading a team. It has 
little or no body contact and 
doesn’t require regular ‘football 
equipment. 

Here are the differences in rules 
from regular football. 

1. Nine players constitute a team. 
Only six are needed to start to 
prevent forfeit. 

Touching the ball carrier once 
on the hips or above is substi- 
tuted for the tackle. 

The game shall last approximate- 
ly 40 minutes, divided into two 
equal halves. 

A touchdown counts six points, 
field goal three points, safety 
two points, and point after touch- 
down one point. 

Substitutions are limited unless 
a player has been disqualified. 
The officials are referee, umpire, 
and linesman. Each captain is to 
furnish one official and one lines- 
man. 

Screening is solicited, also block- 
ing an opponent in such a manner 
to be dangerous is illegal. In 
blocking, players are to keep both 
feet on the ground and must not 
grasp the opponent with the 
hands. 

Penalties and Distances: Clipping 
and tripping—15 yards from 
spot. Offside—Five yards from 
preceding down, 

Five downs before loss of ball, 
you must score or complete three 
successful forward passes.

Accomplishments Of Great Archer Coach, Laidy Welborn, Cited 
In Second Article Dealing With Gridiron Seasons Of Past Years 


(This is the second in a series 
of articles relating the history of 
football at South Side since 1922. 
This week’s article deals with the 
accomplishments of Lundy Wel- 
horn.—Editor's Note.) 


In 1924 Mr. Lundy Welborn came 
on the scene at South as the Archers’ 
head football coach and remained top 
man in the football clique for 14 sea- 
sons, the longest period any Green 
and White football coach has served. 
Mr. Welborn enjoyed many great 
*impaigns in his capacity as head 
coach, In fact, not until his final sea- 
son at South was the popular coach 
frustrated with a miserable season. 

_During those 14 years, the Kelly 
gridmen overwhelmed their foes con- 
tinually to coast to 11 winning sea- 
sons. Of the three losing years, only 
the last season, 1937, was a very poor 
year. In 1937 they dropped nine of 10 
encounters. They failed to produce 
one perfect season, although in 1926 
they missed by an 0-0 tie in their 
third contest of an abbreviated sched- 
ule, in which South swept four games 
and tied one. 

Welborn was undoubtedly the most 
successful coach at South of all time. 
In football he piloted the Green to 
73 wins, 42 losses, and seven ties, in 
addition to excelling as basketball, 
track, and baseball coach. When Ward 
Gilbert stepped down from the foot- 
ball job, Welborn came in and con- 
tinued aiding the Archers to a fine 
season in 1924. 

e *# @ 

THAT YEAR, South chalked 
up six wins against but three 
losses. In the opener, the remark- 
able Kellys once again trounced 
their annual opening game foe, 
Auburn. The Archers yielded 
their first TD to Auburn in their 
68-7 triumph. A week later Port- 
land fell before the Kellys, 25-7. 
Their win streak was extended 
to six games when they avenged 
a loss to Peru, the team that first 


high school champ. 

In 1927 the Archers rolled to anoth- 
er Winning season as they captured 
six, lost but two, and tied one. In city 
play they easily defeated North Side 
in the two teams’ first encounter, 
34-0, and disposed of Central for the 
fourth time by a 12-6 count to cap- 
ture the city crown. In 1928 the Kellys 
failed to repeat as city champs al- 
though they won six of eight con- 
tests. One of the two losses was a 
25-0 lacing from Central, 

Nineteen twenty-nine marked 
the first year that Welborn’s boys 
failed to produce a plus .500 sea- 
son. They lost to Central, tied 
North Side, and beat C.C. in the 
first game between the Irish and 
Archers by a score of 33-0, Nine- 
teen thirty was the second los- 
ing season in a row. Among the 
defeats that season, South suf- 
fered its worst setback to Lind- 
bloom by a score of 70-6. 

The following campaign the foot- 
ball picture began to brighten. The 
Archers recorded five straight wins 
to open the season; and in doing so 
held the opposition to just six points, 
which were all scored in the first 
game by Portland, as the Archers 
won the opener, 18-6. The next four 
games were shutouts. They concluded 
the season with a 7-2 record despite 
dropping the final to Central by a 
slim 18-12 margin. Thus one point 
deprived. South of the city title. 

In ’82 the championship cup was re- 
turned to the Green as they swept 
past C.C. 40-20, Central 31-0, and 
North Side 31-0. With many returnees 
from the team that won eight of 11 
the prior year, Welborn was able to 
steer South to an 8-1-1 record and 
the school’s second consecutive city 
crown. In city play South averaged 
21 points per game offensively, and 
yielded but two points a game defen- 
sively. 


IN 1934 THBY slipped off the pace 





upset the Green and White. 

After two losses to the Archers, 
Huntington surprisingly dumped 
them, 13-6. In the season’s finale the 
Kellys continued to show their mas- 
tery over Central by trouncing the 
Tigers, 46-0! 

Success continued to come Wel- 
born’s way as the following year the 
Archers recorded seven wins against 
three setbacks. They won the first 
annual alumni game, 21-0, to open the 
new year and hit a hot streak in 
which they took seven straight games 
to extend their win streak from the 
year before to 10 games. Included in 
the streak was a 63-0 win over Lo- 
gansport and a 57-0 win over Hun- 
tington. In the tail end of the sched- 
ule South hit a tail spin and lost 
three in a row including the first 
grid contest ever dropped to Central. 
The score was 7-6. During that sea- 
son the Archers averaged 25 points 
per game while they yielded only five 
per game. 
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PRIOR TO THE 1926 season, the 
Archers were expelled from the 
IHSAA over disputed tournament 
funds, As a result the Green and 
White scheduled five college elevens. 
In that season the amazing Kellys 





held their opponents to six points, 
They went undefeated, but tied one 
team, Mooseheart. The Mooseheart 
squad was defending U.S. mythical 





weight.

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set during ’32 and ’33 to post a 4-3-2 
record, They captured the city title 
with a 2-1 record in the City Series 
by posting wins over C.C, and North, 
and losing to Central. 

In 1935, the Kelly griddens 
took only three out of five games. 
In the city race they toppled 
C.C., but lost to North Side and 
Central. 

Another fine season was the out- 
come of the 1936 campaign in which 
the Kellys took six and dropped three 
on their way to another city title. 
C.C., North Side, and Central fell 
before the Archers by scores of 12-0, 
18-12, and 25-13. 

Then came Welborn’s last year, the 
disastrous one. After 13 years of 
smooth sailing the going suddenly be- 
came rough. When the Archers 
limped off the field for the last time 
in 1987, they had ended a season in 
which they were-able to salvage only 
one victory, a 19-0 triumph over then 
feeble Central Catholic. 

* + 

WITH THE END of the ’87 season 
came the end of a great era in foot- 
ball at South Side. Despite his going- 
away present to the school in football, 
Welborn left a good record behind, 
an accomplishment that all Archer 
supporters should appreciate. 

From South Side, Mr. Welborn went 
to Goshen, Ind., to accept a more 
promising job. He coached at two 
Goshen high schools—first at Go- 
shen High as head football and track 
coach, and then at Jefferson High 


as basketball coach, Later he coached 
football and track at Nappanee High. 
From there he went to Niles High in 
Niles, Mich., where he is presently 
assistant football coach. 


Welborn came to South with 
the reputation of being very suc- 
cessful. He came from Wilkinson 
High in Wilkinson, Ind., where 
he was the coach for every sport 
at the school. At South his repu- 
fation was retained. During those 
14 years as football coach he won 
six city titles, won the Wabash 
Valley crown, and several NEIC 
titles. 


Recalling the ‘‘Welborn era,” brings 
to mind many of the all-time greats 
that donned Green and White jerseys. 
Welborn had the privilege of train- 
ing and coaching the most outstand- 
ing football giant from Fort Wayne, 
Herb Banet, whose name is still 
synonymous with sports in Fort 
Wayne and Indiana. Banet, a big cog 
in the Archer grid unit, went on to 
achieve great laurels at Manchester 
College before making his debut into 
the professional sports world. He was 
signed by the Green Bay Packers. His 
success in the pros made all Fort 
Wayne proud of him, especially Wel- 
born. Today Banet is well known for 
his achievements as Central’s head 
basketball coach. 
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TWO OTHERS from the era, Bob 
Rohmetle and Del Disher, also were 
standouts at Manchester College in 
North Manchester. Don Powell, an- 
other Kelly who played under Wel- 
born, rose to be a star on the Purdue 
Boilermakers; and Bob Schoff and 
George Nulf starred at Butler U. aft- 
er graduating from South. 

The six ex-Archers mentioned 
above were just a few of the lads 
that made the grade after Wel- 
born’s tutoring. Although it is 
very difficult to list all the stars 
from a 14-year period, several of 
the important ones that Mr. Wel- 
born still vividly remembers will 
be mentioned. 

Of course, the six mentioned pre- 
viously should be included in a list 
of the greats. under Welborn. Banet 
played quarterback and then was suc- 
ceeded by George Nulf. Two of the 
six, Del Disher and Bob Rohmetle, 
played the guard position. The re- 
maining two, Bob Schoff and Don 
Powell, were tackle and end, re- 
spectively. 

The great drop kicker, Ed Aldrich, 
finished out his career under Welborn 
at his normal halfback spot. Welborn 
also had the first of two families of 
outstanding Archer athletes. They 
were Earl Bolyard and Martin El- 
lenwood. Bolyard played quarterback 
and was Welborn’s top performer in 
baseball. Earl later went on to play 
professional baseball for the New 
York Yankees. Although-the Bolyard 
family is still supplying the Archers 
with top talent, the Ellenwood’s did 
their share of giving gifted athletes 
to the Archer teams.

SOME OF THE other stars during 
the 14 years were Chuck Brubaker, 
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end; Nabe Sprunger, quarterback and 
end; Gordon Straley, tackle; Don Cur- 
rie, halfback; Sam Faye, end; Wilson 
McCormick, halfback; Bob Mooney, 
halfback; Fred Dull, fullback; Bil] 
Kingstey, end; Bernard Dickey, end; 
John Staley, quarterback; Jim Dern, 
guard; and Ed Grim, a halfback, who 
built up a reputation for a great drop 
and place kick. 

Recently communicated with, Mr. 
Welborn commented that he enjoyed 
his years of affiliation at South. He 
said, “I enjoyed my years at South 
very much because of the attitude and 
spirit of the boys. We had from 100 
to 125 out for football. I was the only 
coach, and they helped to coach each 
other. They often did such a good job 
that the boy they coached won their 
position. They were well behaved on 
trips. Their conduct gave South a 
good reputation.” 


He further stated that he ap- 
preciated the attitude of the ad-> 
ministration. They didn’t pres- 
sure the coaches to win games; 
but, instead, expected the team 
to conduct themselves properly. 
He also enjoyed the rivalry be- 
tween schools and his association 
with other coaches and sports 
writers from this area.

SINCE MR. WELBORN still keeps 
an attentive watch on sports activi- 
ties at South, he is in a good position 
to compare football at South between 
today and yesterday.

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O Rare Ben Null... | Wholesome Breakfast Can Bring 
Entirely Different Outlook On Life 


High Tribute Paid 
To Former Teacher 


Shortly after the close of school 
on June 18, 1957, there came to its 
final closing the life of one of South 
Side’s most successful teachers, Mr. 
Benjamin Null, who, from 1922 until 
his retirement in 1950, was head of the 
English Department. During part of 
that time Mr. Null served also as su- 
pervisor of English in the elementary 
and grammar grades of the Fort 
Wayne schools. 

Those who came under Mr. Null’s 
influence at South Side, both students 
and teachers, realized that he was a 
man for whom teaching was his 
life. This truth is emphasized by the 
fact that, even after his retirement, 
he made frequent visits to the English 
classes at South Side, giving help and 
encouragement to both students and 
teachers. 

Only a few weeks before his death 
he spoke to the classes in English 8, 
a college preparatory course which he 
initiated and which was a ‘source of 
great pride to him. 

= = = 

ANATOLE FRANCE once wrote, 
“The whole art of teaching is only 
the art of awakening the natural curi- 
osity of young minds for the purpose 
of satisfying it afterwards.” Mr. Null 
possessed this art to a high degree. 
In his teaching of grammar, a sub- 
ject most fascinating to him, his aim 
was to stimulate interest in his stu- 
dents by skillful questioning and then 
to satisfy that interest with a simple, 
clear explanation. 

Dissatisfied with the way many of 
the available textbooks presented the 
relationship of words, Mr. Null wrote 
“The English Sentence,” a small vol- 
ume which South Side students now 
use as a basic text in grammar, in 
order to present the elements of the 
sentence in an effective, logical way. 

Teaching was, However, not Mr. 
Null’s only interest. He recognized the 
value of another idea expressed by 
Anatole France that “man is so made 
that he can find relaxation from one 
kind of labor only by taking up an- 
other.” To relax from teaching, Mr. 
Null took up the hobby of refinishing 
antique furniture, at which he was 
as much an artist as in his teaching. 
Many homes in Fort Wayne display 
the beauty of his fine handwork.

MR. NULL HAD many interests 
outside of his school and his work- 
shop. He was a member of many pro- 
fessional groups, such as the Fort 
Wayne English Council, of which he 
was a past president; the Indiana 
Council of Teachers of English; and 
the National Council of Teachers of 
English. He was also a member of 
Exchange Club, a men’s service or- 
ganization. He was a member of the 
United Presbyterian Church. 

As a memorial to Mr. Null and 
his work in South Side, on the oc- 
casion of his retirement in 1950, 
members of the English depart- 
ment and other faculty members 
presented to the school the Null 
Grammar Trophy, to be-awarded 
each year to the student in Eng- 
lish 8 who makes the highest 
grade in a comprehensive test in 
grammar. 

The finest memorial to Mr. Null, 
however, will be the memory in the 
hearts of many hundreds of his stu- 
dents and friends of his ready sym- 
pathy, his genial nature, his wit, and 
his keen appreciation of the beauties 
of language and literature. A quota- 
tion from “The Education of Henry 
Adams” seems especially appropriate 
to Mr. Null: “A teacher affects eter- 
nity; he can never tell when his in- 
fluence stops.” 


No words can better epitomize the 
qualities of this excellent teacher than 


these lines from Shakespeare’s “King 

Henry VIII": 

“He was a scholar, and a ripe and 
good one; 


Exceeding wise, fair-spoken, and per- 


suading.”

BREAKFAST BRINGS with it all 
outdoors on a bright, fresh spring 
morning and stimulates a yearning for 
life and all its natural vigor in the 
person who regularly enjoys it every 
morning.

Another discourag- 
ing contribution against Susie and her 
forgotten breakfast is that she is the 
only member of the family that is up 
in the morning. Eating alone is worse 
than not eating at all. 

If Susie, didn’t, for some strange 
reason, eat her regular bowl of 
potato chips, three cookies, and two 
Cokes the night before, she may have 
a premature growling stomach and 
manage to peel an orange and gobble 
it down as she hurriedly leaves the 
starting line in the race against time. 

Unfortunately, after a period of 
time, this practice develops into a 
habit, and Susie finds that she no 
longer has her beauty, alertness, or 
general outlook on life as she once 
had. She has become a sullen-eyed, 
sunken-chested dull girl. Her grades 
and friends have suffered dearly, for 
she is always too tired to listen at- 
tentively in class and her temper has 
diminished vastly, much to the dis- 
couragement of her friends.

Pupils Make More 
Than Fifty Per Cent 
Of Show Audiences 


Over half of today’s motion pic- 
ture audience is made up of people 
under 20 years of age. The exact per- 
centage is 52 per cent of the typical 
audience according to a survey taken 
last June and July by the Opinion Re- 
search Corporation of Princeton, N.J. 

The importance of younger people 
in the vast motion picture audience 
was emphasized dramatically by the 
suryey figures. The indications are 
that the teenager is the most loyal 
and ardent of all movie-goers. 

College educated persons made up 
21 per cent of those 20 years or older 
who attended the movies at least 
once a week. High school graduates 
comprised 87 per cent and those who 
did not complete high school, 23 per 
cent. Grade school graduates were 
only 10 per cent of the audience. 

An indication of the favorable 
status of the movies in the public 
mind is found in the statistics cover- 
ing income groups. Those people in 
the $7,000 and over per year made 
up 18 per cent of the audiences; from 
$5,000 to $6,999, 20 per cent; from 
$3,000 to $4,999, 27 per cent; and 
those under $3,000, 15 per cent. 

The above statistics show that the 
majority of movie-goers are the well- 
educated middle class. 

During the period of the survey, 
the weekly attendance averaged 54,- 
200,000. Of this large audience, 62 
per cent were regular weekly movie- 
goers, with teenagers predominating. 

“Any business that has such loyal 
support of young, educated people “is 
blessed with a solid foundation for 
the future,” stated Eric Johnson, 
president of the Motion Piction As- 
sociation of America, “and such a 
business has a deep responsibility by 
creating entertainment keyed to the 
active young minds of America.”

In talking to one of Fort Wayne's 
leading eye doctors it was learned 
that in order to become an ophthal- 
mologist a person must begin to pre- 
pare himself when he is in high school, 
He must study English, for it is ex- 
tremely important in intelligent con- 
versations with others, Latin is also 
important because it will aid in the 
prescribing of medicine. Naturally, an 
individual interested in being an eye 
doctor must use to his advantage all 
the science that he can study, Finally, 
a study of the humanities is vital in 
order to broaden the individual’s 
knowledge of literature and the arts. 


After he finishes high school, the 
student must take four years of pre- 
medical studies. This is followed by 
four years of medical training and 
three years of training in the field 
of ophthalmology. The final test be- 
fore a student may open his own of- 
fice is one year of general internship 
at a hospital to prove that he is a 
qualified ophthalmologist. 

Naturally, it takes a good deal of

‘Quality In Education Is Important,’ 
Stresses R. Nelson Snider, Principal 


(Editor’s Note: “Quality in 
education is important,” R. Nel- 
son Snider, principal, stressed in 
an interview with Dell Ford, 
Journal-Gazette reporter. This 
story appeared in the Journal on 
September 12 as fifth in a series 
of interviews on education.) 





“Training. Not education.” 

This is the way R. Nelson Snider, 
principal of South Side High School, 
sizes up Russia’s much publicized em- 
phasis on math and science, 

Many of our nation’s high schools 
aren't doing a good job, he says, but 
Russia's not doing such a good job 
either, “They’re stressing math and 
science. But this is training and not 
education,” 

The man who has been princi- 
pal of South Side for 33 years 
makes his point very clear. “Num- 
bers,” he wants you to know, 
“don’t spell success. It’s the qual- 
ity of work that’s important.” 

To illustrate, he’ll tell you a little 
Story about some German aviators 
who were taken prisoner by the Brit- 





ish before the United States entered 
the war, “They were sent to a prison 
camp in Canada, These aviators knew 
everything about an airplane. Every- 
thing. There wasn’t a thing they 
didn’t know about an airplane. But 
they had no cultural! background. 
Mention Faust—they wouldn’t know 
who Faust was. 
This Not Desirable 

“That type of training,” Mr. Snider 
warns, “does not lead to a desirable 
society.” 

Mr. Snider, a man with a variety 
of pinpointed ideas, says it’s been 
“very easy for school people in the 
past few years, to get the idea schools 
were here to make kids happy. The 
people were not awake and demanding 
enough.” 

He believes the people of a 
community are to blame. In his 
words—“They got what they ask 
for.” 

In the past, he says, it was the 
policy to stress good public relations. 
“A good band was good enough. Or 
the best basketball team.” This was 
good public relations. This was keep- 
ing everyone happy. 


Then suddenly, for many people, 
came the dawn. Sputniks and the race 


to the moon and much talk about the 
many years of math and science and 


foreign language required of the Rus- 


sian high school student. 


Mr. R. Nelson Snider seems not at 
all ruffled. And he can tell you why. 

“South Side,” he says, “hasn’t 
changed its basic program in many 
years and we don’t intend to change 
it. Oh, of course; we often have to 
add courses. This fall we're offering 
a course in general science. During 
the war we had a course in elementary 
navigation. But we dropped it when 
the need for it faded. We have a sound 
basic program here at South Side— 


we'll stick by it.” 


He does say, however, that “we try 
to find the good students who will 
profit by additional math and science 
or English and we try to direct them 


into taking these additional courses. 


“On the other hand, suppose there 
is a girl who is interested in being an 
elementary school teacher, And sup-

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Enrollment Rises 
From 1879 To 2095 


The present freshman class, with 
608 pupils, is the largest to ever en- 
ter South Side. The sophomores and 
juniors aren’t far behind with 582 
and 506, respectively. The smallest 
class, the seniors, really is large, with 
398 members. This is almost 100 over 
last year’s seniors. 

The total enrollment has jumped 
from 1,879 last year to 2,095 this 
year, making it the largest ever. In 
1942 South had its second largest en- 
rollment of 2,060, 

Forty-two of the 216 new students 
haye entered from out-of-town. Thir- 
ty-one students came from North 
Side, Concordia, and other schools. 
Ten pupils have returned after hay- 
ing missed a semester or more. 

Next year the expected enrollment 
is 2,290. This figure is including the 
freshmen, if the junior high isn’t fin- 
ished. In 1965 without the freshmen 
the enrollment will leap to approxi- 
mately 2,400, which will be the ca- 
pacity of the school when the addi- 
tion is completed. 

According to Mr. R. Nelson Snider, 
principal, “The enrollment increase 
has presented no new problems. South 
Side was expecting this large number, 
and so hired new teachers and pre- 
pared to accommodate them.”

The South Side Times 
Bank Provides 
Education Plan 


Tt is now possible for parents. or 
sponsors of prospective college stu- 
dents from South Side to finance a 
college education in regular monthly 
payments over a six-year period, ac- 
cording to an announcement today 
of Russell M. Daane, vice-president 
of Fort Wayne National Bank. 

This plan may make it possible for 
young men and women to obtain a col- 
lege education who might not other- 
wise haye the opportunity, ‘ 

As an example, suppose the head of 
the family or sponsor of a student re- 
quires financial assistance in the 
amount of $4,000 during the four 
years of college. Payments in the 
amount of $500 would be advanced at 
the start of each of the two semes- 
ters and the equal monthly repay- 
ments of approximately $60 would 
start the first of the following month, 

Interest would be charged only on 
funds advanced. The loan would run 
for two years after the completion 
by the student of his or her four-year 
course, or for a total of six years.

THE PLAN2includes insurance pro- 
tection. Should the head of the family 
(or sponsor) of the student die before 
the loan is fully repaid, not only is 
the balance of the loan paid, but also 
any funds that have not yet been ad- 
vanced will be disbursed in accord- 
ance with the original agreement, 
thus allowing the student to finish his 
college education.. The cost of this 
insurance is in addition to the month- 
ly payments. 

Should the head of, the family or 
sponsor become totally and perma- 
nently disabled for a period of six 
months, the insurance, will cover all 
monthly repayments due after such 
six-month period, so long as the total 
disability continues, 

The program is flexible, with spe- 
cial plans available for sophomore, 
junior, and senior students, as well 
as those whb desire more than a four- 
year college course. 

Pe Ser: 

THE PLAN may be set up and start- 
ed as much as two years in advance of 
the student entering college. This will 
reduce the interest cost. 

The plan also provides for the han- 
dling of the monthly repayments au- 
tomatically by a charge to the cus- 
tomer’s checking account ith Fort 
Wayne National Bank, 

No restrictions will be placed on 
the choice of college. This will be left 
up to the student and his parents or 
sponsor. 

Mr. Daane, in commenting on the 
new plan, said that it would provide 
a means of meeting educational ex- 
penses more conveniently, since the 
cost is budgeted on a monthly basis. 
These costs have not remained static, 
but have risen along with other costs. 
Mr. Daane urges anyone. interested 
in this new budget plan for financing 
college educations to consult with any 
officer of the bank for additional in- 
formation.

pose she takes two years of math and 
makes an A grade both years. We 
wouldn’t try to get her to take more 
math. She wouldn’t need it.” 

Mr. Snider says South Side has a 

director of guidance who works 

with students individually. “But 
he’s just one man for 2,070 kids. 

So he tries to develop the guid- 

ance program through the stu- 

dent’s homeroom teacher. We em- 
phasize educational guidance 

(taking the right subjects), do 

some social guidance and some 

vocational guidance.” 

Overall, however, guidance is a 
word that brings a furrow to Mr. 
Snider’s brow. 

Why, he wants to know, do kids 
need so much guidance? He thinks 
it is better to get the information 
to them—the information about some 
particular field, say industrial engi- 
neering. Then let them decide what 
they want to do. 

“There’s too much school work,” 
Mr. Snider says, “that’s called educa- 
tion when it’s really nothing but train- 
ing in a specific field. If I had my 
way, every kid going to college would 
take four years of liberal arts before 
starting to specialize. This frees a 
person’s intellect and gives him the 
background and tools with which to 
think. , 

“In the long run, if there's any vir- 
tue in this world, that kind of power 
(the technical training Russian stu- 
dents are getting) can’t possibly win 
any eventual struggle. We need tech- 
nical training, of course, but let’s not 
over-emphasize it, It would be a hor- 
rible world if we stressed nothing 
but math and science.” 

Describes Ideal Program 

The ideal high school program, as 
Mr. Snider sees it, would include four 
years of English, three of social 
studies, two of science, four of for- 
eign language and four of math, “But 
that’s too much. So what do you leave 
out? It depends on what the kids are 





interested in.”” 

To have a good school, Mr. Snider 
proposes two jobs for the school prin- 
cipal, 

First eliminate the obstacles that 
interfer with teacher-student contact. 


Second, have a balanced program. 
“Don’t let any particular activity run 
away with the show, be it band, ath- 
letics, speech, math or science. This 
doesn’t mean you can’t do well in 
some sideline activity such as the 
school publication or athletics or 
speech, But don’t let any one of them 
take over.” 

Finally, when asked to suggest just 
one way education in our country 
might be improved, Mr. Snider sug- 
gests: 

“To improve education we need 
intelligent people well trained to 
do the teaching. To much empha- 
sis is put on education courses 
(techniques of teaching). More 
time should be spent on subjects 
which the teacher is going to 
teach. If the man is going to 
teach English, take more English 
courses. Math, more math 
courses. This is particularly im- 
portant for the man or woman 
who is going to teach in the up- 
per grades and on the high school 
level.”

To control our school’s tempera- 
ture automatically, a new heating 
system, which operates 24 hours a 
day, has been installed.

Scholarship Fund 
Open To Pupils 


The Fort Wayne School Scholar- 
ship Loan Fund, which was established 
to aid students who could not other- 
wise attend college, is presently loan- 
ing a total of $32,000 to graduates of 
all Fort Wayne High Schools. 

Any graduate of a Fort Wayne high 
school who presents proof of suffi- 
cient need and a high school reeord 
good enough to enter college is elig- 
ible to borrow from the fund. The 
amounts borrowed yary because they 
are determined by need. 

The Scholarship Fund was started 
in 1936 for students from South Side. 
In 1938, the year South won the bas- 
ketball championship, parents and ra- 
dio stations raised money to buy pres- 
ents for the team. The remainder of 
the money, which was about $3,500, 
was placed in the Scholarship Loan 
Fund. |

The only restriction placed on a 
loan is that the borrower pay the 
amount back before two years after 
his graduation from college if he 
wishes to pay it back free of inter- 
est. If he fails to do this, he must 
pay four per cent interest. A total of 
42 loans have been fully paid back to 
the fund and $8 are now in circulation. |

Judge William H. Schannen 
Lauds 98 Percent Of Teenagers 


“I'd rather speak about the other 
98 per cent!” This is the reply that 
Judge William H. Schannen, judge of 
Juvenile Court, gives when he is asked 
about juvenile delinquency. 

Since only two out of every 100 
juveniles become delinquent, the judge 
gives a great deal of credit to the 
teenagers that stay out of trouble. 

“The object of Juvenile Court, 
which deals with children as young as 
nine, and as old as 18, is to correct 
trouble at an early age,” said the 
judge. The delinquents are brought 
before a probation officer amd an 
investigation is conducted. If the child 
is found guilty, he and his parents 
talk to Judge Schannen in his office. 
In this manner, privacy is maintained 
and the chances for the ehild to live 


a useful life are increased.

He attended a 
country school and had no ideas of go- 
ing to high school when he was gradu- 
ated from the eighth grade, His broth- 
er and a cousin had different ideas 
concerning his education. When he 
was 18, they secured a job for him 
in Fort Wayne and he earned his way 
through Fort Wayne High Sehool, 
now Central. His senior class of '05 
was the first to be graduated from 
the new school. 

Having come this far, the judge 
decided to finish his education prop- 
erly. With the idea of being a Latin 
professor and very little money, he | 
entered Indiana University in Bloom- 
ington, Ind. He stopped chasing Cae- 
sar when he discovered that the col- 
lege offered a five-year law course. 
His formal education was interrupted 
for two years when he ran out of 
money. He taught in an Illinois re- 
fermatory, and then, with sufficient 
funds, returned to school, He received 
his Bachelor of Arts degree in 1912 
and his Law degree in 1913. He start- 
ed practice the same year. 

Judge Schannen was elected to the 
post of City Court judge in 1925 and 
he served there for 12 years. He is

From watching North Side in action 
against LaPorte last Friday night, 
South’s grid squad learned a mini- 
mum about their foes for tomorrow 
in the Green and White’s first City 
Series contest. The scouting Archers, 
along with a large North Side throng, 
watched the Redskins “roll over and 
play dead” before their conference 
foes from LaPorte. 

Judged by a few particular plays 
the Redskins didn’t even play like a 
high school team. If the Red and 
White don’t regain their lost poise, 
speed, spirit, and desire of victory, 
the Kellys might end a long string of 
losses handed them by the North 
Siders. 
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CENTRAL CATHOLIC remained 
undefeated and showed signs of once 
again becoming the Fort Wayne foot- 
ball power. The Irish continued to 
Troll along undefeated, but had anoth- 
er close call as they nudged South 
Bend St. Joseph, 13-12. It was the 
Purple and Gold’s second victory, both 
registered over South Bend competi- 
tion, in three tries. 

Although their record, 2-0-1, looks 
impressive, the Irish have averaged 
only three points per game more than 
their competition. This is a far cry 
from Central’s tremendous 13-point 
average margin of victory; but the 
Tigers on the other hand, managed 
only to split in two games, losing a 
City Series encounter that placed 
them in the cellar of the 1958 series 
race, 

By taking North Side’s record into 
consideration, the picture is further 
confused. The Red have yielded 13 
more points than they have scored, 
yet they defeated Central and cur- 
rently lead the City Series race.

South Side’s hope of shattering 
Royerton's long unbeaten string, 
as they broke little Springs Val- 
ley’s in basketball last year, was 
shattered when Portland turned 
the trick first two weeks ago in 
a 25-19 win over Royerton.

win, that’s nothing compared to the 
22 games won by Pittsburgh’s Bob 
Friend; but this old pro won his third 
by limiting the American League 
Champ Yanks to just two walks.

Both teams 
suffered from injuries, managerial 
changes during the season, and in- 
fields that were composed of players 
attained from winter and spring 
trades along with last year’s players. 
In addition the Indians were forced 
to use inexperienced rookies to re- 
place the injured vets. 

The Chicago White Sox’s poor start 
in the spring also gave the Yanks 
extra breathing room. Being pressed 
by such teams as Kansas City and 
Washington is really no test. 

MILWAUKEE HAD an easier time 
of it this year than last due to the 
fact the so-called contenders flound- 
ered until late in the season. Los An- 
geles proved that age eliminated them 
from the contenders’ ranks, but St. 
Louis and Cincinnati were big dis- 





appointments in 1958. The Redlegs’ 
pitching staff looked superfluous and 
their hitting still appeared strong, 
but both suffered season-long slumps. 

New contenders Pittsburgh and San 
Francisco tagged themselves as new 
threats in years to come. The Giant 
rookies carried ’Frisco along until 
mid-season and then left the brunt 
of the load for the pitchers, who could 
do little of their share to keep the 
Giants’ momentum going.

These Pirates, along 
with rookie home run smasher Dick 
Stuart and pitchers Bob Friend, 
George Witt, and Ron Kline, paced 
the Pirates’ relentless surge twards 
Milwaukee which fell short. Rookie 
Witt currently possesses the lowest 
earned run average in the National 
League. 

With the close of the baseball sea- 
son, sports writers all over the coun- 
try will have the task of selecting a 
rookie of the year and most valuable 
player in both leagues. Since I am 
not one of the participating writers, 
I would like to make my selections in 
forms of predictions. 

In the National League, I'll 
take George Witt over Orlando 
Cepeda as rookie of the year. 
Witt helped the Pirate cause all 
year, while, I feel, that Cepeda 
slipped the last two months.

(This is the fourth in a series 
exploring past football campaigns 
at South Side High School. This 
week’s article deals with the two 
years Archer grid teams were 
piloted by Wayne Gift.) 


When Mr. Moss accepted a coach- 
ing job ‘at Shurtleff College (now 
Southern Illinois University) in Al- 
ton, Ul, the South Side school ad- 
ministration was once again backed 
against the wall with the job of choos- 
ing a replacement for Moss. They 
came up with ex-pro football star 
Wayne Gift to become South’s fourth 
Archer coach. 

Gift became the third of the four 
coaches up to that time to last only 
two years at the helm. He came on 
the coaching scene as head coach at 
the beginning of the 1940 campaign 
and left at the termination of the ’41 
season. He left South with two im- 
pressive seasons in which he guided 
two Kelly grid squads to an overall 
record of 10-4-1. 

2 = = b 
THE FIRST SEASON, 1940, was 
a good one for the Green as they cap- 
tured five contests in seven tries; but 
both losses were dealt the Green and 
White by city foes, Central and North 
Side. The Red and White Squeezed 
past the revived Kellys by a count of 
17-7. Central turned the same trick 
by a 24-7 score. 

Those two losses were offset by im- 
pressive showings in the other five 
Games, one of which was a_ hard- 
earned 22-6 win over the Irish of Cen- 
tral Catholic. 

Gift came back for a second try in 
the fall of 1941, He enjoyed a second 
fine campaign as he helped the Kellys 
to a 5-2-1 record. The Archers took 
the opener that season and rolled 
merrily along throughout the entire 
Season. 

Before opposing city foes for a 
crack at the title, the Archers met 
Garrett in the school’s most impres- 
sive victory in many years. The Green 
and White threw a staunch defense 
at the Railroaders and geared up the 
offense to score 66 points in the lop- 
sided white wash. 

The city teams respected South but 
showed little fear as C.C. earned a 
6-6 tie, and Central and North won 
easily from South by scores of 19-0 
and 20-6, respectively.

WHEN GIFT CAME to South to 
coach the grid squad, somewhat the 
same low morale in football was pre- 
dominant as when Mr, Gernand took 
over three years ago. It was hoped 
that the young man with’ a full, 
varied, and experienced background 
in football, could boost the team back 
into the winning groove, When he an- 
nounced that he was retiring to enter 
the armed services, the football pic- 
ture at South had improved, although 
the Archer teams had not risen to the 
peak they once hit several years prior. 

It was no shock to Archer fans that 
Mr. Gift was taken into the armed 
services. Before he accepted the head 
coaching job at South in 1941, at the 
age of 25, he enlisted for service. He 
told the school that he expected to 
be called in the winter and could com- 
plete his second season in capacity 
as head grid coach.

THE SCHOOL administration hired 
Gift not only because of his vast ex- 
perience in bootball, but also because 
he was young and understood the 
boys. He had valued experience as an 
outstanding member of the Purdue 
Boilermakers and as a back for the 
Cleveland Rams’of the National Pro- 
fessional Football League. (The 
league has since been disbanded.) 

He had several fine boys to work 
with during his two segsons, of which 
Chuck Shimer, halfback, stood out 
during both years. Some of the other 
names that brought prominence to 
the Archers in football during the 
seasons of 1940 and 1941 are as fol- 
lows: Russ Dixon, right tackle; Bill 
Siebold, left tackle; Bob Englehart, 
right half; Harry Hines; Bill Knoll; 
Bob Babbitt; Birkenbeul, tackle; and 
Worman, end. 

After his release from the service, 
Mr. Gift looked for a coaching job 
in this area, but could find none avail- 
able. He liked Fort Wayne and the 
people here, so he engaged in other 
work, Several years ago, he operated 
a restaurant on the’ corner of Cal- 
houn and Pontiac Streets. Today he 
is a traveling salesman,

With Nuclear Science 


“The Cyclotron Club weledmes all 
students interested in science,” stated 
Pat Doherty, president, at last Thurs- 
day’s meeting.

Bill Forman has polio, but he is 
still able to get around by himself, 
His schedule is arranged so that he 
is out of school at noon and his class- 
rooms are fairly close together. 

Sheryl Sommers was also a victim 
of polio. However, she is unable to 
get around alone and she has to be 
pushed from one class to another in a 
wheelchair. The Junior Red Cross 
Club here at school has taken over 
this responsibility. Several of the 
members haye volunteered to take her 
to her different classes. ,Someone also 
takes her in and out of the cab which 
takes her to and from school. Her 
program is arranged so that her 
classes are close together. She also 
attends school in the morning only. 

Diane Saalfrank is the third handi- 
capped person. She is blind, but here 
again the teachers and students are 
doing all they can to make it possible 
for her to attend school. Before school 
started this fall, Diane came over to 
learn her way around. Now she can 
find her way around school alone. An- 
other great aid to her is that all of 
her books except her Latin book are 
written in braille. Diane has taken 
advantage of the school clubs and is 
a member of the Times staff, 

One more student who wasn’t men- 
tioned before because he isn’t handi- 
capped in a physical way is Dere Sa- 
lim from Turkey. His handicap is 
that he speaks very little English. The 
only English he speaks is that which 
was taught to him by a missionary 
in Turkey. 

It is becoming possible for physi- 
cally handicapped people with normal 
minds to attend the public schools.

Original Customs Still Present 
In Manners Of People Today 


How often has the saying “mind 
your manners” been reminded to teen- 
agers? 

They, as well as many other peo- 
ple, have probably heard this phrase 
or one similar to it more often than 
they would care to admit! _ 


From childhood, a young person is 
brought-up according to certain ap- 
proved rules of etiquette. Very few 
people have ever stopped to consider 
how these rules came to be. Most 
current-day habits date back before 
England’s Elizabethan era, and some 
as far back as prehistoric man. 

Early courteous actions of savages 
were based on fear or self-preserva- 
tion. The early cave man was inclined 
to let his “friend” enter the cave first 
just to be sure that he wouldn’t be hit 
on the back of the head with a club! 

After primitive men lost some of 
their fear of each other, they held up 
their right hands as a sign of peace 
when they met in the forest. Later 
this became a sign of welcome, show- 
ing that the person was unarmed and 
could do no harm. Then comes our 
custom of saluting each other. 

Debut, or comitig-out, parties for 
young girls also originated in primi- 
tive times. At that time girls were 
kept carefully hidden until they 
reached the proper age for marriage. 
Then they dressed in their finest ap- 
parel and paraded before the young 
men of the tribe. The prospective 
husbands were eager to snatch not 
only the best looking girls, but also 
the ones whose fathers could give 
them the largest dowry. 


BEFORE GOING ANY further, it 
is interesting to note where the term 
etiquette, which pertains to proper 
manners, actually originated. In its 
original French, the word means a 
price tag, lable, or ticket. 

In the days of old French royalty, 
court ceremonies were quite compli- 


cated. Therefore, those who came to 
court were furnished with etiquettes, 
or tickets, instructing them how to 
behave. In the present day, a knowl- 
edge of the rules of polite behavior 
still identifies its owner as would a 
ticket. 5 


Still more modern customs had their 
beginnings “when knighthood was in 
flower.” A forerunner of hat-tipping 
was the old rule that knights raise 
the visors of their helmets exposing 
their heads in friendly recognition 
before battle. 


The~habit of shaking hands be- 
came a token of good faith for if two 
enemies met, there could be little dan- 
ger of attack if the right hand of each 
was firmly grasped by the other.

DURING THE Medieval era, it was 
customary for a housewife to throw 
her garbage out onto the street if 
she lived on the second floor of a 
building. Therefore, the man was com- 
pelled to walk on the outside of the 
woman so that if garbage was thrown 
it would fall on him—not her! 

The modern custom of the boy open- 
ing the car door for the girl probably 
originated in the time of the horse 
and buggy era or perhaps as early as 
the Greek and Roman chariots, where 
it was necessary that the boy aid the 
girl in climbing in and out of the 
vehicle.

George Collyer, Fifth Archer Grid Coach, Pilots Elevens 
To Four Winning Seasons, 27-16 Record, Between ’42 and ’47 — 


This is the fifth installment in 
a special series of articles explor- 
ing past South Side football cam- 
paigns. This era in South's his- 
tory covered the year of 1942 
through 1946 with George Collyer 
taking South’s football teams to 
battle during these years. 





Collyer was by no means a new- 
comer to the Archer football aggre- 
gation when he succeeded Wayne Gift 
as head coach. During the preceding 
three years, George assisted Gift with 
the coaching chores. During Collyer’s 
five-year reign, the crafty and clever 
pilot engineered the Green and White 
to 27 triumphs in 43 games, despite 
the slow start he made as Archer 
coach. 

In 1942, George’s initial season at 
the helm, he could do no better than 
capture three of eight contests; but 
in the final four seasons, the picture 
changed as Collyer blossomed into 
one of the most respected and prom- 
inent football coaches South has ever 
had. In 1944, he enjoyed his best sea- 
son by taking eight of nine decisions. 

In '42, Collyer greeted Archer fans 
with a victory in his debut as he guid- 
ed South to its first of three wins 
that season. He extended the school’s 
win streak to four over Central Cath- 
olic as South beat the Irish for the 
twelfth time in 14 years with a con- 
vincing 27-0 score, but the Archers’ 
losing strings to North Side and Cen- 
tral were extended to six against both 
clubs, That year Central handed the 
Green and White a 27-0 beating. 

= = = 

THE FOOTBALL picture at South 
brightened in 1943 as the Green 
copped five of its eight outings in- 
cluding wins over all the city com- 
petition. For the first time, South 
played one team twice in the short 
season. They split two games with 
North Side and dropped C.C. twice 
by narrow margins. The two wins 
over the Irish increased the Archers’ 
series lead with the Purple and Gold 
to 13 games. 

The year 1944 promised to be one 
of the best in Archer history as Coll- 
yer led the Green and White to eight 
wins against one defeat. The only 
loss was a 13-6 defeat at the hands 
of the Redskins as they avenged an 
earlier season loss in the two-game 
series with the Kellys. In city play 
they split the two games with North, 
dropped C.C. twice by identical scores 
of 27-0, and whipped Central 32-6 on 
their way to the city championship. 

The following year the Archers en- 
joyed another good season by captur- 
ing six of their nine games, although 
their three losses all came against city 
foes and thus unseated the Archers as 
city football champs. They split two 
games with North Side,.dropping the 
second by 7-6, Central, 1945 champs, 
dumped the Kellys twice by scores of 
14-12 and 29-20. C.C. once again fell 
before South by a count of 27-0.

HIS LAST YEAR as coach of the 
Archer football team found the Green 
and White beginning to go down hill 
from the high peak it hit in 1944 un- 
der Collyer. The Archers blew the 
first game and struggled through a 
hard season to post a 5-4 record for 
the season. 

In 46, only North Side was able 
to derail South in city play as they 
nosed out the Kelly gridders by 6-0. 
On the other hand, they disposed of 
Central by scores of 25-7 and 26-0 
and dumped Central Catholic by 14-7. 

When Collyer bowed out from foot- 
ball, he left with a good and com- 
mendable record as head mentor. In 
guiding the Green to a 27-16 record, 
he boosted the Archers’ overall win 
percentage back over the .600 mark.

retirement at the close of the 1958 
track season; thus ending 20 years 
of coaching at South Side. Since 1947 
Mr. Collyer has been active as a foot- 
ball. referee. Last year he had the 
privilege of officiating the most 
talked-about game of the year between 
Anderson and Richmond. 

This fall Mr. Collyer will return to 
South as a social science teacher. Al- 
though he has been out of football 
at South for several years, he still is 
well versed on the situation at South. 
Mr. Collyer believes that the lack of 
interest in football came as a direct 
result of the increased success of 
basketball, which has always held an 
upper hand over football. Mr. Coll- 
yer said, “The lack of interest has not 
decreased since ’47, but neither has it 
increased.”

OTHER CONTRIBUTING factors 
are the improved living standards, 
girls, and extra-curricular activities. 
During the post-war years, boys had 
little money to spend on girls and 
consequently spent less time with 
them; but, instead, donated their spare 
time to athletics. “More boys went out 
for football and showed greater in- 
itiative, but today’s boys are just as 
good, only there are fewer of them,” 





reported Mr, Collyer in a discussion 
concerning the past and present foot- 
ball pieture at South Side. 

Proper education among the stu- 
dents would serve as the best means 
by which to arouse more interest in 
football, stated Mr. Collyer. He also 
said, “Many youngsters who attend 
football games do not have the slight- 
est idea what is happening except 
that the team which crosses the goal 
line scores six points. Some students 
even believe that they get credit for 
seven points.” 

He frowns upon the fact that stu- 
dents never get excited about a good 
defensive play or a key block. “In- 
stead all the cheering is heard when 
the home team scores a touchdown, a 
player runs 50 yards, ora long pass 
play is completed. If more students 
learn the detailed facts about foot- 
ball as they have in basketball, South’s 
football teams would make a gradual 
climb back to the top.”

Minimum'’awards, for 
students who have been determined 
to have no financial need, are $100 
a year; and maximum awards, for 
students who have been determined 
to have maximum need, are $1,500 
a year.

MERIT SCHOLARS make their 
own choice of college and are free 
to choose any course of study lead- 
ing to one of the usual baccalaureate 
degrees. 

The colleges chosen by the Merit 
Scholars also receive cost-of-education 
grants ranging to $500 per year to 
help defray the actual cost of educat- 
ing the students. 

Over 2,300 of the nation’s most able 
students are now holding Merit Schol- 
arships at some 325 colleges. Nearly 
one million high school students have 
been tested in the massive talent 
hunts. 

The competition is open to stu- 
dents in any public, private, or paro- 
chial high school in the United States 
and its possessions.

Time is saved by keeping three rolls 
of newsprint on ‘the press. When one 
is used it can be replaced in a split 
second by a full roll. 4

NO OTHER newspaper in the Unit- 
ed States stores its newsprint on the 
same level on which it is delivered. 
Three railroad cars can be unloaded 
simultaneously into the warehouse, 
which has a capacity of 80,000 pounds 
of newsprint. Each roll is 40 inches 
n diameter, 62 inches long, and 
weighs 1,800 pounds. The cots per 
on has risen from $37 in 1950 to the 
present rate of $148. 

Automatically taken off the press, 
he folded papers are conveyed by a 
series of rollers and wires to the 
ail room, where they are wrapped 
or distribution.

Trying to pull an upset in City

Scouts 
A Big Help 
To Coaches 


Contrary to many people’s beliefs 
the game of football is not just a 
couple of 200-pound linemen banging 
heads together or a fleet back run- 
ning 90 yards for a touchdown. There 
is an intricate system of scouting that 
goes on from the beginning of prac- 
tice in August to the last game of the 
season, 

Head Football Coach Bob Gernand 
and his staff have devised a plan, 
which, though time-consuming has 
proved to be well worth the effort. 


Mr. Feasel. compiled a creditable 
won-lost-tied record of 28-21-2. While 
coaching the football squad he helped 
the Archers to three consecutive city 
titles in ’47, ’48, and ’49. During those 
five seasons the Green and White an- 
nexed 10 city tilts, lost seven, and tied 
two.

The victory 
over Central narrowed the margin in 
the long series between South and 
Central to 16-14 in favor of the Ti- 
gers. 

Looking even better than the year 
previous, the Archers behind the 
steady play of its veterans, Merle 
Hettler and Bill Davis, chalked up 
Seven victories with wins over Bluff- 
ton in the opener, 57-6; North Side, 
14-18; and C.C., 20-13. The only black 
mark of the season was a thrilling 
loss at the hands of Central by a 
count of 19-14.

The basic idea is through diagram- 
ming, observation, recording of forma- 
tions, personnel, team strength and 
weakness.

WHEN ONE OF the coaches scouts 
a game, he uses three sheets—one for 
the team’s offense, the other for their 
defense, and the third for obtaining 
statistics on passes, punts, kickoffs, 
defensive and offensive alignments, 
runbacks and any other additional in- 
formation not provided for on the 
other two sheets. 

When observing the team’s defense, 
special note is taken of their basic 
pattern, if they vary greatly from 
this pattern and the type blocking 
that they employ. Certain players are 
watched also to see what they do and 
when they do it, All this is recorded 
on the sheet designated for defense 
on the scouters clipboard. 

On the other hand, the defensive 
end of the job is every bit as impor- 
tant as offense. Their defensive pat- 
terns are all taken in by the scout, 
especially the line and line backers. 

The line is watched to find out 
what is done by each man on a play. 
For instance, if two linebackers are 
red-dogging or running through the 
line as the ball is snapped, that is 
marked down.

same manner. Their passers and cen- 
ters are watched for degree of power 
or weakness. 

In scouting’a team the ideal way to 
go about it is to see the team in ac- 
tion three times. The first, just get 
the basic patterns and plays used; 
the second, to go a bit more into de- 
tail and to watch what will happen 
when a situation arises; and the third, 
to devote the whole game in just 
watching players. 

Although this business of scouting 
is not always exciting, and requires 
intensive work on the part of the 
scout, it often pays back in big divi- 
dends.

With almost an entirely new cast 
of stars, Mr. Feasel looked for things 
to get better in 1951, but they didn’t, 
they grew worse.

IN 1952, HIS LAST season, Feasel 
led the Kellys to a 5-3-1 record which 
included a four-game split in city 
play. They recorded wins over North 
Side, 21-0, and over Concordia, 60-7, 
but lost to Central, 7-0, and Central 
Catholic, 6-0. 

Mr. Feasel stepped down as the 
Archers completed their 30th season 
in football.

Scheduling a sports event for South 
Side is a very important duty for the 
athletic department, for if games were 
not scheduled, our athletic program 
would be full of open dates. 

Wayne Scott, athletic director, han- 
dles most of South Side’s program 
scheduling. The first thing he must 
do to fill a date is to contact other 
schools and let them know which dates 
we have open. 

If a school wishes to play the Arch- 
ers in a certain sport, an actual con- 
tract is signed which states the date 
of the contest and the amount of cash 
our team will receive from gate re- 
ceipts. Since most schools play on a 
home basis, which entitles it to the 
funds from the game, the Archers will 
receive only about $100 to $200 for 
an away game. This does not apply 
in track, however, since the majority 
of schools do not charge admission for 
track meets. 

Because South’s football team does 
not play in a conference, it is some- 
times difficult to maintain a full 
schedule. This was one of the reasons 
that South had an open date between 
the Shortridge and North Side games. 

Mr. Scott is hopeful that the Arch- 
ers will play a full schedule in football 
next season. Already he has signed 
Goshen to take the place of Missis- 
sinewa, and he says that Valparaiso 
may fill our open date. 

Playing in a holiday basketball tour- 
ney is slightly different than other 
games, Teams are usually invited to 
play in these tournaments. In past 
seasons, South has played in the Mun- 
eie Central holiday tournament, but 
this year the athletic department has 
decided to play in the holiday tourney 
at Elkhart. 

The holiday tourneys contribute 
quite a large sum of money to the 
athletic office. This sum may be any- 
where between $500 and $2,000 for 
one tournament.

Louie Hull, South Side’s five facul- 
ty members who were part of the 
original staff, find teaching a re- 
warding career.

TO BE A DOCTOR is Miss Har- 
vey’s alternate choice of professions 
if she were again faced with this de- 
cision. Personal illnesses have stimu- 
lated her interest in diagnosing symp- 
toms. “Medicine, like teaching, is a 
living, growing challenge,” she stated. 
“The only difference is that a patient 
takes the pill prescribed by the doc- 
tor, while a student-does not neces- 
sarily consume the pill of advice of- 
fered by the teacher.” 


The three main job oportunities 


open for women when Miss Harvey 
was young were clerking, office 
work, and teaching, the latter of 
which inyolved education and was 
more respected and more remunera- 
tive. 

Graduated with an A.B. degree in 
1921, Miss Harvey sent six applica- 
tions to schools in various cities, in- 
cluding Fort Wayne, and was accepted 
by Hammond High School. During 
the winter of 1921-22 she was re- 
quested by L. C. Ward, superintend- 
ent of schools in Fort Wayne, who 
had saved her previous application, 
to come to Fort Wayne that fall. Miss 
Harvey taught English and organized 
the school paper and year book. As the 
task of the paper increased, she was 
compelled to devote all her time to 
publications, 

Sponsor of Quill and Scroll and 
Fifteen Hundred Club since 1926, Miss 
Harvey added services to Booster Club 
in 1928, 

Gardening is her primary hobby, 
especially the cultivation of tomatoes 
and flowers. 

Her ability to find or make humor 
has relieved the tension inevitable in 
this type of work. 

“Although today’s youth are ambi- 
tious and pleasant, they devote more 
time to extra-curricular activities and 
jobs and less time to the publications,” 
she commented.

Enlisting in the army during World 
War I interrupted Mr. Gilbert’s study 
of medicine. Because he believed he 
was too old to complete his medical 
training, he coached at Kokomo, Ind., 
for two years. To obtain a teaching 
degree, he returned to college and 
was offered a coaching position at 
South Side by Supt. L. C. Ward. 

Mr, Gilbert assisted in the organ- 
ization of the Lettermen’s Club and 
sponsored the Stamp Club, Archery 
Club, and Hi-Y Club for 10 years. 

He devotes his spare time to car- 
pentry and raising flowers, particu- 
larly hybrid roses, 

“T have always felt a record of hu- 
morous incidents from my classes 
would be interesting.

Homework in chemistry has not in- 
creased since Mr. Gilbert has always 
expected 30 minutes of honest study 
out of class, Standard teaching out- 
lines have been improved by adding 
current material.

“I have enjoyed teaching 
and would not hesitate to make the 
same choice again,” he concluded.

Reserves Beat

ning of Bob Shine, Nate Norman, arti 
Ken Robinson, South Side’s Archers 
trounced the Trojans of Elmhurst by 
a score of 38-6 last Thursday at South 
Stadium. The game was a combina- 
tion of contests between the freshman 
and reserve grid squads of the two 
schools. 

The host Archers dominated play 
with their rock-ribbed defense, but 
their offense was marked by a cer- 
tain amount of inability to move the 
ball consistently in sustained drives. 

The first quarter was played be- 
tween the two freshman squads. The 
Trojans received the kickoff and 
started to move downfield, but the 
Green and White defense stiffened, 
forcing a punt. The Archers imme- 
diately moved to the Elmhurst 30 for 
a first down. On the second play from 
scrimmage, fleet Nate Norman skirted 
end, outdistanced his pursuers, and 
romped to pay dirt for the first tally 
of the game. Ken Robinson then 
slanted into the end zone to add the 
extra point. 


WHEN GIVEN another chance with 
the pigskin, the Red and White of 
Elmhurst got a sustained drive under 
way, which carried them from their 
own 40 to the South Side 20-yard line. 
At this point the Archer defense dug 
in and held on downs, regaining pos- 
session. 

As before, Norman slipped 
away from his pursuers and 
reeled off a fabulous 80-yard run, 
which was called back because 
of an offsides penalty. 

To start the second, quarter, Coach 
Glen Stebing sent in some of his re- 
serves. The reserve performers, un- 
defeated in competition this season, 
immediately began to show their su- 
periority over their Elmhurst coun- 
terparts. They sliced through the line 
for two rapid first downs, putting 
the ball on the midfield stripe. 

Halfback Bob Shine then took a 
pitch-out and swept around left. end. 
He followed his blockers until they 
disappeared and then found his own 
way through a maze of opponents to 
the end zone with a brilliant demon- 
stration of broken field running. 

The score was invalidated, however, 
because of a personal foul at the 
five-yard marker, The ball was then 
placed 15 yards from the point of in- 
fraction, giving South Side another 
first down on the 20. On the next 
play, Ron Hay sped the remaining 
distance for the score. The extra point 
was attempted from placement, but 
it was low. 

Once again Elmhurst managed to 
mount a sustained drive, puncturing 
the home team’s defense to roll deep 
into Archer territory. When the drive 
reached the 15, however, it also was 
stopped on downs. 


IN THE THIRD, the freshmen re- 
turned to action again. Play in this 
period was more ragged than in those 
preceding it, but the Green and White 
managed to spring another back 
loose. This time it was Ken Robin- 
son who sprinted 65 yards to increase 
the Trojan deficit to 19 points. The 
Archers attempted to run the extra 
point again, but they were foiled on 
this attempt. 

Late in the period Elmhurst was 
forced to punt. The Trojan kicker got 
off a beautiful kick, which rolled out 
of bounds on the Archer two. South 
Side moved the ball out of danger, 
but a penalty returned the ball half 
the distance to the goal, placing it 
on the one. Faced with this situation, 
and with only 14 seconds remaining 
to be played, the Archers punted. 

The kick was good, but it fell into 
the waiting arms of an eager Trojan 
defender on the 25. He'ran it back 
through the Green for Elmhurst’s only 
score. The try for the point after 
touchdown was a kick from place- 
ment, and it was low. 


IN THE FINAL stanza, Shine again 
set off on a 50-yard touchdown jaunt, 
For the extra point, Steve Matthias 
faked a kick and hit Shine with a 
pass. 

The Trojans launched an offense 
which was shaky and immediately 
faltered. An errant pass was inter- 
cepted by Ron Hay on his own 35, 
once again giving the Archers posses- 
sion. An offsides penalty was then 
called on the Green, moving the ball 
back another five yards. 

Shine then reeled off his most 
sensational exhibition of the aft- 
ernoon. Again he took the pitch- 
out around end, and knifed 
through the Elmhurst secondary, 
largely finding his own running 
room by reversing his field. He 
then outdistanced all pursuers 
and continued his 70-yard trip 
to the other end of the gridiron. 
The score was then run up to 33 
by Matthias’ plunge, good for the 
extra point. 

At this point, Coach Stebing sent 
his reserves to the showers, finish- 
ing out the remainder of the contest 
with the freshmen. 

Shine gained 165 yards from scrim- 
mage in slightly over one quarter of 
action, for a fantastic average of 
27.5 yards per carry. Ron Hay av- 
eraged 10 yards, and Steve Matthias 
got 6.5. Diminutive Mike Robinson 
also looked good at the quarterback 
slot for the reserves, 

Both squads were assessed heavily 
with penalties, the Archers being 
charged with 35 yards and the Tro- 
jans with 40. The Green aJso had the 
edge in first downs, showing eight 
to’ the Red and White's five.

Recovering from an early deficit, 
South Side’s reserves powered their 
way to a 25-6 victory over Concordia 
at South Stadium last- Monday. The 
Cadets took the opening kickoff and 
six plays later, scored the first touch- 
down that has been scored against 
the reserves this season. 


The South defense soon got used 
to Concordia’s belly-series and halted 
most Cadet traffic. The offense gath- 
ered itself together and chewed off 
large chunks of yardage against a 
staggered Cadet defense.

THE FIRST QUARTER started 
with a bang. Concordia took the kick- 
off on their 25 and returned it to the 
45. They ground out six yards on the 
first play from scrimmage and two 
each on the next two for a first down. 

The Concordia quarterback then 
threw a pass to an end who took it 
to the South Side two before being 
tackled by Chris Parrott. Two bucks 
up the middle gave Concordia first 
blood. They tried a buck on the con- 
version, but it was unsuccessful, 

South took the kick on their 20 and 
returned it to the 39. Bob Bolyard 
then ran the quarterback sneak for 
two yards. Chris Parrott fumbled on 
the next play and Concordia recoy- 
ered. 

The Archers held and Concor- 
dia was forced to punt so South took 
the ball on their 21. Steve Burton 
clipped off two 14-yard runs. Tom 
Duff followed with nine yards, Steve 
Matthias for five, and Duff with 15 
more.

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Doctors Remmer And Radler 
Evaluate Teenage Viewpoints

As a teenager, I loath the word 
“teenager.” It indicts without evi- 
dence; it convicts without trial, Until 
word coiners produce a better syno- 
nym, however, I fear we are stuck 
with “teenager” just as the older 
generation is stuck with us now. 

Indeed, Dr, H, H. Remmers and 
D. H. Radler of Purdue Univer- 
sity, have written a book, “The Amer- 
ican Teenager,” which mirrors the 
high school mind in such a way that 
our elders might be justified in won- 
dering just what they produced, Their 
findings, based on more than 15 years 
of Purdue Opinion Polls and thou- 
sands of solicited, anonymous letters, 
add up briefly to ome fact: we are 
a sick generation. 

Oh, there is hope for us “trustees 
of posterity,” but I had to read be- 
tween the lines to find it. Remmers 
and Radler pointedly do not preach. 
They report statisties and interpret 
them. Do we need changing? Judge 
for yourselves after reading the find- 
ings on how American youth regards 
the Bill of Rights.

FORTY-ONE per cent disagree with 
the principle of freedom of the press. 
Fifty-five per cent think newspapers 
should be allowed to print anything 
they want except military secrets. 

Thirty-four per cent of us quarrel 
with freedom of speech. Thirteen 
per cent believe religious worship 
should be restricted by law. Twenty- 
five per cent disagree with the right 
of assembly, One third of us say that 
people who refuse to testify against 
themselves should be made to talk and 
should be severely punished. Another 
20 per cent is uncertain. That is just 
a sample of what we think, according 
to the authors. 

The poll takers paraphrased the 
Communist Manifesto and discovered 
that we, by no means, reject all Com- 
munist teachings. For instance, 58 
per cent say that history is the story 
of the fight for power between dif- 
ferent classes: “man and slave, land- 
over and peasant, management and 
labor.” Thirty-nine per cent think the 
price of goods should depend only on 
the cost of their manufacture. Sixty- 
two per cent of us said that modern 
society is moved chiefly by the desire 
for profit. Eighty-three per cent favor 
allowing the FBI to tap our wires to 
obtain evidence.

IN THE PHYSICAL, sexual, and 
social portions of their book the au- 
thors find everything from the sordid 
to the sublime. But one of the fiercest 
and most motivating of all emotions 
is the craving for popularity. To some, 
popularity, even of the most passing 
type, is worth any means to gain it. 
This applies to popularity among 
schoolmates and members of the op- 
posite sex. 

We worry about complexions, our 
clothing, our inability to express our- 
selves, and the fact we are not treated 
like adults by our parents. I suspect 
teenagers (there goes that word 
again) have been troubled with those 
problems since time began. 

On the whole, the attitude of the 
American high school pupil toward 
his teachers is good. A majority find 
them sympathetic and fair. We also 
agree, by a slight majority, that 
teachers are underpaid. 


THE AUTHORS QUOTE excerpts 
of many letters verbatim. Some tear 
your heart; others make you tear your 
hair to realize there are youths who 
put such thoughts on paper. One 
thing, if nothing else, stands out: 
poor spelling isn’t confined to Fort 
Wayne schools. 

Remmers and Radler have a chapter 
entitled, “How Can We Help?” In it 
they quote liberally from other psy- 
chologists and child behavior experts. 
They point up the need for critical 
thinking and finally, after full circle, 
lay the responsibility back where it 
started—on the family hearth. Our 
alarming opinions, it seems, reflect 
what our parents are saying. 

The book makes us aware that oth- 
er American teenagers share the same 
problems. We are not unique. Social- 
sexual problems can’t be solved by 
statistics, but the authors’ gloves-off 
manner in presenting them should 
help put them in a different perspec- 
tive. 

We have been called “the most ex- 
asperating, most unpredictable, and 
most inspiring” citizens in America. 
If psychologists, such as Dr. Rem- 
mers, continue to probe, perhaps— 
by the time we are 90—they will 
know why teenagers are unpredict- 
able.

In order for the school to comply 
with the requirements of the Govern- 
ment Aid to Schools Act, students 
of government classes are teaching 
the freshmen and sophomore students 
in the homerooms.

By placing men in the number 1, 3, 
6, 8, and 19 positions the Tigers cap- 
tured the Sectionals with a low total 
of 27 points.

Basketball Rules 
For GAA, Girls’

Pohlmeyer have announced the new 
basketball rules for the benefit of the 
girls in gym and GAA. 

1—Definition of playing terms. 

(A) Bounce—A tactic in which a 
player gives impetus to the ball once, 
causing it to rebound from the floor 
and then touches or regains posses- 
sion of the ball; this includes a player 
giving impetus to the ball by throw- 
ing, batting, or fumbling, and touch- 
ing it again before another player has 
played it. If the ball has hit the floor 
more than once, haying received only 
one impetus, it may be recovered. 

(B) Boxing-Up—A foul in which a 
player in possession of the ball is 
guarded between two opponents and 
is unable to make a successful pass 
or score a goal. 

1. Personal Foul—any foul involv- 
ing personal contact. 

Technical Foul—any foul not in- 
volving personal contact. 

(C) Holding the ball—Retaining 
possession of the ball while it is in 
play for more than three seconds any- 
where on the court; taking more than 
10 seconds on a free throw. 

(D) Overguarding the ball—Delib- | 
erately holding and keeping one or 
both hands on the ball when it has 
been secured by an opponent. 

(E) Piyot—A play in which the 
player holding the ball steps once or 
more than once in any direction with 
the same foot, called the pivot foot,} 
is kept at its initial spot of contact 
with the floor. 

(F) Tagging—Constant or repeat-| 
ed contact with a person with hand 
or elbow. 

(G) Traveling—Progress in any 
direction by moving both feet from 
the initial point of contact with the 
floor while retaining possession of 
the ball in bounds. 

1. If a player receives the ball when 
both feet are off the floor and 
lands with both feet touching the 
floor simultaneously, she may 
move either foot in any direction 
provided that the other foot stays} 
at its initial point of contact. 

A player who receives the ball 

while she is progressing or upon 

completion of a bounce or limited} 
dribble, may use a two step in| 
coming to a stop or in releasing 
the ball. 
(H) Violation—An infringement of 
a rule for which the ball is put in 
play from out of bounds, 
2—Out of Bounds. 

(A) The ball 
bounds after 
A player causes the ball to go out. 
A violation.

A dead ball while the team is in 
possession and no foul is in- 
volved. 

(B) A player with the ball is out 
of bounds when she touches the floor 
or any object on or outside a bound- 
ary line. 

(GC) The ball is out of bounds when 
it touches the fioor or any other per- 
son or object on or outside the bound- 
ary line, the supports, or back of the 
backboard. 

(D) The throw-in. If the ball goes 
out of bounds, it shall be put in play 
by an opponent of the player who} 
caused it to go out of bounds, said 
opponent to throw ball to another 
player from the spot out of bounds 
where the ball left the court. 
3—Free Throws. 

(A) A free throw is an unguarded 
throw for the goal by a forward from

(B) Whether the goal is made or 
missed, the ball shall be put in play 
from out of bounds at the sideline 
opposite the free-throw line by the 
forward who attempted the free- 
throw. Time-in is taken when the ball 
touches a player on the court from 
the out of bounds play. 

(C) Double foul, In case of a dou- 
ble foul, the ball is put in play at 
the center circle after the last free 
throw by a jump ball between two 
opposing forwards. 
4—Violations and Penalties. 

(A) A violation is an infringement 
of a rule for which the ball is put in 
play from out of bounds. 
5—Fouls and Penalties. 

(A) A foul is an infringement of 
a rule. for which one or more free 
throws are given. 

(B) A double foul occurs when 
fouls are called on players of both 
teams simultaneously. 

(C) A disqualifying foul is rough 
play or unsportmanlike behavior for 
which a player is removed from the 
game. 

(D) Blocking. Personal contact 
which impedes on the progress of an 
opponent who does not have the ball. 

(E) Charging. The player with 
the ball makes contact with an oppo- 
nent with either body or ball as she 
is attempting to throw the ball, to 
use a bounce or limited dribble, to 
pivot,- juggle, or shoot for the goal. 
Contact caused by the momentum of 
a player who has passed or thrown 
for the goal is a form of charging. 

(F) Guarding with personal con- 
tact. Holding, pushing, or tripping an 
opponent. Contact caused by a de- 
fensive player approaching the ball 
holder from the rear is a form of 
pushing. ® 

(G) Obstructing. Impeding by the 
use of personal contact the progress 
of an opponent who has started to 
advance the ball by means of a 
bounce to herself, a limited dribble, 
juggle, or pivot. If the defensive play- 
er moves into the path of ‘a player 
who has started to advance the ball 
by one of the means listed above, the 
defensive player shall be called for 
obstruction. 

(H) Tagging. Contacting an oppo- 
nent with any part of the body, or re- 
peatedly touching her with hand, el- 
bow, or body. 

(I) Unnecessary roughness. Com- 
mitting any act which might cause in- 
jury to an opponent. 

(J) Technical fouls. A technical 
foul is any foul not involving per- 
sonal contact, with the exception of 
blocking. 

1. Overguarding the ball is by de- 

liberately placing or keeping one 

or both hands on the ball when it 
has been secured by an opponent. 

Tf a player repeatedly touches 

the ball on the same play, even 

though accidental, it is over- 
guarding the ball. 

. Snatching or batting the ball 
from the hands of an opposing 
player. 

. Threatening the eyes of the play- 
er in possession of the ball by 
using the hands in a dangerous 
manner. 

. Boxing up a player in possession 
of the ball by guarding her be- 
tween two opponents. This foul 
is not called if the player boxed- 
up is able to execute a success- 
ful pass or score a goal. In the 
judgment of the official, if she 
does not make an honest attempt 
to make a goal or pass to a 
teammate, the foul will not be 
called. 

(K) Penalty fot all fouls follow: 
Free throws for goal given to op- 

ponents and whether made or missed, 
the ball will be put in play from out 
of bounds at the sideline opposite the 
free-throw line by the forward tak- 
ing the free throw.

Bob Gernand, Grid Coach Now, 
Has 6-10-1 Record In ’56, ’57 


(This is the last in a series of 
articles exploring the past foot- 
ball seasons at South Side since 
1922. In the past eight weeks we 
have explored the feats of Arch- 
ers pigskin squads under South 
Side’s eight colorful coaches,— 
Editor's note.) 





In the spring of 1956 a surprise, 
but not an unexpected, announcement 
was issued that Mr. Jack Bobay had 
stepped down as South's football 
coach to make way for the eighth 
coach. 


With the Archer football team still 
in a slump, the athletic office dug 
into football-rich Michigan to hire 
Bob Gernand, an ex-Archer and for- 
mer Kelly assistant coach under his 
predecessor, Mr. Bobay. Bob Ger- 
nand had left South in 1955 to ac- 
cept the head coaching job at Hsca- 
bana, Mich., from where he was re- 
eruited in 1956. 

Gernand stepped down from a 
classy football squad to take the 
reigns of a potential, but weak, team. 
He did an excellent job of rebuilding 
the team in his first year, but faced 
the difficulty of the declining inter- 
est in football at South. Plagued by 
injuries in 1957, Gernand’s marked 
improvement in 1956 seemed a wasted 
effort; for in 1957 the team had one 
of its poorer seasons.

THIS YEAR, 1958, promised to be 
an even stiffer challenge for the con- 
fident and optimistic coach, since the 
1958 graduating class drained much 
of the team’s talent. All hopes for cuc- 
cess rested upon Gernand’s underclass- 
men and an increase in the number of 
boys trying out for the sport. 

Gernand took oyer the Archer squad 
following the most dismal season at 
South in 17 years. In his first year, 
Mr. Gernand took an unyictorious 








squad and guided them to an even 
split of an eight-game schedule. Al- 
though the Green and White failed 
to capture the city title, they pulled 
the big surprise of the year by upset- 
ting Central in a spine tingler at the 
South Side Stadium. 

With this victory under his belt, 
things began to look much better as 
the team picked up added inspiration. 
The Archers continued to be the spoil- 
ers of the city race as they disposed 
of ©.C. to earn second place in the 
title scramble. Concordia was also 
swept down by the srtonger Kellys 
in 1956.

LAST YEAR Gernand started the 
season with high hopes of returning 
the city cup to South Side, because 
North Side, the perennial power of 
late, seemed much weaker than usual; 
but the Archers went back into their 
slump by landing in the cellar of the 
city race. Gernand’s hopes for a great 
season were marred early by two con- 
secutive drubbings from powerhouses 
Anderson and Shortridge. Then hopes 
for the city title were destroyed as 
Central nipped the Archer rally to 
win. North followed with a*win over 
South as did C.C. in the season’s 
finale to guarantee the Irish of a 
three-way share for the title. South 
managed but two triumphs in 1957, 
while dropping six and tying one. In 
two years of coaching, Mr. Gernand 
had improved the Archer team con- 
siderably; but can shaw no prestige 
in the record his teams haye com- 
piled in two years. The overall rec- 
ord with Gernand as coach is 6-10-1.

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Education Here Featured 


Mr. Snider Gives Opinion 
On Schools Of Today 


By R. Nelson Snider 
Principal, South Side High School 


The nation-wide observance of American Edu- 
cation Week should remind us of the fact that 
Americans generally have a profound, if un- 
critical, belief in the public school system. No 
other nation, at any time in history, has fur- 
nished so much educational opportunity to so 
many of its citizens. 

From early colonial days, through the early 
years of our Republic, and down to the present, 
leading individuals, state legislatures. and the 
federal government have spoken, worked, and 
voted to support an ever-increasing educational 
opportunity for the youth of the country. 

This individual and group interest, and the 
fact that every citizen is close to the operation 
of the public schools, have led to periodic exami- 
nation, and criticism, of this operation. At no 
time have this interest and criticism been keener 
or more searching than now. 
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MUCH OF THE CRITICISM has come from 
extremists, particularly in the writing of those 
who like spectacular writing because it has great 
sale value. Unfortunately, much of the defense 
has come from those who think they have a 
vested interest in education, and resent any criti- 
cal remarks about the program. 

The interest in, and support of, the educa- 
tional program has been growing rapidly for the 
last decade or more, but it required the orbiting 
of a dog in a Russian Sputnik to bring a scare- 
psychology into frenzied play in the field of edu- 
cational appraisal. 

The scientific know-how evidenced by the Sput- 
nik has led many writers, newsmen and or- 
dinary citizens to question bitterly the efficiency 
of the American educational system, and to de- 
mand a greater emphasis upon the teaching of 
mathematics and science, particularly in our high 
schools, It has also led many people to believe 
that the Russian system of education must be 
superior to ours. 


THOSE WHO CRITICIZE because we were 
second with the satellite seem to think the solu- 
tion lies in having more and more engineers. 
They forget the basic fact that in autocracy like 
Russian a few people may decide where the vast 
energies of the country may be directed, and 
where the resources may be spent. 

Russia decided to direct their energies and 
money into the creation of the world’s first satel- 
lite; our people thought we should spend more 
on bread, butter and better living for all. We 
had the knowledge, but had to wait for the 
money necessary to carry out the expensive pro- 
gram of testing, failing, and retesting. 

The fallacy of copying the Russian system of 
education lies in the essential fact that most of 
their system is not education, but’mere training 
for specific tasks. This fallacy is underlined 
again by the fact that Russia itself, by- order 
of Kruschey, has recently ordered the programs 
of its school drastically changed. 


MANY PEOPLE in the school systems of our 
country know, and believe in, better educational 
programs than are now being operated. The 
schools belong to the people of the communities 
in which they are located, and the school admin- 
istrators cannot move more rapidly than the citi- 
zens will permit. It is at this point that we have 
a conflict of values. 

If the schoo] administrators and teachers think 
the school should have additional library facili- 
ties, provisions for more laboratories, and spe- 
cial classes for the gifted youth, and the com- 
munity thinks the money available should be 
spent for a spectators’ gymnasium or lights for 
the football field, the wishes of the community 
usually prevail. “~ 

If the school wants to provide a more expensive 
program to enable every student to develop to 
his greatest capacity, and the community thinks 
a hot lunch program is better, the wishes of the 
community will be followed. In a nation as rich 
as ours, both programs should be supported, but 
to date, choices have been made time after time 
against the better educational effort. 

THE NEED has never been greater for a 
strong system of education, for the future here 
will belong to those with the best education, and 
the world will be directed either by brute force 
or by those who are wholly educated. Within 
our own nation the number of unskilled positions 
is declining, and the need for highly skilled per- 
sons increases each day. 

Those high school students who plan to go on 
with advanced education will meet stiffer and 
stiffer competition as the numbers wanting to 
enter our colleges and universities increase. Be- 
cause of the limited physical facilities of these 
institutions of higher learning, those who wish 
to enter next year or five or ten years from now 
will have to meet higher and higher standards. 

Can the high school—public, and with limited 
support—prepare its students for tthis competi- 
tion? It can if it is not stampeded by scare- 
psychology into changing its educational pro- 
gram into one of mere training. Those schools 
which haye maintained a sound basic course 
throughout the years will need only to adapt 
new material when it becomes available; the edu- 
cational program and process do not change radi- 
cally or quickly. Ail ae 

EMPHASIS SHOULD REMAIN upon the kind 
of mental work which stimulates thinking, en- 
courages inquiry, and furnishes facts and infor- 
mation upon which sound judgments can be 
made. It will always be impossible to teach in 
four years of high schoo) everything which all 
people wish taught. 

The selection of subjects, methods and pro- 
cedures must be made—after ascertaining the 
wishes of the community—by individuals who 
are themselves well-educated, and who have suf- 
ficient training and experience in the educational 
field to make wise judgments. 


There are a growing number of special classes 
in schools for retarded readers, speech and hear- 
ing and partial visions cases, but children are 
returned to their normal classes as soon as pos- 
sible because teachers believe that children “do 
better socially if they are with the type of people 
with whom they will be spending their lives.” 


The teacher shortage is a crucial problem in 
most countries of the world.

College Education Earns 
Student Twice As Much 


-By Lyman Ginger, Former President of 
National Education Association 


An adult male with four years of college will, 
on the average, earn more than twice as much in 
a year as a man with less than an elementary 
school education and $1,500 a year more than 
a high school graduate. 

This indication of the economic power of edu- 
cation was given to a House of Representatives 
Subcommittee on Education by Lyman V. Gin- 
ger, former president of the National Education 
Association. 

Dr. Ginger cited Census Bureau statistics that 
showed the median income in 1956 of men 35 to 
54 years who were year-round full-time workers 
was $3,025 for those with Jess than eight years 
of school; $4,182 for those who completed eight 
years; $4,700 for three years of high school; 
$5,179 for completion of high school; $5,763 for 
three years of college; and $6,625 for four or 
more years of college. 

“For the individual, education represents earn- 
ing power and a better material life,” Dr. Ginger 
said. “Education is also economic power for his 
community and for his employer.” 

“Comparisons of income and education levels 
by states,” Dr. Ginger pointed out, “typically 
show a high correlation between the state’s rank- 
ing in median school years completed and its 
ranking on per-capita personal income. This is 
particularly striking at the bottom of the scale; 
in 1950 the 10 lowest-ranking states on school 
years completed were also the 10 with the lowest 
per-capita personal incomes.” 

“For the employer,” Dr. Ginger said, “a more 
highly educated labor force is an absolute essen- 
tial. Automation demands more, not less, educa- 
tion. For the nation, education represents the 
most fundamental of all sources of economic 
growth. In our preoccupation with horsepower 
and nuclear power, we cannot afford to lose sight 
of the rich returns offered by investments in 
brainpower.”—The Indiana Teacher

ANOTHER SECTION of this part 
of the bill calls for a total of $28,000,-

guidance counselors, or the training 
of teachers preparing to enter this 
field.

Mr. Myers is bossed by a five-man 
board of trustees whose job is to 
operate the Coliseum and carry out 
its policies.

tion on better educational uses of 
these mediums. 

A total of $392,031 is to be used 
by Indiana for vocational education 
programs in skilled trades necessary 
for defense. This provision in the 
education bill calls for an allotment 
of $15,000,000 a year for four years 
for the entire United States. This 
money is to be allocated and matched 
in the same manner as the Smith- 
Hughes funds which Indiana has re- 
ceived since 1917. 

The last section of the bill con- 
cerns statistical services. Under this 
provision, the Indiana Department of 
Public Instruction may receive funds 
from the $6,500,000 allocated for the 
improvement of statistical services in 
the education agencies. The first year, 
$1,000,000 was authorized with $1,- 
500,000 the second year and $2,000,- 
000 each of the next two years.

Sometimes-the person responsible for 
an accident walks away, while his innocent vic- 
tims are either killed or crippled. Engineers 


make traffic surveys, widen highways, straighten.

Thousands of organizations are helping to edu- 
cate the public. Newspapers call attention to 
traffic hazards and print driving lessons. Maga- 
zines and radio programs warn drivers and pe- 
destrians of carelessness.

Mahmoud Abouzeid, Senior, Comes From Egypt; 
Turkish Pupil, Selim Dere, Lauds U.S. Comforts 


Flying across the Atlantic Ocean 
by means of Trans World Airlines, 
Mahmoud Abouzeid, a South Side

senior, arrived in the United States 
last April. Mahmoud was born in 
Cairo, Egypt, and has lived there all 
of his life. Last spring he had the 
opportunity to see the country he had 
always’ wanted to visit. 

Mahmoud traveled to Washington, 
D.C., Montana, Washington State, 
Idaho, Wyoming, and then to Fort 
Wayne, where he is staying with his 
aunt. 

Mahmoud’s father is a petroleum 
engineer in Egypt and was graduated 
from Berkley University in the Unit- 
ed States. Mahmoud plans to follow 
his father’s footsteps and he feels 
that there is a better opportunity in 
the United States for an education 
in this field. 

In Egypt, Mahmoud went to an 
Arabie school for three years and 
then he attended an Bnglish school 
for eight years. In Egypt, students 
start school at the age of four and 
are usually ready for college at the 
age of 16. Since everyone takes an 
average of 13 subjects a year, there 
isn’t much time for extra activities 
and recreation. In the seventh grade, 
Mahmoud studied algebra, geometry, 
biology, and French.

WHEN ASKED the comparison of 
the Egyptian schools to the American 
schools, Mahmoud replied that he 
liked the American system better. “In 
Egypt the teachers pound the lessons 
into your head and make you study, 
but here the teachers put you on your 
own and it’s up to you whether you 
pass or fail.” 

It is forbidden by the Moslem re- 
ligion for girls and boys to date, so 
the boys run around together and the 
girls stay in their group. Girls usually 
quit school at the age of 14 and are 
confined to the home. 

“& boy has to be 18 before he is 
allowed to drive a car but since cars 
are not common in Egypt, only one 
boy in a thousand can drive,” said 
Mahmoud. 
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THE TWENTY MILLION poor 
people in Egypt wear a garment which 
is called a “galabayas.” The gala- 
bayas is a one-piece garment similar 
to the sack dress. The’ two million 
wealthier people wear the same type 
of clothes that we do. 

The girls in Egypt aren’t as fad- 
erazy as most American teenagers. 
Mahmoud expresses his opinion of 
the sack by saying, “If the girls did 
wear the sack in Egypt, I’m sure that 
I would not care for it!” 

There is no “Millers” in Egypt and 
some of the older boys stop in 
at a pastry shop to meet their friends. 
There are no juke boxes and the Egyp- 
tian music is very popular, American 
records are played and sold there, 
but most people can’t afford to buy 
them, since 45 rpm records are priced 
at $2 each.

TELEVISION IS unknown in Egypt 
but Mahmoud said that it should be 
developed in about three years. Imag- 
ine what it would be like not to be 
able to do your homework by the 
telbvision set! Radio reception is ex- 
cellent in Egypt and Mahmoud can 
listen to British broadcasts and also 
The Voice of America quite easily. 

Basketball, boxing, soccer, ping 
pong, and squash (which is similar 
to our game of tennis) are the popu- 
lar sports of Egypt. 

Since there is little lumber ayail- 
able in Egypt, all the houses are made 
of clay or cement. Mahmoud’s three- 
story house overlooking a beautiful 
canal, is located in a small suburb 
of Cairo.

With this added season- 
ing and their good height (the start- 
ing five averages six feet, two inches 
and there is only one player on the 
top 10 under the two-yard mark) they 
could very easily become top con- 
tenders. Bert Butler and Dave Porter 
are two names to be remembered as 
they were each standouts last year. 
Also with a big junior, Rex Goble, 
standing 6-4, and versatile Mick Gunn 
Coach Glen Harper is hoping for a 
big season. 
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SOUTH BEND CENTRAL, with 
sensational Sylvester Coalmon, will 
also have to be reckoned with, Coal- 
mon, who was‘on the first five of the 
1957 state champion Bear team, was 
tagged for greatness when, as a soph- 
omore, he was the leading rebounder 
and defensive man on the squad. Un- 
fortunately for the South Bend cause, 
he was the victim of an injury dur- 
ing the middle of the 1957-58 cam- 
paign. But he is now fully recovered 
and ready to go. And if he can stay 
in present physical shape, James 
Powers, new Bear mentor, (Elmer 
McCall resigned last year to accept 
a college post) predicts him to be an 
outstanding threat. Rudy Anderson, 
a senior, is another who played excep- 
tional ball last year and is also a big 
name in the South Bend lineup. 

South Bend Adams is a team that 
will be trying to halt the rival Bears 
from even making off with the Sec- 
tional crown. Although the Eagle ag- 
gregation will not have overpowering 
size they will possess ideal experience, 
Five out of the team’s first six are 
returning, led by Buddy McKnight 
and Gene Phillips, But at the present, 
Coach Warner Seaborg is concerned 
about finding a man with some size 
to fill up the gap left at the center 
post, 
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THE WILDCATS of South Bend 
Riley fill out the school’s vying for 
honors in the South Bend area. With 
Lenny Rzeszewski at the reigns, the 
Cats boast a good 1-2-8 nucleus in 
the persons of Phil Grundy, George 
Vanderheyden, and Glenn Neyvelle. 
Grundy and Vanderheyden were both 
standouts last year. With these boys 
working for him, Coach Rzeszewski 
should better 1958’s 9-13 won-lost rec- 
ord. 

Finally Max Bell and the Elkhart 
Blue Blazers make an appearance on 
the scene of potential contenders. 
Bell will be trying desperately to 
make up for the size disadvantage 
that his ball club probably will be 
subjected to throughout the season, 
But with Steve Reim as the top re- 
turnee he will have some experience, 
for which there is no substitute, 
working for him, Even if the Blazers 
do not come out on top this year, 
Archer fans will not forget the year

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BLUFFTON, A BIG surprise last

Athletic Coaches State Opinions 
On Coming Basketball Season 


After such a splendid basketball 
season as the Archers had last year, 
the coaching staff has to work twice 
as hard in order to mold another top- 
notch team of which the school can 
be proud. 

The coaches must start at a time 
when many of the players are still 
riding high on last year’s laurels. 
They must also work with the ma- 
jority of the new prospects who did 
not see any varsity action last year. 

What are the chances of another 
good season at South? What do the 
coaches think will happen during the 
coming season? Here are the an- 
swers which were given by South’s 
four basketball coaches in recent in- 
terviews. 
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HEAD COACH DON REICHERT 
is one of the best basketball coaches 
in the high schools of Indiana, Don 
himself is a graduate of South Side. 
He was an excellent basketball play- 
er for the Archers, and his senior 
year in 1937 saw him leading the 
Archers to a fine season. 

Coach Reichert received his Bach- 
elor of Arts degree when he gradu- 
ated from Franklin College in 1941. 
Don went to Indiana in 1951 to ob- 
tain his Master’s degree. He has tak- 
en additional graduate work each 
summer at Ball State in 1951 through 
1954. 

Before coming to South Mr. Reich- 
ert coached at Covington High School 
and the U.S. Merchant Marine Acad- 
emy in San Mateo, Calif. 

Mr. Reichert has been coaching at 
South since 1951. In his interview, he 
said that our basketball team would 
be relatively green this season. Mr. 
Reichert said that although early in- 
juries would hamper the players, they 
would give other boys a chance to 
develop. He felt that the team would 
have to develop more scoring punch 
if it is to have a good year. Reichert 
also felt that the new players on the 
varsity must become more aggressive 
and be able to get a basket on their 
own deceptiveness if the team would 
succeed, 

In conclusion Mr. Reichert said, “If 
we can develop one or two good boys 
off the boards (rebounders), develop 
a somewhat balanced scoring attack 
to go with one or two good scorers, 
and can improve steadily on defense 
we can be a good club by tourney 
time. We have a big job to do, but 
we expect to get it done.” 
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ATHLETIC DIRECTOR WAYNE 
SCOTT is South’s other varsity coach 
this season. Scotty graduated from 
Central High School in 1926, and he 
obtained his B.S. degree at Michigan 
State in 1932. Mr. Scott spent four 
years as a coach at Harrison Hill be- 
fore coming to South. He was head 
basketball coach at South for seven 
years before receiving his present 
position, which he has held for the 
past six years. 

Scotty had this to say about this 
year’s team, “Starting with little e» 
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perience will be a handicap. If key 
boys come along, it can be a very 
good team by tourney time, The boys 
are working hard and haye a good 
spirit.” 
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COACH BILL GEYER will be head- 
ing the reserves as well as helping 
out with the varsity. Mr. Geyer is 
also a graduate of South Side. Like 
Mr. Reichert, he also made an excel- 
lent name for himself as an athlete. 
After Mr. Geyer graduated in 1935, 
he received his B.S. degree at Butler 
University. Before coming to South, 
Mr. Geyer spent four years as a track 
coach at Pike Township in Marion 
County and as a basketball and track 
eoach at Elmhurst for another four 
years. 

Mr. Geyer felt that inexperience 
might show at the beginning of the 
season but the team should be a real 
threat by tournament time. 
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THE NEWEST addition to South’s 
coaching staff is Charles “Porky” 
Holt. Mr. Holt graduated from New 
Haven High School in 1942 and from 
Ball State with his B.S. degree in 
1949. He returned to Ball State for 
his M.A. degree in 1954. 

Mr. Holt spent seven years at Mon- 
mouth and one year at Winchester be- 
fore coming to South this year. 

Since Mr. Holt will coach the fresh- 
men, he did not have information 
about the varsity. Speaking about his 
freshman squad he said, “We should 
have a good season if the boys de- 
velop as they should. The boys have 
the hustle and determination to win, 
and they should offer good prospects 
for the varsity in the coming years.

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EVANSVILLE CENTRAL, winner 
of their local sectional, has eight re- 
turning lettermen to enhance their 
tournament opportunities. The Bears 
have Dan Williford and Jon Fuquay 
available for duty at center; Gary 
Chesser, Larry Harris, and Louie 
Lynn ready at the forward positions; 
and guards John Steel, Gary Goodsen, 
and Bob Beckham ready to see action. 
Only Williford and Harris are juniors, 
the others being seniors. If the Bears 
develop as expected by Coach Marion 
Graham, they will be a greatly feared 
ball club at tournament time. 

New Albany has most of their ex- 
perienced squad of last year returning. 
Bight lettermen return this year, 
seven of which are seniors, and the 
other a junior. Tom Hutchinson, a 
senior center, is the man to watch on 
the New Albany club. Sonny Wright 
and Embra Whitfield are also return- 
ing starters. A sectional winner last 
year, the Bulldogs look like one of 
New Albany’s best. 
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THE BLACK HAWKS of Springs 
Valley are definitely in a rebuilding 
year after remaining unbeaten 
throughout regular season play last 
season. The Black Hawks represented 
the Evansville area at Butler last 
year, being stopped by Fort Wayne 
South, the champ-to-be, by a 55-42 
count in the afternoon's starter. 

Coach Rex Wells has three starters 
returning but has very little in reserve 
strength. Guards Marvin Pruett and 
Frank Self along with center Jack 
Beicher return out of a total enroll- 
ment of 349 pupils. The Black Hawks 
have toughened their schedule and 
Coach Wells looks forward to a “very 
interesting season at Springs Valley.”

Lincoln’s Proclamation 


On October 3, 1863, President Lincoln issued the 
first national Thanksgiving Proclamation setting apart 
the last Thursday in November as the day to be ob- 
served. The Proclamation reads: 

The year that is drawing toward its close has been 
filled with the blessings of fruitful fields and healthful 
skies. To these bounties, which are so constantly en- 
joyed that we are prone to forget the source from 
which they come, others have been added, which are 
of so extraordinary a nature that they cannot fail to 
penetrate and soften the heart which is habitually 
insensible to the ever watchful providence of almighty 
God. In the midst of a civil war of unequaled magni- 
tude and severity, which has sometimes seemed to 
foreign states to invite and provoke their aggressions, 
peace has been preserved with all nations, order has 
been maintained, the laws have been respected and 
obeyed, and harmony has prevailed everywhere except 
in the theater of military conflict; while that theater 
has been greatly contracted by the advancing armies 
and navies of the Union. 

Needful diversions of wealth and strength from 
the fields of peaceful industry to the national defense 
haye not arrested the plow, the shuttle, or the ship; 
the ax has enlarged the borders of our settlements, and 
the mines, as well of iron and coal as of the precious 
metals, have yielded even more abundantly than here- 
tofore. Population has steadily increased notwith- 
standing the waste that has been made in the camp, 
the siege and the battlefield, and the country, rejoicing 
in the consciousness of augmented strength and vigor, 
is permitted to expect continuance of years with large 
increase of freedom, 

No human counsel hath devised, nor hath any mortal 
hand worked out these great things. They are the 
gracious gifts of the most high God, who, while deal- 
ing with us in anger for our sins, hath nevertheless 
remembered mercy. 

It has seemed to me fit and proper that they should 
be solemnly, reverently and gratefully acknowledged 
as with one heart and one voice by the whole Ameri- 
can people, I do, therefore, invite my fellow citizens 
in every part of the United States, and also those 
who are at sea and those who are sojourning in foreign 
lands, to set apart and observe the last Thursday of 
November next as a day of thanksgiving and praise 
to our beneficent Father who dwelleth in the heavens. 
And I recommend to them that, while offering up 
ascriptions justly due to him for such singular deliv- 
erances and blessings, they do also, with humble 
penitence for our national perverseness and disobedi- 
ence, commend to his tender care all those who have 
become widows, orphans, mourners or suffers in the 
lamentable civil strife in which we are unavoidably 
engaged, and fervently implore the interposition of 
the almighty hand to heal the wounds of the nation 
and to restore it, as soon as may be consistent with 
the Divine purposes, to the full enjoyment of peace, 
harmony, tranquility and union,

Two Thanksgivings 


The most joyous Thanksgiving recorded in Ameri- 
can annals occurred in May, 1778, when the news ar- 
rived that France had concluded a treaty of friendship 
and alliance with the thirteen States of the American 
Union. It followed the winter of want and harrowing 
anxiety which General Washington and his army passed 
at Valley Forge, on the banks of the Schuylkill, twenty 
miles above Philadelphia. 

Five months before, there had been a Thanksgiving 
which was far indeed from being a festival in Washing- 
ton’s camp. 

Philadelphia had fallen into the hands of the 
enemy, and when winter approached the American 
general knew not what to do with his shivering troops. 
There was no room for them in the country towns of 
Pennsylvania, which were filled to overflowing with 
refugees from the captured capital. General Washing- 
ton, after much reflection, made up his mind to remain 
where he was and to create a little town of his own 
for the troops. 


SO, IN HIS Thanksgiving Proclamation of Decem- 
ber 17, 1777, he announced his intention, saying that, 
“With activity and diligence, huts may be erected that 
will be warm and dry,” in which the troops. ‘‘will. be 
more secure against surprises and at hand»to protect 
the country.” But, first of all, the army must comply 
with the call of the Honorable Congress to render 
thanks for the brilliant successes of the recent cam- 
paign, which had resulted in the surrender of Bur- 
goyne and his army. 

“The general directs that the army remain in its 
present quarters, and that the chaplains perform di- 
vine service with their several corps and brigades, 
and earnestly exhorts all officers and soldiers, whose 
absence is not indispensably necessary, to attend with 
reverence the solemnities of the day.” 

All of which was punctually observed by the army 
on the 18th of December. 


ON THE DAY following the building of log cabins 
began, a work as familiar to the men of that day as 
was plowing the fields or swinging the scythe. All 
the available tools were brought together, and then 
fairly distributed. The army was divided into parties 
of twelve, and all set at work building huts designed 
to lodge that number of men, so that every soldier 
had the feeling that he was building his own winter 
home. 

General Washington promised to present twelve 
dollars as a reward to the party in each regiment 
which should finish its house in the shortest time and 
in the best manner. He also offered a reward of a 
hundred dollars to the officer or soldier who, in the 
scarcity of boards, should invent the best kind of 
available roofing for the cabins. 

Each cabin was to be fourteen feet by sixteen,

Two new machines, the Tachisto- 
scope and the Reading Controller, 
have been added to the Developmen- 
tal Reading Laboratory this semester. 

To sharpen the student's focus and 
enable him to, see reading material 
more accurately and rapidly is the 
purpose of the Tachistoscope, which 
exposes a phrase or set of digits at 
different speeds up to 1/100th of a 
second. 

Training for thorough, study-type 
reading, the Reading Controller en- 
courages concentration and restrains 
eye muscles to move rapidly from 
left to right across the page. 
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THE READING Controller pro- 
jects on a sereen a sliding lighted 
slot exposing a controlled number of 
words at one time and moving from 
left to right across a line -of print 
at any predetermined speed from 150 
to 1,000 words per minute. Students 
read at progressively more rapid 
rates throughout the semester. 

For light reading material and get- 
ting only key ideas, the 12 accelera- 
tors added to the reading lab last 
year are used, 

“Average students at least double 
their reading speed while retaining 
comprehension if they apply the tech- 


niques and use the equipment of- | 


fered-in the Developmental Reading 
course,” informed Mrs. Evlyn Spray, 
teacher of the course. 

Without training, the ayerage high 
school junior or senior reads 260 
words per minute. To be successful 
in most university courses, one should 
read 500 words per minute or more 








for thorough study purposes. 
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VOCABULARY is increased by class- 
room study which includes drills and 
weekly quizzes on new words, pre- 
fixes or suffixes. A list of 292 com- 
monly used but unfamiliar words has 
been compiled for the students for 
drilling purposes. 

A set of flash cards containing 
1,000 words with their definitions, 
pronunciations, and uses in sentences 
have been purchased by most of the! 
students for further vocabulary study. 

Material from five different text! 
books is used for practice reading and | 
vocabulary improvement and 250) 
books are available in class for free 
practice and use at the accelerators. 

“Many students,” added Mrs. Spray, 
“aim this term to read eight books 
above the requirements for English 
classes.” 

One thousand books, with a short 
statement about each concerning its 
subject and scope, are classified by 
both countries and subject matter in 
a guide book which may be purchased 
through the reading class. '

with a good chimney and fireplace, and all were to 
be conveniently arranged in streets. The commanding 
general himself oceupied a log cabin during the winter, 
as he had publicly promised the troops that he would 
“himself share in the hardships, and partake of every 
inconvenience.” P ; 


“At half-past ten o’clock a cannon will be fired, 
which is to be a signal for the men to be under arms; 
the brigade inspectors will then inspect their dress 
and arms, and form the battalions according to the 
instructions given them, and announce to the com- 
manding officers of the brigade that the battalions 
, x ER. #. are formed. 

BUT THEN CAME the starving time! The country 
around about was supporting two armies, in addition 
‘to its ordinary population, and the States were back- 
ward in sending supplies. At one time a part of the 
army went without meat of any kind for a week; 
those who were most favored were without it for 
three or four days, and the whole army was so short 
of clothing that large numbers of the men had not 
enough covering for decency, to say nothing of comfort. 

There was a time in January, 1778, when the sur- 
geons reported three thousand and nineteen men on 
the sick list, out of a total nominal force of eleven 
thousand. The British at Philadelphia, twenty miles 
away, were living in luxury. 

Washington neyer exhibited his eminent qualities 
in a more striking light than he did during the winter 
at Valley Forge. He was then wholly the great man. 
The patient endurance of the men was due in great 
part to his presence, to his manifest sympathy with 
them and his known activity on their behalf. The 
measures which ended the famine, and brought in 
abundant supplies of clothing and food, were directly 
due to his foresight and energy. 

Later in the winter when the men had recovered 
their health and spirits he sent for Mrs. Washington, 
and then for the first time he allowed himself the 
luxury of an extra cabin for his dining-room. Mrs. 
Washington herself reports that the cabin in which 
they slept was yery small and that things were greatly 
mended when the new room was added.

“THE GOMMANDERS of brigades will then appoint 
field officers to the battalions, after which each bat- 
talion will be ordered to hold and ground their arms.

“The artillery then begins, and fires thirteen 
rounds; this will be succeeded by a second general 
discharge of the musketry in a running fire, and 
huzza: 

““Long live the friendly European Powers!’ 

“This last discharge of thirteen pieces of artillery 
will be given, followed by a general running fire, and 
huzza: 

““The American States!’ ”

Language Courses In Archerland Simulate Tour Around World; 
French, Spanish, Latin, English Teachers Outline Goals Of Study

“All aboard for Paris, France; Ma- 
drid, Spain; and Rome, Italy; return- 
ing to New York City, United States,” 
we hear the.conductor call, echoing 
our hopes and dreams of a‘ once-in-a- 
lifetime trip. 

Though many of us will never have 
the opportunity to take such a trip, 
we may reap many of the advantages 
of one through studying the languages 
of the people. The South Side lan- 
guage department offers us such an 
opportunity. 

The first stop on our imaginary 
trip is Paris, France, in reality the 
French department of South Side. 
Miss Olive Perkins, French teacher, 
outlines the goals of the study of 
French as follows: 

1, To acquire skill in reading, writ- 
ing and understanding French 
when it is heard. 

To acquire a moderate ability to 
converse in French. 

To acquire a pronunciation that 
is good enough not to shock a 
Frenchman. 

To acquire an understanding and 
appreciation of the French peo- 
ple and their culture, 

Two years of French are offered 
at South Side, during which time the 
French teachers try to give the stu- 
dents “an understanding of the French 
people, an appreciation of France's 
contribution to world culture, and an 
awareness of the close relationship 
of the French and English languages,” 

On to colorful Madrid, Spain, better 
known as South Side’s Spanish de- 
partment. A student is required to 
study two years of Spanish, if he 
chooses to take the course. Mrs. Myr- 
tle Grimshaw, Spanish teacher, states 
that “a thorough knowledge of gram- 
mar is insisted upon as a means of 
getting the student beyond kindergar- 
ten level in both speech and reading.” 

Mrs. Grimshow remarks that the 
goals of the department are: 

1. To give the student a living lan- 
guage (listening, speaking, writ- 
ing) of simple but gramatical 
Spanish. 

To give him a reading ability far 
beyond his elementary speech 
level. 

To give him a thorough knowl- 
edge of grammar, which will per- 
mit further study and promote 
further fluency. 

To give him an understanding of 
problems and heritage of Span- 
ish speaking peoples. 

To teach him the value of pre- 
cision in all fields of work. 

The train of our dreams next takes 
us to Rome, Italy, or a Latin cluss- 
room, where we view the ancient 
splendors of the old Roman civiliza- 
tion. South Side is one of 26 schools 
in Indiana to offer a four-year Latin 
course. Two years are required to re- 
ceive any credit, which, as Mp. Earl 
Sterner, Latin teacher, says, “assures 
us that the student knows the basic 
facts of the language before getting 
credit.” 

Miss Mary Reiff, Latin teacher, be- 
lieves that one of the goals of the 
Latin department is to teach Latin 
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as an individual language and not as 
a by-product. Mr. Sterner also states 
that other goals ‘of this department 
are to help the students apply what 
they learn not only for the present 
but all their lives, and “to make them 
better citizens as a result of this 
study.” 

All three of these languages offer 
basic values to the student’s personal 
life, to the student as a citizen of his 
country, and to him in the study of 
other subjects. 

The teachers in each language re- 
marked that the student gains per- 
sonally from learning new vocabulary, 
since many of our English words are 
borrowed from other languages; the 
study of languages widens his inter- 
ests, aids in analysis of people, and 
gives the student the satisfaction of 
a job well done. 

The study of languages teaches a 
person to be an alert thinker, which 
will aid him as a citizen of America. 
As we study what made other civil- 
izations rise and fall, we can better 
our own. 

The language teachers. also stated 
that by taking other languages stu- 
dents are helped in other subjects be- 
cause they learn to organize, be ac- 
curate, and they experience mental 
discipline, ¢ 

The most important advantage of 
studying a foreign language, how- 
ever, is that it helps us understand 
people of other lands. Students learn 
why other people believe and act as 
they do, 

But, alas, our trip abroad is over, 
and we return to New York City 
with all its array of lights and peo- 
ple. This, of course, is the English 
department at South Side, 

Our own language, however, also 
Tequires extensive study, and through 
this study we obtain many benefits. 

Everyone at South Side is required 
to take three years of English, and 
those on the college course take four. 
The department attempts to provide 
a balanced program of literature, 
composition, and grammar. To pass 
an English course one must receive 
a passing grade on the minimum es- 
sentials test in grammar at the end 
of each semester. “This testing pro- 
gram is not designed to fail students 
but rather to help them succeed in 
future English classes at South Side 
and in college or business, where a 
thorough knowledge of English is re- 
quired,” states Mr. Charles Billiard, 
head of the English department. 

When asked what he believes are 
the values of the study of English to 
a student’s life, Mr. Billiard stated, 
“Although many of the values of the 
study of English are postponed values 
to be drawn upon as from an inex- 
haustable savings account all the rest 
of a person’s life, there are some 
values from which the student can 
draw immediate dividends. Perhaps 
one of the primary concerns of a teen- 
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some of the best thoughts of the best 
minds of all times, and by writing 
about these ideas, should become a 
better human being. In addition to 
the human value, one’s vocational 
competence will be determined in a 
great measure by his command of 
English, The farther up the ladder 
of success he climbs the greater will 
he-find the need for speaking and 
writing effectively.” 

Closely connected with English is 
speech. Through speech one acquires 
poise, confidence, and the ability to 
express himself fluently. A full year 
of speech is offered at South Side. 

The train trip is over. However, 
as each student glances back upon 
it, he is conscious of the fact that 
he has gained a better understanding 
of people in other lands. We hear one 
student remark as he leaves the train, 
“Our hope for future peace can only 
be gained through more trips like 


this one!”

Jack Powell Tells Music Students’ Chan 
oo Oe Date” States Conductor Igor Buketoff 


Teenage TV Show 


What does it take to put on a one- 
hour dance show for teenagers five 
days a week? What kind of man 
does it take to do this? A talk with 
Jack Powell, M.C. of “Dance Date,” 
on Monday through Friday at 5 p.m. 
oyer WANE-TV, may bring the an- 
swer to both these questions. 

Jack is married and has four chil. 
dren, three girls and one boy. They 
all love to dance, even Jack’s 21- 
months-old son! From the time in 
1946 when Jack first saw television 
he has wanted to be in on it. First 
he was in radio and in 1954 he went 
on WINT, which is now WANE, as 
“Cactus Jack” on the “Bar 15” cow- 
boy show. Besides “Dance Date,” 
which is on WANE, Jack also has a 
half-hour cartoon show on Saturdays 
and he does commercials on the ‘Mil- 
lion Dollar Movie.” 

Recording companies send Jack 
records, 150 a week, which he stores 
in his basement. He usually spends 
four hours a week listening to rec- 
ords and trying to pick hits. Jack had 
“Topsy Part Il” in his basement 
for three months before it became 
a hit. Jack comes to the studio at 2 
p-m. to set up things for the show 
and get the records in order. 

The policy of “Dance Date” is to 
get as many kids as possible on the 
show. As everyone knows to get on 
“Dance Date” you send in a request 
and receive a postcard which will get 
two people on the show. Unfortunate- 
ly some people erase the two and 
type a six in its place. Until now the 
kids could get away with this but 
they are not going to allow this any- 
more. 

‘Dance Date” is entirely unre- 
hearsed. Jack believes that impromptu 
talks with the kids are much better 
than planned ones, even if the kids 
know nothing about TV or radio and 
are scared stiff. Even the commer- 
cials are impromptu. 

When asked whether more “Rock 
’n Roll” or slow music is requested, 
Jack said that although he tries to 
make it about 60-50, usually more 
“Rock ’n Roll” is requested. How- 
ever, everyone dances to both kinds.

Igor Buketoff grew up close to a 
Russian Orthodox Church in New 
York City, where music played an| 
important part in the church services. 
It was here he conducted his first 
choir, at the age of 15. 

Later he studied and taught at the 
Juliard School of Music, in New 
York, where he majored in piano. One 
of his requirements for graduation, 
that of teaching children, has been of 
great help to him in conducting his 
Young People’s Concerts, 

Tn 1942, competing with other con- 
ductors, he won the Alice M. Ditson 
Award, while representing the Juli- 
ard School of Music. 

Mr. Buketoff received a call from 
Carlo Menotti asking him to go on 
tour conducting his “compositions, 
“The Medium” and “The Telephone,” 
which eventually took him as far as 
London and Paris. 

At the same time, Mr. Hans 
Schwieger, conductor of the Philhar- 
monic in Fort Wayne at that time, 
while visiting in New York City, in- 
yited Mr. Buketoff to come to Fort 
Wayne to hear the Philharmonic when 
his tour reached Chicago. Mr. Bu- 
ketoff accepted the invitation. 
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IN 1948 WHEN Mr. Schwieger 
was transferred to Kansas City, Mr. 
Buketoff was asked to conduct the 
Fort Wayne Philharmonic Orchestra. 
Simultaneously, he was asked to be 
musical director of a children’s con- 
cert in New York. For five years he 
went from New York to Fort Wayne 
conducting concerts of this sort. 

As this grew more difficult, he 
decided that his mission was greater 
here, Mr, Buketoff now personally 
supervises all organizations and their 
musical activities. He plans concerts, 


programs, creates ideas, chooses the |” 


musicians, and has also spoken at 
Rotary meetings, PTA, and child- 
study groups. 

Mr. Buketoff says that students at 
South Side are unbelievably fortunate 
to have sueh musical opportunities; 
such opportunities as these, he stated,

were not available when he grew up. 


In New York Gity, the same concerts 
that are available here are very ex- 
pensive and many youngsters cannot 
afford to attend. " 

Only a few out of hundreds of 
thousands can play with the New 
York Philharmonic, but students of 
Fort Wayne have a much greater 
chance of playing with the orchestra. 
However, he feels that a student’s 
first duty should be to his school be- 
cause opportunities are based on the 
student’s scholastic ability and his 
being able to carry the whole load. 
Students should not curtail activities 
to play with the Philharmonic, he says. 
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MR. BUKETOFF was especially 
enthusiastic about South Side’s su- 
perior musical programs and also 
feels the summer Festival Theater 
offers fine opportunities to students, 
since it does not interfere with their 
school activities. The series of musi- 
cal programs at Plymouth Church, 
directed by Mr. Vince’ Slater and Mr, 
R. T. Drummond, is also an excellent 
outlet, 

His latest project and the one 
closest to his heart, is the forming of 
teenage concerts. He says there have 
always been children’s concerts and 
adult concerts, but little for the teen- 
ager. Consequently, they are usually 
a i nothing better than rock-and- 
ro!

Strong and ardent rooters through- 
out the gym watched the big boy 
swish the nets 12 times, 10 times 
from the field, as he paced Southport 
to their second conquest in three tries 
with 22 points. Tom Bolyard, the 
Archers’ stand-by, couldn’t seem to 
find the range in the first half, “only 
cashing in nine points,” but let an 
Archer rally in the last period and 
finished in a blaze of fire for 20 
points.

Volleyball Rules Announced 
By Girls’ Gym Instructors. 


The girls’ volleyball rules for this 
semester have been announced. Mrs. 
Alice Keegan and Miss Helen Pohl- 
meyer, girls’ gym instructors and 
GAA advisers, ask the girls to read 
them carefully. The student leaders 
are reminded to turn in their rules. 

Service 
(a) _A service is the putting of 
the ball in play by the player in the 
right back position by bating it over 
the net into the opponents’ court in 
any direction with one or both hands 
(open or elosed), or with a forearm, 
and while in a position with both feet 
wholly behind the serving line within 
the designated section, é 

(b) A “let” service is one in which 
the ball after striking the net goes 
over the net. within bounds into the 
opponents’ court. It must be re-served. 

(c) Rotation. The shifting of all 
players in position for service shall 
be called rotations. This shall be done 
in a clock-wise circle. 

(d) Point. Point shall be called 
when a team receiving fails to return 
the ball legally to the opponents’ 
court. 

(e) Dead Ball. The ball is dead 
after point, side out, after any other 
decision temporarily suspending play, 
or when the timekeeper’s whistle 
blows announcing the end of a half. 
The ball is dead when it strikes any 
object or surface within the boundary 
lines, the floor or the ceiling, or a 
player on the court, except a legal 
play on the ball. NOTE: If the ball 
is in air at the time the whistle is 
blown, a point, if made, shall not be 
counted. 

(f£) Out of Bounds. The ball is out 
of bounds when it touches any sur- 
face or object, or the ground outside 
the court, except a-player in the act 
of playing the ball. A ball touching 
the boundary line is good. The ball is 
not dead until it hits outside the court 
or declared dead by the referee, 

(g) Catching or Holding the Ball. 
When the ball momentarily comes to 
rest in the hands of a player, she 
shall be considered as catching or 
holding the ball. The ball must be 
clearly batted. Secooping, lifting, or 
holding the ball shall be considered 
holding . 

2. Courts and Service 

(a) Ball put in play. At the open- 
ing of the game, the ball shall be put 
in play by the player in the right 
back position. At the beginning of 
the second half, the ball shall be put 
in play in the same way by the team 
that did not have service at the be- 
ginning of the game, 

(b) Term of Service. Each. server 
shall continue to serve until the ref- 
eree calls side out. Side out is the 
only ending of a player’s term of 
service. 

NOTE; If the seryer’s term of sery- 
ice is unfinished at the end of the 
first half, and the opposing team is 
to serve first in the second half, that 
same server shall continue her serve 
when he team regains the ball for 
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service in the second half. The team 
does not rotate, If during the inter. 
mission a player is substituted fo; 
that server, the team shall not rotate 
and the player substituted for the 
server shall serve. 7 

(c) Change Courts, Players shal 
change courts at the end of the hulf, 
In case the wind, sun, or other cir. 
cumstances fayor one court, team; 
shall change courts in the middle of 
the half. 

NOTE: Time out shall be taken 
for this change of courts. The positio, 
of the players shall not be changed. 
8. Playing the Ball. 

(a) Batting the ball. The ball may 
‘be volleyed in any direction with one 
or both hands, the hands being eitho; 
opened or closed, or with the forearm, 
The ball is dead if it touches any part 
of the player’s body except the hand; 
and forearm. 

(b) Played by three. The ball may 
be yolleyed by three. players befor 
being batted over the net. 

(c) A ball, except a service, strik. 
ing the net and going over is still in 
play. 

(d) Recovery from net. A bill, 
other than service may be recovered 
from the net, provided the player 
ayoids touching the net. 

4. The Game. 

(a) Scoring. Failure of the receiy. 
ing team to return the ball legally 
over the net into the opponents’ court 
shall score one point for the team 
serving. 

NOTE: The receiving team never 
scores. When the serving side fails, 
it is side out. 

(b) A game shall be decided by 
the winning of the most points dur.

A compliment could not be more com- 
mendable and a man could not more 
deserve such a tribute than the great- 
est track star in modern history, Jesse 
Owens. 

After achieving the ‘loftiest of suc- 
cess as a track star, Jesse Owens did 
not cease attaining brilliant goals.

PRESENTLY MR. OWENS is in 
charge of controlling juvenile delin- 
quency in Chicago as a member of 
the Illinois Youth Commission which 
studies reason for delinquency among 
youngsters and then strives to cor- 
rest this deficiency of society. 

I had the extreme pleasure of at- 
tending a father-son banquet at the 
Wayne Street Methodist Church at 
which Owens was guest speaker. Some 
250 fathers and sons of the church, 
along with several guests, turned out 
to honor Owens, a truly great Amer- 
ican. 

For a week prior to Owens’ visit 
to Fort Wayne a week ago Tuesday, 
local communications facilities inter- 
viewed the track star, whose astound- 
ing performance in the ’36 Olympic 
Games humiliated German dictator 
Adolf Hitler. 

Jesse attended elementary school in 
Cleveland, O., and while in junior 
high in 1928 the already fleet sprint- 
er established’ world junior high 
records for the high jump at six feet 
and the running broad jump at 22- 
11%!

HIS ALMOST superhuman track 
abilities followed him through his high 
school years as his name was entered 
in the official world record books. By. 
running the 100-yard dash in 9.4 sec- 
onds and the 220 in 20.7 he was cred- 
ited with two world high school rec- 
ords, Then he leaped 24 feet, 11% 
inches a week later to shatter the 
world’s high school broad jump mark, 

But success continued “to plague” 
Owens during his collegiate days at 
Ohio State University in Columbus, 
O. In one afternoon while preparing 
for the Olympic Games, Owens ac- 
complished the feat that was termed 
as impossible as cracking the four- 
minute mile barrier at that time. 
Moreover, Owens cracked three world 
records and tied a fourth in a single 
afternoon’s competition. This feat has 
never been approached and undoubt- 
edly will never be accomplished again,

He 
placed sports as a part of education, 
a necessary part, although not a pre- 
dominating portion. He feels that if 
any boy fails to absorb his lessons, 
sports should be set aside. 

By using the example of the typical 
athletic collegian he perfectly illus- 
trated what he was attempting “to 
drive home.” A young high school lad 
receives an athletic scholarship and is

His report of the actions of Ger- 
man sports fans toward United States’ 
entrants was surprising. Owens said 
that the fans cheered the American 
boys showing that they truly were 
peace-loving people but had been in- 
fluenced by their tyrannical leaders, 
His greatest thrill, reported Owens, 
was winning the 100 meters in the 
Olympics. “The winner of the 100 
meters is recognized as the fastest 
runner. Tremendous crowds and com- 
petition were thrills of being at Olym- 
pics,” reported Owens in a recent in- 
terview over the air. 

Jesse still ardently follows the 
track scene throughout the world and 
has worked hand in hand with young 
fellows who are and haye tried to 
break his many records. In fact, dur- 
ing the last Olympic Games held in 
Melbourne, Jesse administered advice 
and tips to Indiana University broad 
jumper Greg Bell. 

Owens almost succeeded in help- 
ing the youthful Bell crack his only 
existing world record. This example 
is a demonstration of true sportsman- 
ship. Jesse even went one step fur- 
ther. Bell missed the mark by just 
one and one-quarter inches prior to 
the Games but twisted his foot and 
was hampered. 

Owens was very grieved upon Bell’s 
misfortune and told the short strong 
jumper that he was mos tdespondent 
that the Hoosier trackster didn’t set 
a new world mark.

TEN YEARS AGO Jesse went to 
Chicago and became active in boys’ 
club activities. He helped young boys 
who were unfortunate to come from 
poorer families. The local officials 
acknowledged Jesse’s progressive | 
work among youth. They offered him} 
a post on the Illinois Youth Commis- 
sion as Juyenile Director for Chica- 
go’s delinquent South Side regions. 

Prior to accepting this post, Owens 
was leader of the South Side Boys 
Club, whose membership soared from 
500 to 1,500 while Owens was direc- 
tor. This was only half the story, for 
not one major delinquency was re- 
ported among this once-wild group of 
boys. 

Intrigued, captivated, and engrossed 
was the church group during Jesse’s 
delivery following the banquet. Owens 
highlighted his speech by singling 
out the fact that only the wrongs of 
youth are publicized. Jesse told the 
group that only three per cent of the 
nation’s youth are the delinquents 
and of that group parental influence 
has caused their misbehaviors in many 
cases. 
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UNITY BETWEEN father and son 
is the answer to this big problem 
facing us in the United States, he be- 
lieves. Directing his “sermon” to the 
fathers, Jesse said, “These are the 
young people that will take the helm 
of responsibilities in the future. By 
playing and talking with your sons, 
a tighter bond will be drawn.” 

He warned that if the fathers fail, 
fhe sons will look elsewhere for af- 
fection. “Don't set bad examples 
for him; take him to church, to the 
ball park and play ball with him. If

Luck wasn’t with them the second 
day, for they climbed entirely in 
clouds, When they reached the sum- 
mit, the clouds partially cleared, so 
that they were able to se the sur- 
rounding mountains. The group 
reached the Saddle at 3:30 p.m. where 


| they spent the night. The first party 


reached the summit at 7:12 a.m., 
while the others arrived an hour later. 

To tabulate how many climbers 
actually reach the peak, park officials 
haye secured a metal sylinder with 
paper and pencil inside it for those 
people to sign their names. The paper 
is changed every year, and when the 
boys: signed it, ther were already 180 
names on it. 

The boys flew a flag which read 
“Pioneers, YMCA, Fort Wayne, Indi- 
ana,” and then Jim Tomson piled up 
stones to make the peak even higher. 

During another climb, Jeff Roth 
and Wilfred Doetsch (C.C.) had the 
opportunity to climb a glacier. They 
only got about 500 feet when they 
had to turn back because of time.

Social Science Department Explains Purposes 
Of Studying History, Government, Economics

Why? Where? How? 

These three words express the most 
common questions on all matters of 
any words in our language. These 
questions occur when a mother tells 
her daughter to go on an errand, when 
a teacher gives a student an assign- 
ment, or when a person is alone pon- 
dering the happenings of the pres- 
ent or the past. Contemplation of 
these actions of the past may range 
from thoughts of the signing of the 
Declaration of Independence in 1776 
to the assignment the teacher gave 
yesterday. 

As Mr, Wilburn Wilson, head of 
the social science department, re- 
marked, “Whether people are aware 
of history or not, they cannot escape 
it. No individual, no nation or people 
can live outside it. Any attempt to 
do so would in itself be ‘history.’ I 
sometimes say to my students who 
are critical of the debt they owe to 
history, ‘Let us sit quietly for five 
minutes and think seriously about 
something of which we haye never 
heard, in a language not yet invented.’ 


human knowledge under these cir-| 
cumstances.”

ONE MAY DEAL with these three 
questions when discussing the history 
department of South Side. First of 
all, why study history? What are 
the values of the study of history to 
a student’s persoénal life now and 
later? Mr. Marion Feasel, history 
teacher, answered this question in the 
following manner, “Teachers in this 
department believe the term, Social 
Science, implies the science of social 
relationships. One of our main objec- 
tives, therefore, should be to teach 
people how to gt along with their fel- 
low man. This objective becomes in- 
creasingly important in a scientific 
age. We must use the products of sci- 
ence for the benefit of mankind and 
not for his destruction.” 

Mr. F. Roland Smith, history teach- 

er, listed these values: 

1. That a student gain and cherish 
an appreciation of the heritage 
that the struggle of mankind has 
left for him, 

2. That he may use man’s past ex- 
periences as a guide for a fuller 


enlightened, and able to interpret 
things to come, 

4. That he realize that things which 
happen have their. roots in the 
preceding civilizations. 

“The study of history gives a stu- 
dent an understanding of the ever- 
present necessity for evaluating hu- 
man conduct. Through this habit of 
evaluation he can develop a philoso- 
phy of life through which he can 
meet the problems of today and pre- 
pare for those of tomorrow,” stated 
Mr. John Arnold, history teacher.

MR. WILSON CONVEYED his 
thoughts on the values to one’s life 
as follows, “History is the record of 
humanity. It is the story of man’s 
achievements in every field of en- 
deavor—education, politics, art, econ- 
omy, literature, mathematics, science, 
philosophy, and religion. Written his- 
tory is man’s memory. Like the mem- 
ory of the individual, it is often erro- 
neous, frequently biased, and always 
incomplete. But it is, after all, the 
best or only common Memory we 
have. Therefore, ‘To be ignorant of 
history is to remain always a child.’

Social Science Department Explains Purposes 


shoulders of all the preceding genera- 

tions of man. What the human race 

has and is today is the result of slow 
accumulation during all the ages of 

history; and not the product of a 

single, present generation, however 

brilliant it may be, or however much 
it may add to the total accumulation 
of knowledge. 

“Man without memory would be like 
the Banderlogs in Rudyard Kipling’s 
“Jungle Book Tales” who, assembled 
in large groups, chattered loudly in 
the treetops, made great speculations, 
planned grand designs, but could nev- 
er remember from one day to the next 
what they had resolved upon or 
planned. Consequently they never 
made any progress, and remained 
shattering monkeys in the treetops. 
Humanity, devoid of any sense of lis- 
tory would be merely a mass of chat- 
tering simians, 

“A Knowledge of history should 
make life much more varied, more in- 
teresting, more purposeful, and more 
table. The great questions which 
hav absorbed mankind for all his 
existence are, ‘From whence do we 
come? Why and how do we live? 
Whither do we go?’ 

“A person who can look back over 
6,000 years of history, noting the an- 
swers given by the various civiliza- 
tions which have flourished briefly 
and perished, ought to have better 
and saner, though not necessarily 
more personally satisfying answers, 
to some of these questions than does 
the person who lives only in his day 
and generation.” ;

WHEN CONFRONTED with the 
question ‘What are the values of his- 
tory to a student as a citizen of this 
country ?,” Mr. Smith replied, “The 
values are that through discussion 
and the many techniques of classroom 
procedures the student can formulate 
an open-mindedness and a correct at- 
titude concerning his country.” 

“To be successful, Democracy re- 
quires among other things, well in- 
formed people. Through basic sub- 
ject matter, the social studies depart- 
ment attempts to give the student a 
better understanding of the world in 
which he lives. Through Current 
Events, an effort is made to broaden 
the interest and arouse the curiosity 
of each student. Properly done, this 
interest will continue and grow in 
adult life,” stated Mr. Feasel in re- 
laying his ideas on the question. 

Mr. Wilson believes, “A ‘study of 
history ought to produce a more un- 
derstanding and responsible citizen. 
The best lamp to. light the pathway 
for the current generation is the ex- 
perience of the past. 

“General or World History ought 
to/give us this experience vicariously; 
and a study of our own national his- 
tory, by making us familiar with our 
Political, social, economic, and relig- 
lous institutions, should stimulate our 
pride in them, our appreciation of 
them, and a sense of personal respon- 
Sibility for maintaining and improy- 
ing them. In a democracy, where ev- 
ery man is king, this is especially im- 
Portant.” 

History is also valuable to a stu- 
dent in his other courses, for as Mr. 
Feasel explains, “The various sub- 
Jects in social studies cover about ev- 
ery important event or activity since 
the beginning of man. This study 
should help to give each student a 
asic philosophy and a sense of di- 
tection which should be helpful in his 
other subjects.”

THE SECOND question under con- 
sideration is “Where?” Since we are 
dealing with the history department 
of South Side, Mr. Wilson presented 
the following answer to the question, 
“What are the strong and unique 
points of South Side’s curriculum?” 

“First, the full curriculum requires 
four years for its completion. Second, 
it is, we think, logically organized, 
with each of the subjects coming in 
the proper sequence. For example, the 
first year is devoted to (a) familiar- 
izing the freshmen with their high 
school environment—the physical 
plant, student body, courses offered, 
extra-curricular activities available, 
ete.; (b) helping the student to un- 
derstand himself, his abilities and his 
limitations, if any; (c) teaching him 
proper methods of reading, studying, 
listening, contributing, research, etc.; 
(d) introducing him to his opportuni- 
ties and responsibilities as a member 
of the community. 

“Third, General or World His- 
tory is offered to sophomores as back- 
ground for the study of our own na- 
tional history in the junior year. 
Fourth, the senior year is devoted to 
the study of our political, social, and 
economical institutions and practices, 
and to international relations. 

“The freshman course in citizenship | 
has recently been changed from a one- 
semester to a two-semester course, 
The department has for three years 
provided special classes in biographi- 
eal history for those U.S. history stu- 
dents who find themselves more in- 
terested in personalities than in his- 
torical moyements, or who are better 
able to understand history presented 
in this way, Most of the classes in the 
department are homogeneously 
grouped so that students may work 
as fast and as much as they are able, 

“The course in senior sociology is 
designed primarily for those students 
who have demonstrated less mastery 
of the social studies and for those who 
do not expect to continue their for- 
mal education beyond high school. 
The principles and practices of eco- 
nomics and international relations are 
offered for those seniors with special 
ability or extra energy and who ex- 
pect to continue their formal educa- 
tion. 

“South Side until very recently was 
unique among high schools in offer- 
ing these courses. Few, if any, other 
high schools in Indiana had such 
courses.” 
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WHEN ASKED THE goals of the 
history department, Mr. Arnold 
stated, “The history department tries 
to help students to become aware of 
their personal responsibility for their 
own conduct and of the great prog- 
ress man has made in his struggle to 
acquire true civilization,” 

Mr. Feasel adds, “Study in the so- 
cial sciences should give the student 
a better understanding of our present 
society and how it is likely to develop 
in the future. Through study, stu- 
dents should also obtain a greater ap- 
preciation of the cultural contribu- 
tions of peoples throughout the 
world.”

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Oil-Burning Boilers, 
New Shop Wing, Gym 
For Girls Constructed 


By Geri Geller 


Along with the 1959 new year 
comes the opening of the new east 
wing addition of South Side High 
School. This construction was started 
last spring, and every day, South 
Siders have watched it grow and de- 
velop into the beautiful and attrac- 
tive building that is soon to be dedi- 
cated. 

W. W. Spurling Construction Com- 
pany, Shambaugh and Son Plumbing 
and Heating Company, and. Central 
Electric Contracting Company have 
been industriously working on the 
new addition since the spring of last 
year; and they expect the wing to be 
finished and ready for use by ‘the first 
school week of 1959. 

> = = 


“THE CONSTRUCTION started 
with the removal of the old boilers 
and the installation of oil-burning 
boilers,” stated Mr. R. Nelson Sni- 
der, principal. “Also, since there was 
never enough hot water for the show- 
er facilities, a new hot water system 
was installed.” 

The old shop wing was also com- 
pletely remodeled. Previously, a nar- 
row corridor separated three small, 
and poorly-arranged shops. Now, with 
the corridor omitted, three large shops 
have replaced the small and inade- 
quate shops. 

Mr. Snider pointed out that, since 
the School Board was able to pay 
only for the construction of the shops 
up to the new corridor this year, the 
contractors offered to finish the con- 
struction and pay for it themselves. 
Then, in 1959, the School Board will 
pay the contractors for their previous 
work. Without this added help from 
the contractors, the new wing would 
not be ready for use until next fall 
of 1959. 


IN THE BASEMENT, the old ath- 
letic showers and equipment and lock- 
er rooms, which were poorly ventilat- 
ed and always wet and damp, have 
been revamped and replaced by new 
lockers and showers for athletes. 

Upon entering the corridor of the 
new wing, one is greeted by the rest- 
ful green-colored walls and the attrac- 
tive green and tan block tile. On the 
left is the spacious metal shop which 
includes new metal equipment. The 
shop is graced with large north win- 
dows’ and an excellent lighting sys- 
tem. 

A little farther on, a small incline 
leads to the second floor of the wing. 
The halls are lined with attractive tan 
lockers and specially-treated wood 
paneled walls. Also repeated are 
green concrete blocks. At the end of 
the corridor, a trophy case is avail- 
able. pal 


CONTINUING DOWN the hall 
toward the girls’ gym, the mechani- 
cal drawing room is located to the 
left. All classrooms are equipped with 
green blackboards. All rooms, except 
the shop, and the athletic and girls 
locker rooms, are designed with at- 
tractive acoustical ceiling. Sound 
waves, instead of bouncing back off 
the ceiling, are absorbed by these 
specially-treated ceilings. This proc- 
ess reduces the amount of noise in a 
room. 

Large double doors across the cen- 
ter of the hall separate the girls’ gym 
and the locker rooms from the rest 
of the building. 

To the right is a spacious and well- 
equipped dance and exercise room. 
The unusual and attractive parquet 
floor is very eye-catching, along with 
the wall-length mirrors. A dance bar, 
extending around the room, and exer- 
cise ladders for correct posture, are 
some of the dance equipment avail- 
able in this room. 


TO THE LEFT of the hall is found 
a first-aid room, equipment rooms, 
and the girls’ gym office. 

The girls’ shower and locker room 
provides ample space and is graced 
by a “powder bar” with a long mir- 
ror. All girls will be assigned baskets 
to keep their gym clothes in, and 
they will keep their street clothes in 
lockers while in gym classes. — 

The girls’ gym, with its highly 
arched ceiling, is about equivalent in 
floor space to the present gymnasium. 
There are no provisions for specta- 
tors, and the heat is furnished by 
two large unit heaters placed at the 
north and south ends of the gym. 

- =

Miss Helen Pohimeyer, girls’ gym 
and dance instructor, stated, “With- 
out reservation, I can truthfully say 
that the new dance room is the nicest 
to be found. The new gym will also 
provide for the badly-needed equip- 
ment storage room.” 

Down on ‘the first floor, the halls 
are also graced with green cement 
walls and tan lockers. The main hall 
has large red doors at each end. 

The boys’ athletic locker rooms and 
showers sre decorated attractively 
with tan walls. At the present time, 
this room is being used by the bas- 
ketball team. This room will also be 
used by track players this spring and 
by football players next fall. A spe- 
cial door, which leads out to the foot- 
ball field, will be used by the football 


players. ee 


WHEN ENTERING the new cafe- 
teria, one is overwhelmed by its 
spaciousness and brightness. Ten huge 
windows line the north and south sides 
of the room. 

Since the School Board cannot fur- 
nish the money to purchase curtains 
for these windows, South Side High 
School plans to purchase bamboo 
draw drapes for the windows. 

Along with the unusually designed 
cement block walls, floor-to-ceiling 
columns, covered with a plastic coat- 
ing, are part of the decor of the cafe- 


teria. .

In the 
Netherlands, Sinter Klaas, the Dutch 
gift-giver, rides over the rooftops 
on a magnificent white horse, and 
drops toys, trinkets, and sweets 
through the chimneys. 

Assisting Sinter Klaas is a young 
Moor, Swarte Piet, who carries a bag 
filled with peppermint cookies for 
good children and an empty bag to 
kidnap the bad ones. The poor Moor 
keeps sliding backward on the horse 
since the Kellys, who don’t dig horse- 
back riding, are clutching Sinter’s 
belt. 

In front of fireplaces Dutch chil- 
dren set klompen (wooden shoes) 
filled with hay for Sinter’s horses. 
Presents are opened with good old 
American enthusiasm, and Christmas 
is celebrated as a quiet holiday de- 
voted to religious observances and 
family gatherings. 
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“PLEASE PASS the Lutfisk,” Lut- 
fisk, as the two puzzled Kellys dis- 
cover, is part of a luscious smorgas- 
bord prepared by Swedish mothers 
for the Christmas meal, which is cli- 
maxed with rice porridge, and almond 
cookies filled with whipped cream and 
strawberry jam.

The state champion South Sid 
Archers take on two familiar rivals 
and a newcomer as they enter a brand 
new holiday tourney. 

Indianapolis Secina’s Crusaders are 
the Green’s only new foe in the new- 
ly-formed Elkhart Holiday Tourney 
to be held December 26-27 at North 
Side Gym in Elkhart. Also battling 
for championship honors will be Terre 
Haute Gerstmeyer and host Elkhart. 

The tourney, which is to be held 
on two evenings instead of the nor- 
mal one, has already had its draw. 
The pairings send Secina against 
Gerstmeyer at 7:30 p.m. and South 
against Elkhart at 9 p.m., both Fri- 
day evening. The consolation game 
the next evening is slated for 7:30 
p.m.; while the championship game 
is to be played at 9-p.m. 
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ELKHART LOOKS like the team 
to beat in this tourney. The Blue 
Blazers have dropped only two games 
in five stars, having defeated a strong 
LaPorte squad, who dumped Gerst- 
meyer’s Black Cats by 20 points last 
week, 

Coach Max Bell will probably start 
Dale Fonner and Steve Reim, both 
six footers, at the forward positions. 
Wally Summers, a 6-1 center, will 
get the nod in middle position, Two 
| 5-9 guards, Dick Talbert and Jack 
Merrit, lead the back court prospects 
for starting positions. 
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TERRE HAUTE Gerstmeyer, per- 
ennial state powerhouse, appears to 
have a weaker-than-normal squad 
; back in defense of their Sectional 
crown. The Black Cats, coached by 
Howard Sharpe, have been state fi- 
nalists in four of the Cats’ six years. 
Coach Sharpe states, “The squad has 
good potentialities but will need to 
improve tremendously.” The Cats are 
playing at a .500 pace, having split 
even in six starts. Surprisingly, Gerst- 
meyer’s enrollment is slightly over 
950 students. 

Dick Lawson and Frank Jozsa, 6-1 
seniors, are Coach Sharpe’s likely 
choices for the starting forwards.

The first Christmas bells date back 
to the eve of the Nativity when the 
wisemen were following the star 
across the desert, to keep themselves 
together in the night, and to make 
a joyful music the wisemen hung bells 
around the necks of their camels. 

In parts of England it is believed 
that when Christ was born, Satan 
died; so the bells tolled the death of 
Satan, and were called “the old Lad’s 
passing bell.” These bells tolled for 
an hour as the Devil’s death knell, 
but at midnight they became the joy- 
ous announcement of the birth of 
Christ. 

According to a legend of Lochen, 
Holland, long ago the people purchased 
two beautiful bells to be hung’ in the 
church tower, but because they failed 
to have the bells baptized, Satan car- 
vied the bells off and dropped them 
into a nearby pond. The villagers of 
Lochen still claim to hear those bells 
ringing from the depths of the pond 
at exactly 12 o’clock on Christmas 
Eve. 

The Scandinavian people are said 
to have been the first to hang orna- 
ments on their Christmas trees. Small 
silver bells adding much “gaiety to 
the season were the earliest of these 
ornaments,

Library Rules 
Are Announced 


“The library will be open for the 
use of students one week from to- 
day,” announced Miss Willodeen Price, 
librarian. 

Students may use the library dur- 
ing their study period if they remain 
there all period. 

The following rules for use in the 
library have been set up and are to 










be followed by the students. 

When a student comes to the li- 
brary for a study period, he should 
obtain a slip from the librarian and 
find his table from the number 
stamped on the slip. 

Students should remain in their 
seats until the bell rings and the slips 
are collected. 

Pupils should carry their books so 
that they may be inspected at the 
door when leaving the library. 

The student's name and homeroom 
number should be given when having 
a book checked out. 

Home reading books may be checked 
out anytime during the day for two 
weeks; reference books may be taken 
“out overnight and are not checked 
out until after school, 

Books may be reserved by leaving 
a request at the desk. 

Library books not returned before 
8:25 a.m. of the day they are stamped 
due, are charged with a five-cent fine. 

If a book becomes overdue, a no- 
tice will be sent to the student the 
day after the book is due. Notices 
of unpaid fines are given out on Tues- 
day, These fines must be paid by 
Wednesday morning. 

Pupils who wish to be excused from 
paying fines on overdue books be- 
cause of absence, should show their 
absence slips when they return the 
book. 

Students are not to come to the 
library unless they are going to use 
some of the books or reference ma- 





terial in the library.

Instructors Note Science’s Importance In Life; 
Space Age Opens New Frontiers To Be Conquered 


Through the day one comes face 
to face with many conflicts—conflicts 
which serve to change a person’s life 
by making him able to choose the 
right answers. These questions range 
from what a person is going to wear 
to school to what career he should 
choose for the future, 


Because each individual faces these 
conflicts, it is inevitable that our 
country and the entire world should 
also be confronted with them. For 
example, one of the most recent con- 
flicts in our country concerns. the 
Space Age, This, naturally, has put 
more emphasis on the study of sci- 
ence. 

However, science has long been a 
subject valuable to a person’s life; 
for, as Mr. Robert Weber, botany 
teacher, explains, “Science is, more 
than anything else, a way of thinking 
and a way of working. It demands 
a kind of approach toward problem. 
solving that one doesn’t usually en- 
counter in the study of such things 
as languages, history, art, ete. In sci- 
ence there are no ‘sacred cows,’ or at 
least there shouldn’t be. That is to 
say, any and all sorts of things are 
studied, and no man’s findings are 
taken as absolute or unchangeable.”

LET US BREAK DOWN the values 
of science and South Side’s science 
department into three parts. First of 
all, the value of science to a student’s 
personal life is explained by Mr. Ward 
Gilbert this way: “Science not only 
teaches us what the world is made up 
of; but it teaches us clear, analytical 
thinking, step by step mental proc- 
esses, and a further insight into the 
physical world.” 

Mr. Albert’ Heine says, “Science 
consists of attitudes and methods. At- 
titude is a pattern of thought, or the 
way you regard things. Scientific 
thinking replaces superstition. An 
idea is never accepted until it has 
become a proved fact.” 

Mr. Max Hauk remarks that, “In 
general, a, study of science helps to 
increase public understanding and ap- 
preciation of the importance and 
promise of the methods of science in 
human progress.” 

“To one who has learned to think 
analytically and to put things in time- 
perspective, eyen personal life prob- 
lems will seem much less foreboding. 
Such attitudes are a part of the learn- 
ing of every good science course. Then, 
too, there are the fascinating ideas 
one picks up in science courses which 
launch new hobbies and add new life 
to’ old ones,” states Mr. Weber.

WHEN ASKED HIS opinion on the 
second value, to a person as a citizen 
of this country, Mr. Hauk replied, 
“To the average citizen science is a 
means of security, a way of life, a 
healthful existence.” 

On the same question Mr. Gilbert 
commented, “As a scientist one can 
be invaluable to his country by mak- 
ing new discoveries and advancements, 
thereby bettering both himself and 
his fellow man.’> 

Mr. Heine remarked that through 
science a person “develops open-mind- 
edness, always seeking the truth. A 
scientist does not accept any idea un- 
til he has proved or disproved it.” 

Mr, Weber said about the third 
value, to a student in the study of 
other subjects, that “In his study of 
other subjects the student should gen- 
erously use his knowledge of the sci- 
entific metod. Take cause, and effect, 
for example. Every author was caused 
to write his book or his poem. Learn 
why and gain a new interest. Every 
event in history was.caused. The study

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of the causes and their effects upon 
the people to follow the event are the 
‘veal stuff? of history studies. How 
does this fit in with science? Well, a 
science course just wouldn’t be a com- 
plete one if it neglected to train the 
student to understand the difference 
between cause and effec! nm 
data colleted in an experiment and 
the causes for its being that way.” 

“One is able to analyze critically 
and challenge the written word,” con- 
cludes Mr. Don Weaver on the same 
question. 


Furthermore, “Science teaches the 
student to use the scientific method, 
which replaces superstition,” stated 
Mr. Heine.

MR. HAUK ADDS these specific 
values of science: 

Science increases our knowledge. It 
helps us understand the ‘why of 
things.’ We want to know what makes 
them ‘tick,’ what they’re made of, 
and why they act the way they do. 

Science aids us in broadening our 
outlook and increases our ability to 
do things more sciéntifically. 

A ‘study of science aids in remov- 
ing fear and superstition. 

Science makes better citizens—bet- 
ter citizens make wiser decisions, In 
this modern world science is a must. 

Science aids in the betterment of, 
and maintenance of good health. 

Mr. Gilbert listed the strong points 
of South Side’s science department 
thusly: 

We have good chemistry, physics, 
any botany labs. 

We have good materials with which 
to work, a 

We have a plentiful chemistry sup- 
ply, thereby enabling students to learn 
above and beyond. 

Mr. Weber remarks that “At South 
Side we have attempted to handle in- 
struction on two levels, Botany, chem- 
istry, and physics are presented for 
those students of college preparatory 
calibre who should have a background 
of fairly intensive laboratory work in 
their courses. General biology, physi- 
cal geography, and general science 
are offered primarily for students 
who cannot meet the college prep 
standards but who, nevertheless, need 
some background in science. This plan 
is, of course, not entirely satisfactory, 
but it is far superior to many science 
curriculums in high schools.

“BOTANY OFFERS THE student 
an opportunity to learn fundamental 
laboratory procedure, to analyze prob- 
lems, to take logical and organized 
notes, and to learn many other facts 





of the world we call science. He learns 
these techniques and methods while 
delying into the structures and func- 
tions of plants and, consequently, 
learns a great deal about living 
things.” > < 


The goal of the science department 
is “To give each student a firm foun- 
dation for future work,” stated Mr. 
Gilbert: 


Mr. Weber lists these two goals of 
the department: 

1. To teach students to be more ob- 
servant, more careful in making 
statements of opinion, to be more 
systematic and analytical in prob- 
lem-solving, and to form any oth- 
er habits which denote orderly 
and reasonable thought. 

To acquire specifie knowldege 
about the patterns of behavior 
for matter—chemical reactions, 
laws of motion, functions of liv- 
ing protoplasms, etc.

LAST OF ALL, the question, “How 
has the Space Age affected the teach- 
ing of high school science?” arises, 
Mr. Gilbert remarks, “Since more 
emphasis has been placed on Russian 
and American progress in science, 
more pupils have enrolled in science 
courses throughout the U.S. Natural- 
ly, more interest has been developed 
in our subject,” 

“The Space Age has opened new 
frontiers to be conquered, I’m sure 
science will do just that. Probably 
more emphasis will be placed on sci- 
ence as a means of conquering this 
new frontier,” stated Mr. Hauk, 

More emphasis has been placed in 
science because of the Space Age. The 
conflict over whether our country has 
put enough emphasis or too much em- 
phasis on science may not be fully 
answered for quite some time. Though 
this is one of the most serious prob- 
lems of our time, it becomes another 
question to be contemplated by each 
individual and to be thought about, 
analyzed, and acted upon.

Likes American Schools Better,, 
States U. S. Born Linda Hard 


“T like the American school system 
better, but I’m not sure it is the bet- 
ter,” stated American-born Linda 
Hard, a new Senior A at South. 

Linda knows what she’s talking 
about, for she and her family moyed 
to England when she was nine years 
old. Her father, who is with Interna- 
tional Harvester, was transferred 
home this December. 

Imagine what it would be like to 
wear uniforms. At Putney High 
School for Girls, the students had to 
wear full gray skirts with no creno- 
lines, white blouses, purple ties with 
white stripes, black or brown shoes, 
gray or purple sweaters, and purple 
blazers with oak tree emblems. With 
this, navy blue general wear coats 
and navy blue hats with wide brims 
and emblems are worn. 

Girls are not allowed to wear any 
make-up, nail polish or jewelry. Hair 
longer than shoulder-length must be 
tied back. 

At the age of 11, English students 
take an “eleven plus” exam, of which 
less than 50 per cent pass. Those who 
do pass go on to a secondary gram- 





mar school, while the others enter a 
secondary modern school, which is a 
vocational school, At the age of 16, 
the GCE (General Certificate of Edu- 
cation) is given at an ordinary level. 
Later at 18 it is again given at an 
advanced level, 

English schools place all emphasis 
on scholastic life rather than the so- 
cial aspect. To illustrate this, Linda 
has already had five years of French, 
algebra, and geometry, four years of 
Latin, three years of chemistry and 
English history, and one year of trig 
and -caleulus. Also English schools 
and universities have no sororities or 
fraternities whatsoever. 

Although juke boxes are looked 
down upon and are seen in disreputa- 
ble places, records are becoming in- 
creasingly popular. They are six shil- 
lings or 85 cents apiece.

60 Men Construct 
Our New Section 


By Linda Silverman 


As pupils of South Side, we use and enjoy the 
facilities of the new addition without realizing 
the amount of man-hours and materials that 
went into it. The building will be more appre- 
ciated when pupils think of the amount of toil 
that made it possible, 

Actual construction began two weeks before 
school was dismissed last Jiine and continued 
until January. As many as 60 men worked on 
the building at one time. The addition totals 
eight months’ work, several thousand feet of 
pipes, and tons of concrete and brick. 

The building is in use now through the efforts 
of Shambaugh and Son, the heating and plumb- 
ing contractors. By putting on extra men, the 
building was readied by the first of the year in- 
stead of September, the expected date, 

Fifteen to twenty men at a time have worked 





on the heating and plumbing since the beginning 
of the summer. 
* = 2 

THE CAFETERIA contains very progressive 
equipment. The equipment is all stainless steel, 
making sanitation easier. The dishwashing 
room is centrally located and makes it possible 
to keep a clean flow of plates to serving lines on 
each side. 

The dishwasher is a conveyor type, working 
on the same principle as assembly line manu- 
facturing does. It is seven feet long and the 
dishes are air dried. 

A new exhaust system, the first of its kind 
to be used here, was installed. It carries kitchen 
odors away before they get into the actual 
kitchen area. 

A large walk-in cooler, which contains 640 
cubie feet of space, two freezers, with 30 cubic 
feet of space each, and two 70 cubic foot reach- 
in-refrigerators keep food fresh. Together these 
units contain 33,600 pounds of food, 

= = = 


MR. LOUIS RHOADS, of the Rhoads Equip- 
ment Company which installed the units, com- 
plimented the school system on its progressive 
attitudes toward food service. Shambaugh also 
installed 16 showers and 30 lavatories. 

The amount of materials and manpower used 
by Spurling Construction in construction is hard 
to visualize. Twenty to 30 men worked on the 
construction for the eight month period. 

The foundation took about six weeks to com- 
plete. Part of the street and five trees had to 
be dug up. The foundation of poured concrete re- 
enforced with steel is 10 to 12 feet deep. 


EQUIPMENT numbered six trucks, three 
bulldozers and three dump trucks, an air com- 
pressor, and an elevator. The elevator was used 
to raise materials to the second floor. 

The face bricks numbered 80,000; cement 
blocks 48,000; masolite bricks and blocks 12,000. 
This adds up to a grand total of 140,000 bricks 
in the building. 

The plans by A. M. Strauss Inc. were 19 regu- 
lar pages plus about 30 pages of shop drawings. 


Sports Facilities 
Are Ready For Use

A welcome beginning for the new semester 
was the opening of the new east wing addition 
with everything ready and awaiting classes. 

Problems of moving were overcome on Wednes- 
day, January 14, with the help of two janitors 
and three service workers, Shelba Cox, Susan 
Kuroski, and Pat Igney. All furniture, dance 
costumes, and gym equipment were transferred 
into their proper places in the new section by the 
helpers. 

“By 5 p.m. that night we were completely pre- 
pared to hold regular classes in the new gym if 
it had been necessary,” stated Miss Helen Pohl- 
meyer, girls’ gym and dance instructor, 

Thursday was spent cleaning and arranging 
the gym office. Two new desks and chairs are 
on order, but meanwhile furniture brought over 
from the old office is being utilized. 

Upon being settled, about the only particular 
cireumstance which arose was when the office 
occupants were partially frozen for a couple of 
days. Then it was discovered that turning on 
a heat duct would solve the problem. 

When asked to comment on the girls’ division 
of the addition Miss Pohlmeyer remarked, “I am 
very thrilled with our new addition and better 
organization, and I believe that the new facilities 
and increased space will be much nicer for the 
girls. I’m sure we'll be very, very happy in our 
new home.” 

With these new accommodations, girls’ gym 
or dance classes can be held every hour. Gym 
classes having approximately 50 girls in each 
and dance classes with around 30 in each will 
be assigned baskets for their gym clothes and 
dance costumes. 

During activity all girls will keep their street 
clothes and purses in lockers which will be pa- 
trolled by service workers, so there should be 
no reason for anything being stolen from the 
lockers. 

The locker room houses 64 lockers and there 
are eight new shower stalls. The small number 
of shower stalls is one of the few disadvantages 
because of the number of girls and the limited 
time for showering and dressing (15 minutes). 
Storage space is also at a minimum. 

“It’s all quite wonderful and beautiful and I 
especially like our new dance room,” stated Mrs. 
Alice Keegan, instructor for girls’ gym and 
dance. 

In the basement are located the new boys’ 
locker rooms, equipment storage rooms, a first 
aid room, and offices for the boys’ athletic in- 
structors. The large locker room contains ap- 

proximately 170 lockers which are used by var- 
sity and reserve teams during basketball and

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South Defeats Burris 
Conquers Elmhurst By 50-41 Score 


Kellys Out Shot 
In Second Half; 
Hold Lead, Win 


Free Throws Decide 
Game; Archers’ Record 
Now Stands At 12-3

South Side’s favored Archers, al- 
though outscored 26-21 in the second 
half, held onto an early lead to pre- 
serve a 50-41 win over Elmhurst at 
the Elmhurst gym Saturday night. 
The Kellys led 29-15 at the half-way 
mark, but the fine play of John Pe- 
trick’s Trojans, combined with an in- 
effective South Side offense, gave 
Archer fans a few hectie moments. 

The Archers turned in a sub-par 
performance as compared with most 
of their previous efforts, hitting only 
16 of 58 attempts for a meager .302 
percentage. The Trojans also scored 
16 field goals, so the game was actual- 
ly decided at the charity stripe, where 
South outscored the opposition 18-9. 
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TOM BOLYARD grabbed the open- 
ing tip and promptly pounded a lay- 
up through the hoop to put the Arch- 
ers in front, 2-0, where they stayed 
throughout the contest. Employing 
a collapsing zone defense which 
worked to perfection, and with Bol- 
yard and Dave Barrett sweeping both 
boards, the Green and White surged 
to a large early lead. 

Elmhurst was so completely shut 
out that they did not hit from the 
field until there was only 1:25 re- 
maining in the quarter. Several Arch- 
ers passed up shots to feed Bolyard 
under the basket, who led the attack 
with eight points. However, the score 
at the end of the quarter showed the 
Kellys ahead only 14-7. 

The second stanza proved to be 
more of the same, as the Archers, 
although playing below their capabili- 
ties, continued to dominate play. The 
Green’s long artillery had trouble 
finding the range, but it was of lit- 
tle consequence, since the rebounding 
was usually there to take care of it. 
The Trojans put up a game fight, but 
the Archers, hitting nearly 400 of 
their shots, continued to score rather 
easily, leading, 29-15, at the inter- 
mission.

THEN CAME THE disastrous sec- 
ond half. The Trojan defense sudden- 
ly stiffened and rebounders appeared 
everywhere; the Kellys found little 
resemblance to the play of the easy 
first half.

er. No one could find the range, and 
the offensive rebounding was poor. 

However, the Archer defense still 
proved effective against the cautious 
Elmhurst play, and the Trojans were 
able to gain only four points.

The Archers took the situa- 
tion in stride, however, and moved 
back into a 10-point lead. With 2:30 
to play the Trojans moved to within 
seven points at 42-35. 

Tom Bolyard finally broke the ice 
for the Kellys with 2:08 remaining, 
as he hit the first field goal of the 
quarter, which proved to be the third 
of only four made by the Archers in 
the second half. Demetre then put it 
away as he calmly sank two free 
throws, the last of the six straight 
charity tosses he made in the fourth 
stanza. Elmhurst once again nar- 
rowed the gap to seven, but the time 
was too short for any hope of victory 
for the Trojans. 

The win was the Archers’ fifth 
straight, and their record now stands 
at 12-3. 
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Three down and 23 from another! 
That sums up vulnerable Tom Bol- 
yard’s assault on all-time school and 
city scoring marks. The well-propor- 
tioned Archer senior forward sent 45 
markers through the hoops in week- 
end contests to up his season total to 
412, just 23 points shy of the stand- 
ing city mark held by Johnny Flow- 
ers, an ex-Central stalwart.

Welcome, all you freshman boys!

School Policy Concerning Sale 
Of Basketball Tourney Tickets 
Officially Announced By Principal 


Students To Receive 
First Chance To Buy 
659 Tournament Seats 


Principal R. Nelson Snider has offi- 
cially announced the school policy on 
the distribution and sale of basket- 
ball tourney tickets for the ’69 Sec- 
tional, Regional, Semi- State, and 
State Final tourneys. 

For the locally held Sectional, Re- 
gional, and Semi-State tourneys, Mr. 
Snider will act as head of host South 
Side. The principal announced the 
following in a bulletin: 

The demand for tournament tickets 
is usually much greater than the sup- 
ply we receive, so for many years it 
has been necessary to have—in ad- 
vance—some plan by which the tick- 
ets would be distributed. 

The plan was originally worked 
out by a committee of teachers, stu- 
dents, and parents, and has been fol- 
lowed exactly each year. A complete 
record is kept of all tickets so that 
we are able to show exactly where 
all tickets have gone. Of course, no 
plan will serve to satisfy those who 
are so unfortunate as not to secure 
tickets; but if we have a plan that 
is fair, and then follow it exactly, we 
have done all that is possible. 
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WE BELIEVE THAT the game of 
high school basketball should be con- 
ducted for the benefit of the boys 
and girls of the school; and, there- 
fore, the students of the school should 
have the first chance to purchase tick- 
ets for the tournaments. The only ex- 
ception to this is the provision for 
the members of the Athletic Depart- 
ment, who handle games during the 
year, and for the parents of the mem- 
bers of the tournament squad. 

Every effort is made to discourage 
the practice of purchasing tickets of 
the school with the idea of reselling 
them. 

Sectional Tourney 

In order to clear up any misunder- 
standings, the following manner of 
ticket distribution is listed in order 
of recipients: Athletic Department, 
parents of team members, Booster 
Club, yell leaders, and band. The 
above group will account for approx- 
imately 190 tickets. 

The rest of our allotment will go 
on sale as follows, with preference 
being given in a specific order. Stu- 





dents and teachers with full season 
tickets will receive one ticket each. 
This group includes members of Let- 
termen, football squad, band, and 
Booster members not covered by 
above. 

Others who will receive one ticket 
each are, in order, students and teach- 
ers with basketball season tickets, 
adults with full season tickets, adults 
with basketball season tickets, stu- 
dents and teachers without season 
tickets, adults without season tickets. 

Regional Tournament 

The number of tickets available for 
this tournament depends, of course, 
upon our participation in it. If we 
do not participate, we shall receive 
only 12 tickets. If we do participate, 
the same method as used in the Sec- 
tional Tourney shall apply. 

State Tournament 

For the State Tourney, the school 
will receive tickets for four per cent 
of its enrollment (or 83 tickets) plus 
25 if we are a Semi-State participant 
and plus 950 if we are a State Final- 
ist. 

Sectional Tourney tickets will be 
valid for games on Wednesday eve- 
ning, February 25; games Thursday 
evening, February 26; two sessions 
Friday, February 27; and two sessions 
Saturday, February 28. 

Following is a concise table for 
future reference on ticket sales, tell- 
ing time and place of sale as well as 
cost of tickets.

There are many beneficial organiza- 
tions to which teens devote their time;

nursette program in which teenage 
girls voluntarily give their time and 
service. 

Participating in the nursette pro- 
gram at Parkview Memorial Hospital 
are South Siders, Joyce Brittenham, 
Marge Bauer, Kathy Lee, Jean Schott, 
Sue Ringenberg, Phyllis Cozmas, and 
Carol Abramson. 

Nursettes, in red and white striped 
uniforms are a familiar sight to’ the 
personnel and patients of the hospital. 
Although these teens perform neces- 
sary services without pay, they are re- 
warded with pins for the number of 
hours they spend working in the hos- 
pital.

REALIZING THAT many persons 
are unacquainted with the nursette 
program, Joyce Brittenham explained, 
“The sections of the hospital in which 
a nursette may serve are surgery, 
central supply, laboratory, pharmacy, 
nursery, business office, pediatrics, and 
the Gift Shop.” 

Joyce further related that the va- 
rious divisions of the nursette pro- 
gram demand various little jobs. In 
surgery, napkins and doctors’ gowns 
are folded; while in central supply, a 
nursette cleans needles and bottles. In 
addition, girls in the laboratory label 
test tubes; and in pharmacy, a nurs- 
ette counts pills. 

The pediatrics division, which is a 
favorite of many girls, deals with 
feeding and amusing the children. 
Closely related to pediatrics is the 
nursery, where a volunteer secures 
clean linen for the baby-beds. One

100,000 seriously injured each year as a result 
of cars striking or swerving to avoid hitting 
objects thoughtlessly thrown on the highway? 

Fire is a very disastrous thing to happen to 
any home or building. Yet, if litter were re- 
moved from the buildings, the chance of fire 
wouldn’t be so great. The cost of litter-caused 
fires throughout the country is more than 70 
million dollars annually. 

Maybe during this past summer you enjoyed 
a trip through beautiful, wooded country. Last 
year, the U. S. Forest Service budgeted three 
million dollars just to clean up litter from our 
national forests. ' 

The reason that litter has grown to be a na- 
tional problem is due to one main fact, individual 
thoughtlessness. Americans have felt no per- 
sonal responsibility for the appearance of our 
public areas. They have felt no feeling of guilt

The Blue Devils of Shortridge, 
ranked third in the state by the polls 
of both the Associated Press and the

The South Side Archers, behind the 
history-making performance of Tom 
Bolyard, strung their line of consec- 
utive City Series victories to 26 last 
Friday as they ripped their rival, the 
Redskins of North Side, 55-44.

Abe Lincoln Is Symbol 
Of Man’s Determination 


Abraham Lincoln. Why does this one man, 
above millions of’ others of history, live today 
in the hearts of the masses just as though he 
walked among us? Why is he so long remem- 
bered and held in such great esteem? 

Not because his profile is on our common 
penny, no, not because his picture is on the five 
dollar bill. He means more than that. He's a 
symbol. A symbol of man’s determination, of 
man’s honor; yes, even a symbol of man’s faith. 

As we celebrate the 150th anniversary of 
Abraham Lincoln’s birthday, it is well that we 
look back at him as a man. , 

Many of Lincoln’s ideals and characteristics 
could well be a part of every teenager and every 
adult of today. How many of us have Lincoln’s 
determination? Who ever thought that a poor 
backwoodsman from Illinois would some day oc- 
cupy the White House and lead our country 
through one of the most trying times of history? 

Lincoln knew God had some plan for him, and 
he was determined to follow that plan. With 
that purpose in mind, he labored constantly, ever 
searching for knowledge and experience, even if 
it included splitting rails. 

But Lincoln wasn’t above heartbreak and 
tragedy. When his sweetheart, Ann Rutledge, 
died, Abe saw no reason to live and was ready 
to abandon his desires. Only a man like Lin- 
coln could decide for himself not to die. within, 
but to live and follow his star no matter through 
what thorns and troubles it may lead. How many 
of us could do that? 

In the White House, Lincoln was assailed from 
all sides by political and personal opponents. 
Great decisions faced him every day. It would 
have been easier and more favorable for him 
to foresake his principles and do as these men 
requested. : 

Abandon his honor? Not Abraham Lincoln. 
He stood by his ideals through thick and thin, 
often a man against a multitude. Despised by 
many, Lincoln was determined to maintain one 
definite thing: the Union. ; 

In his famous Gettysburg Address, Lincoln 
honored the victims of that fateful battle saying 
that they gave “their last full measure of de- 
yotion”; but how completely Lincoln himself 
gave his “last full measure,” He did everything 
in his power to preserve the Union, and how was 
he repaid? By a lashing bullet in the dark during 
one of his seldom moments of relaxation. 

Even though criticized and abused, Lincoln 
never lost faith in the good of man. He knew 
that eventually this good would shine through 
the darkness, bringing beams of hope to the 
people he loved. As the South bombarded Union 
forts and slowly edged their way toward Wash- 
ington, Abe still refused to recognize it as an 
alien government, he thought of it only as one 
in rebellion. The Union was preserved, partly 
through the faith and determination of one man. 

Lincoln was only human; he had weaknesses 
and made mistakes just like everyone else. He 
was often too trusting, thinking that everyones 
honor was just as high as his own. He refused 
bodyguards even when he knew his assassination 


was being plotted. He had faith in everyone. 

Determination, honor, and faith. How our 
hurried world of today needs more of these 
things. With a man like Lincoln to follow we 
ought to be able to attain these goals, for now 
“he belongs to the ages” to be remembered for 
years to come.

Several Theories 
On Valentine’s Day; 
None Proved Valid 


Why do you send Valentines? Why 
do all you otherwise stuffy and re- 
served males blossom forth and spend 
your money on pieces of pretty colored 
paper with. sentimental verses, to 
send to that special she? Where did 
this annual February 14 custom be- 
gin? Why it is called St. Valentine’s 
Day? 

There are several theories on the 
origin of the day. as we know it now, 
but none can be proved perfectly 
valid, One of the possibilities is that 
two early Christian martrys named 
Valentine, one a priest from Rome, 
the other a Bishop of Interamna, were 
declared saints. after their deaths in 


the third century. 


The fourteenth of February was 
dedicated to them as the day when 
they should be remembered—hence 
called St. Valentine's Day. 

Our custom, on the other hand, may 
have evolved from the Roman feast 
of Lupercalia. It was the eustom then 
for all the eligible maidens to place 
their names in a box, from which the 
young hopefuls of the village, on Feb- 
ruary 14, would withdraw a name— 
his partner for the next year. 

With the advent of Christianity, 
the clergy regarded this with suspi- 
cion, as well they might, and began 
to substitute the young misses’ names 
for those of saints,’ the idea being 
that the saint should be imitated 
throughout the coming year. 

The beginning of this explanation 
sounds possible, but exactly how, 
when, or why we-changed partially 
back to the same idea is not known, 
and can only be guessed by the alert 
minded. 

Chaucer once wrote: 

“Por this was Seynt Valen- 
tyne’s day. 

When every foul cometh ther 
to choose his mate.” 


This idea of February 14 being the 
day birds choose their mates may well 
be reflected in the fact that this 
same day humans show their affec- 
tion for one another. 

People used to exchange gifts; later 
only the youths ‘gave to the girls of 
their choice; finally valentines were 
started. When Post Offices were es- 
tablished and postal rates lowered, 
there was a tremendous increase in 
mail during February. In the early 
1900's, 1,250,000 valentines passed 
through Philadelphia’s Post Office 
and another 750,000 had to be re- 
jected as “not fit to be carried through 
the mail.” 

When you buy your valentines this 
year, remember with nostalgia that 
the very first ones cost only one cent 
each and reflect upon all the pennies 
that you spend.

\KYC’s Hear Speech | 
On Early Ft. Wayne 


“Fort Wayne is one of the most his- 
toric spots in the nation,” stated Mr. 
‘Jack Weicker in an address to the 
Know Your City Club at the February 
meeting. 

Mr, Weicker, who wrote a thesis in 
1950 about Fort Wayne industry be- 
fore 1850, talked about early Fort 
Wayne. 

Mr. Weicker told about the first 
fort in the three-rivers area, which 
was built by the French in 1719 near 
the present site of Fort Wayne State 
School...The English took over the 
fort in 1763 after the French and 
Indian War; A big Indian attack in 
1763 wiped out almost the entire set- 
tlement and for 30 years Fort Wayne 
was a wild area. 

In 1793 the American government 
sent Anthony Wayne to settle the In- 
dian trouble. General Wayne came to 
Fort Wayne im 1794 and built a fort. 
When one of his men suggested the 
garrison be named after him, Gen- 
eral Wayne did not decline the honor. 

The first records of any Fort Wayne 
induustry that Mr. Weicker could find 
were those concerning a Frenchman 
named Bouraie. He was commissioned 
by the government to deliver loaves 
of bread to the fort in 1814. 

Benjamin Archer built a brick fac- 
tery in 1824, Later Samuel Hanna 
built Fort Wayne’s first gristmill. In 
1883 the Fort Wayne Sentinel was 
published. By 1887 Fort Wayne had 
six lawyers, eight doctors, 14 dry- 
goods stores, 12 taverns, six preach- 
ers, one banking house, three paint- 
ers, two churches, and one print shop. 

Mr. Weicker, in concluding his talk, 
said that he hoped his audience had 
learned more about Fort Wayne and 
invited anyone interest in Fort Wayne 
history to join Know Your City Club.

“The study of art promotes individ- 
ualism because people learn to work 
by themselves, develops one’s imag- 
ination, and gives him ba 
and understanding of art and artists,” 
stated Janice Leist, senior, repre- 
senting the views of those studying 
art at South Side. ~ / 

Mrs. Ruth Fleck and Mr. Leon 
Smith, art teachers, also have many | 
ideas On the value of art to a person: 
Mrs. Fleck states, “Art experiences 
ate a democratic way of thinking. It 
is a very personal and creative proc- 
ess; experimental, yet involyes prin- 
ciples; therefore, it is a democratic 
way of life and natural means for the 
development of an individual’s unique 
self. ‘ 

“This view of the value of study 
of art certainly can make it of in- 
estimable yalue to a teenager, who 
needs opportunity at this age to ex- 
plore his creative self and express it. 
This view also infers that it would 
be of benefit to any student and not 
just.a select few who are highly tal- 
ented. Likewise, it would be of value 
in later life, but only insofar as an 
individual has succeeded in establish- 
ing the patterns of individual deci- 
sions graciously stated and abhoring 
the stale pattern of being ‘like the 


Joneses’.””

MR. SMITH BELIEVES art “en- 
ables the student’ to view things with 
a new perspective, an awareness that 
is non-existent until he has achieved 
some background, It is my thought 
that a person, any person, is unable 
to pass judgment, objectively, on any- 
thing until he has a basis for judg- 
ment. Because so many of us over- 
look this, I believe this is the reason 
we are plagued by the mediocrity we 
find ourselves in today. Art is one 
place to look in finding a basis for 
criticism.” 

Mr. Smith continues with a second 
yalue. “If a student shows that he 
has some latent artistic talent, the 
art room is the obvious place for him 
to explore and develop his talent.” 

Progressing from the values of art 
we come to the strong points in South 
Side’s art department. 

“Tt is very evident,” says Mrs. 
Fleck, “that we have many students 
envolled in the art department at 


They especially need this study and 
development of personal decisions. 

iy is, I believe, a strong point 
in the art department at South, since 
we are not striving just to serve a 
select few but a cross section of stu- 
dents who need art for daily liy- 
ing; and we hope also a few who will 
be professional artists and get fur- 
ther training on a college level, which 
affords special laboratories.” 

Mr. Smith goes on to say, “I be- 
lieve that by offering this type of 
leadership to the student we have 
found our strongest program in this 
department.

THE ART DEPARTMENT uses 
many materials each year, including 
about 18 types of paper, nine types 
of paint, and 13 items for sculpture 
and modeling, Mrs. Fleck listed the 
following examples of projects used 
most often: prints, design, drawing, 
lettering, posters, painting, sculpture, 
modeling, collage, fashions, illustra- 
tion, textiles, ceramics, mosaic, and 
jewelry. 

Every school teacher has his or her. 
goals when he begins toteacha 
course, Art is no different, and when 
asked his goals, Mr, Smith replied, 
“T think I can say that if my stu- 
dents have realized some level of be- 
ing ‘informed,’ then my time has been 
worth while. I do not mean to imply 
that the final project—the picture, 
the drawing, the construction—is not 
important; but it only achieves im- 
portance if the student knows not only 
what but why he is doing it. 

“We have a fault, sometimes, of 
placing too much emphasis on the 
final product and not enough on the 
interyal from the time the idea is 
born in abstract thought to the time 
of completion of the act.” 

Mrs. Fleck was-asked the same ques- 
tion, to which she replied, “First, a 
goal of most importance in teaching 
art is that all art students may be 
led to establish more orderly, crea- 
tive, and artistic homes. There can be 
no greater goal than betterment of 
our home life. I do not mean more 
abundance of luxuries, but ability to 
follow principles of design and make

“A SECOND GOAL is that stu- 
dents become aware of the world of 
the past and its art treasures as they 
velate to our contemporary age and 
its art expression.

We want students to be aware of all 
the senses so that they have ears 
that hear, eyes that see the beauty 
about them in life, in books, maga- 
zines, and even regularly seek for it 
in an art museum.

An inter- 
esting thing about the papers is that 
they are displayed behind glass for 
the general public to read. Books also 
were very plentiful and cheap. 

“The people of Russia are very 
friendly,” stated Mr. Trout; they do 
not consider the United States citi- 
zen and the United States government 
as the same. The people were very 
helpful, because whenever they saw 
one in trouble they were always ready 
to help out. 

Just recently CBS was banned from 
Russia, and the reason given was 
that the CBS network in the United 
States produced a play on “Playhouse 
90” called “A Plot to Kill Stalin,” 
but Mr, Trout felt that the Moscow 
correspondent would be allowed to 
go back soon. 

When asked about his job, he said 
he liked it very much and especially

If our missile experts at Cape Ca- 
naveral were as proficient at putting 
rockets into space as Tom Bolyard is 
at putting a ball through a rim, we'd 
have been to Mars a long time ago.

IN THE FINAL QUARTER with 
4:49 remaining Bolyard pumped 
through a jump shot raising his total 
to 44 and a new record. He added two 
more free throws and then with 1:24 
to go on a fast break and a fine pass 
from Ted Lebrecht, he not only dunked 
it but literally pounded the ball 
through. the hoop to the ecstatic joy 
of the South Side rooters. These 
were the two points needed to break 
the record and a moment later Coach 
Reichert removed him from the game 
amidst a standing ovation. 

Statistics-wise the Archers were 
really tops, making 34 out of 73 for 
a 463 percentage. Their showing on 
the foul line was equally as great as 
they cashed in on 22 out of 28 at- 
tempts, the total further exhibiting 
the importance of the foul shot. 

In a sense this contest was similar 
to the Terre Haute Gerstmeyer game 
of last season. Both teams were very 
highly touted and both were overpow- 
ered from the start by a tremendous 
South Side scoring surge. Froebel had 
beaten earlier this season the number 
one team in the state East Chicago 
Washington. This, coupled with the 
overwhelming score of the Archer

Many Awards 


“It is possible for many a boy or girl 
to go to college if he wants to,” said 
Mr. R. Nelson Snider, principal, 


Every college gives scholarships. 
Some of those mentioned by Mr. Sni- 
der are NROTC (Naval Reserve Of- 
ficer Training Course), which gives 
tuition, fees, books, room and board, 
and better than $600 a year; another 
is the National Merit Scholarship 
Foundation. This test is taken in May. 
Last May 8, students at South Side 
placed in the top one per cent of 
4,790 students taking the test. ight 
hundred scholarships were given, 
which reduced the odds to one to six. 
One student out of the eight from 
South Side received a $100 scholar- 
ship. 

All colleges in Indiana go together 
to give a Scholarship Qualifying Test, 
taken in the fall. All students wish- 
ing to go to a college in Indiana on 
a scholarship must take this test. 

Kap Kilbourne, a Fort Wayne 
businessman, gives $10,000 annually 
to graduates of high schools in Fort 
Wayne and Allen County in the form 
of scholarships. 

However, Mr, Snider says, ‘There 
are very few scholarships that make 
it possible to go to college, and pay 
for room, food, etce., without extra 
money from home. 

“A student doesn’t have much 
chance to get a scholarship unless 
high in the class, seldom less than 
the top five per cent.” 

The Griffin Scholarship to Yale 
University is provided by Mr. Grif- 
fin, who gives $1,200 annually to each 
student who has won the scholarship. 
He does this in memory of his son, 
who was killed in a car accident while 
attending the university.

Kuder Exams 


Kuder Preference Tests are now 
being given by Mr. Ora Davis, guid- 
ance director. The Kuder tests are 
published by the Science Research 
Associates, one of the well-known 
publishers of this type of test. They 
also publish the Iowa tests taken by 
the seniors. 


A pupil taking the test has a choice 
of two types, personal and vocational. 
The personal] test tells about the in- 
dividual, and the vocational has to 
do with professions. 


The test goes by a series of choices. 
There are three activities mentioned 
in each group. The person taking the 
test chooses two out of three answers; 
The first choice is the activity he 
would most like to do, and the sec- 
ond choice is the activity he would 
least like to do. In all, there are 624 
activities to choose from. After the 
answers are put together, the stu- 
dent is told the interpretation of the 
test. 


Mr. Davis stresses that the Kuder 
test is one that tells preference of 
interest, not aptitude. This test tells 
the profession a person is most in- 
terested in, not if he is capable of 
doing it, On the other hand, an apti- 
tude test tells what you are best 
fitted to do. 

Anyone wishing to take this test 
should see Mr. Davis. It costs 20 
cents and takes one hour to complete 
a test.

Thus 
living, though their footfalls are heard no more, 
their voices are louder than the thunder and un- 
ceasing as the flow of tides or air.” This quota- 
tion by the American, Henry Ward Beecher, ex- 
emplifies George Washington, for he was a man 
who ranks among the greatest of men. 

On February 22, 1732, George Washington was 
born in America, destined to become a renowned 
leader of the American. people. What elements 
contributed to the greatness of character which 
the “Father of Our Country” possessed? 

Perhaps it was environment. Washington was 
born and lived in America, a frontier land, a land 
of thirteen colonies, a land where education was 
searce and Indian savages a constant threat. 
Washington met these challenges successfully. 

Perhaps it was the acquaintance he had with 
many walks of life. He was a surveyor, farmer, 
soldier, and pioneer. His station in life was one 
of prosperity. Although he had wealth, his en- 
durance for hardships didn’t become lost in 
luxury. 

Women many times contribute to the great- 
ness of aman. Perhaps Martha Curtis, married 
to Washington on January 6, 1759, was a vital 
asset in the making of this remarkable man. 

Whatever components made up his character, 
no one can deny that Washington had a outstand- 
ing and admirable one. In July 1776, when his 
country was engaged in strife and turmoil con- 
nected with a reyolutionary war, George Wash- 
ington arose and accepted the leadership of the 
forces of thirteen little colonies. His spirit of 
nationalism. great leadership quality, patience, 
and endurance piloted the colonies to victory. 

At the birth of our nation, in 1787, at the Con- 
stitutional Convention, Washington was again 
called upon to serve his country. Our forefathers 
many years ago realized Washington was an ex- 
traordinary person; they unanimously elected 
him president of the newly founded United States 
of America. 

George Washington was a truly admirable 
man. Maybe if he hadn’t “fathered” the new 
land called America, our United States would not 
be what it is today. In 1799 when Washington 
died, as do all mortal men, he did not die in the 
minds of Americans. As Henry Ward Beecher 
stated he will “Live again and forever.”

Indiana’s Lincoln State Park 
Preserves Land Abe Walked 


(Editor’s Note: The following 
is the first of two articles writ- 
ten by Mr. Hemmer, a member. 
of the Social Studies Depart- 
ment, This and a following arti- 
cle haye to do with the Indiana 
period of Abraham Lincoln's life. 
Mr. Hemmer is a native of Spen- 
cer County, Indiana—the heart of 
the Lincoln country.) 





Indiana has many beautiful and in- 
teresting state parks. Every year our 
citizens attain hours of physical plea- 
sure and many educational experi- 
ences from their visitations to these 
parks. 

This year gtate and even national 
attention will be directed to one of 
these parks in particular, the Lin- 
coln State Park in Spencer County— 
the county in which Abraham Lin- 
coln lived for 14 years, In 1932, the 
State of Indiana procured 1,540 acres 
on which to establish this park. Many 
of Abraham Lincoln’s boyhood ex- 
periences and experiments in human 
nature which were so important in 
shaping his adult life, ideas, and 
ideals occurred on these acres. 

* * # 

IN DECEMBER of 1816, Indiana 
entered the Union, and a Kentuckian 
named Thomas Lincoln crossed the 





Ohio River with his wife, Nancy, his 
nine-year-old daughter, Sarah, and 
his seven-year-old son, Abraham. Aft- 
er landing their flatboat near the pres- 


ent town of Troy, Ind., they proceeded 
approximately 16 miles in a north- 
westerly direction to a 160-acre tract 
of land which Thomas Lineoln had 
staked out on a previous visit. 

There was no road for the Lincolns 
to follow on their overland trip in the! 
wilds of Southern Indiana. Two days 
filled with chopping thick vines and} 
clearing heavy underbrush were need- 
ed to travel the relatively short dis- 
tance from the river to their home- 
stead.

OUR MANY MODERN conveni- 
ences make it hard for us today to 
imagine the hardships which the Lin- 
coln family endured those first few 
winters in Indiana. 

Im order for one to relive some of 
their experiences, he would have .to 
do the fallowing: Purchase a wild, 
wooded area; take along a rifle, an 
ax, a few pieces of extra clothing, 
several necessary housekeeping uten- 
sils, and a small amount of food; cut 
some ‘young trees; build himself a 
log cabin with one. side open; and 
supply the greater part of his needs 
from the surrounding land and its 
wild animals. 

Since this is hardly practical (if 
not impossible) in the midst of the 
twentieth century, perhaps one might 
at least be able to mentally relive 
some of Lincoln’s early Indiana ex- 
periences by visiting the scene of his 
boyhood.

Was Harsh, Cruel Frontier Life 


Upon arriving at their Indiana 
homestead in 1816, the Lincoln’s hast- 
ily erected an “open -faced” cabin 
which was to be their home that first 
winter. Frontier life was very harsh 
and cruel, epidemics were frequent, 
and the death rate was high. 

After two years of life in the South- 
ern Indiana wilderness, Nancy Hanks 
Lincoln succumbed to the milk-sick- 
ness. She was laid to rest in a small 
community graveyard about a quarter 
of a mile south of their cabin site. 
Her casket was a simple wooden box 
constructed by her husband and young 
Abraham. 

This was a tragic event in Lincoln’s 
life. Not only had she been a loving 
mother to her young son, she had 
also been an inspiring teacher. Her 
teachings and guidance remained alive 
in the heart and mind of her nine- 


year-old son.

A YEAR LATER, a new “teacher- 
mother” moved into the Lincoln cabin. 
Abraham’s step-mother, Sarah Bush 
Lincoln, gave sympathy and under- 
standing to him in his hours of need. 
During his adolescent years, she con- 
stantly encouraged and helped him to 
satisfy his great thirst for knowledge. 

Certainly many of Lincoln’s person- 
al qualities and ideas which later 
helped him rise to one of the highest 
levels of greatness can be attributed 
to the early training received from 
his mother and step-mother,

Acting as head cook, Mrs. Edna Hun- 
ter does the daily ordering. 

Mrs. Mary Watson keeps busy bak- 
ing cakes and making pastry. Respon- 
sible for the salads is Miss Mabel 
Billiard. Mrs. Sellers, Mrs. .Koehler, 
Mrs. Woeber, and Mrs. Huffman assist 
in the kitchen. 

Serving at the north counter are 
Mrs. Sellers and Mrs, Watson. Mrs. 
Koehler and Mrs. Billiard handle the 
south counter. Mrs. Woeber operates 
the cash register at the south counter 
and Miss Mellen at the north. Mrs. 
Hunter supervises in the kitchen. 

The ten students who work an hour 
every day are Ruth Beyerlein, Ilene 
Ray, Pat Merehart, Pat Arnett, Pat 
Simmers, Sandy Tracy, Gertrude Gir- 
adot, Sherry Kock, Louise Jackson, 
and Lucilie Wagner. They earn their 
lunch by assisting at the dishwasher 
and doing messenger work. 


Food is food the world over so the 
saying goes, but put it in a beautiful 
new environment and, presto, you have 
added new customers! This is just 
what has happened at our new cafe- 
teria. Attendance has increased 30 
per cent. In order to keep these 
hungry people happy, 500 pounds of 
potatoes and 60 dozen eggs are or- 
dered every week, 312 cartons of 
milk, 35 to 50 pounds of hamburger 
and other kinds of meat, 55 loaves of 
bread, about 192 candy bars, and 180 
ice cream cups are consumed in one} 
day. 

Miss Mellen says that kitchen and 
dining room cupboards. are needed, 
and that the counters aren’t workable | 
enough. She states that these are 
offset by many improvements. Be- 
sides being attractive and restful, the 
cafeteria accommodates new added 
equipment. 

The walk-in cooler, vegetable steam- 
er, electric potato peeler, three gar- 
bage disposals, and stainless steel 
counters help to make the new cafe- 
teria a more economical place to work. 
Along with these added conveniences, | 
work has been decreased. The dish- 
washer in a separate room helps a 
great deal. Two counters and garbage 
deliveries on the ground floor add to 





these conveniences.

The selection of the 700 finalists 
who will be awarded Merit Scholar- 
ships, is performed by the Merit 
Scholarship Selection Committee, a 
panel of experts in academic selec- 
tion, and by special judging teams 
convened by various donors of Merit 
Scholarships. Grades, leadership, citi- 
zenship, and extra-curricular activi- 
ties are considered as well as test 
scores. 
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THE MERIT SCHOLARSHIPS are 
four-year awards, and carry stipends 
that range from $100 a year to $1,500 
a year. Each stipend is individually 
determined on the basis of the need 
of the individual recipient. The amount 
is based on family resources, summer 
earnings, and college costs, all of 
which vary with each winner. 

No Merit Scholar may accept other 
major scholarships in addition to his 
Merit Scholarship stipend. This rule, 
followed by most private donors, is 
to allow the available funds to be 


spread to as many outstanding stu- 
dents as possible, 

Each student chooses his college 
and course of study, and admission 
to college is the responsibility of each 
student. 

* * = 

OVER 80 CORPORATIONS, foun- 
dations, and other organizations will 
be offering Merit Scholarships to the 
68-59 winners. Four of them—the 
Sears Foundation, IBM Corporation, 
Shell Companies Foundation, Inc., and 
Lilly Endowment, Inc.—will together 
offer 135 Merit Scholarships. 

The National Merit Scholarship 
Corporation was established in 1955 
through grants of $20.5 million from 
Ford Foundation and the Carnegie 
Corporation of New York. The cur- 
rent program is the fourth that has 
been conducted. Nearly one million 
students haye been tested to date. 

The next program will begin April 
28, 1959, with the Qualifying Test, 
to be given in an estimated 15,000 
high schools,

Archers Nip C.C. 60-52, Win Fourth § 


Kellys Score 
28th Triumph 
Over City Foes 


South Wins 6th Straight 
Over Central Catholic; 
Tom Bolyard Scores 32

The numbers 28, 4, and 6 unfolded 
as magic last Friday as South Side’s 
Archers achieved their 28th straight 
City Series win, their fourth consec- 
utive city championship, and their 
sixth successive victory over one city 
foe, in downing the Irish of Central 
Catholic, 60-52. 

Led by fabulous Tom Bolyard, the 
Green amassed a spectacular shoot- 
ing average, proving too much for 
the Central Catholic quintet. The 
Green potted 25 field goals out of 49 
attempts for a torrid .510 percentage. 

Bolyard, contributing 32 points to 
his team’s cause, established just one 
more in a long list of marks for which 
he has been responsible. He now holds 
the most points scored, excluding 
tournament play, eradicating the old 
high set by Central's Johnny Kelso 
in 1958. 

= = = 

BOLYARD, HOWEVER, did not 
capture all the applause as there 
were three other Archers who played 
outstanding ball throughout the con- 


test. Mike Simmons, rising to the | 


fore scoring-wise when he was most 
needed, cashed in 10 points and played 
sterling defense from the opening tip 
to the final buzzer. 

Bill Meyer finally came into his 
own, getting eight points and keeping 
the Irish dizzy with his favorite driv- 
ing style of play. Daye Barrett, al- 
though he did, not s¢ore so highly, 
was indispensible off the boards, grab- 
bing 16 important rebounds to lead 
everybody in that department. 

The Irish only had Bob Pelkington 
and John Sorg who were hitting to 
any degree of proficiency. 

The first quarter did not see too 
much scoring due to the fact that the 
Purple could not penetrate South’s de- 
fense; and while the Archers were 
breaking loose on offense, they were 
not warmed up sufficiently and missed 
numerous good shots. The stanza end- 
ed with South on the long end of an 
8-6 count. 


THE OFFICIALS, who incidentally 
called a fine ball game, nullified two 
South Side foul conversions, one in 
each of the first two periods, per- 
mitting Central Catholic to tie the 
score at 13-all in the second period. 
But senior guard Mike Simmons and 
Tom Bolyard took over, pushing the 
Green into the lead and at the half 
the scoreboard showed South ahead, 
28-21. 

The third quarter was highlighted 
by more of Meyer’s drive-in shots. 

In the final period, the Irish felt 
the full wrath of Bolyard as he pasted 
the hoop for five baskets out of six 
tries with Terry Coonan, Irish coach, 
trying everything he knew, unsuccess- 
fully, to stop the tremendous senior. 

The Central Catholic fans did have 
their thrill for a short time as at one 
stage of the game the Irish pulled 
within four points at 49-45 with Pel- 
kington setting a school scoring rec- 
ord. The Irish elation was short-lived 
as Don Reichert’s crew surged ahead 
to their sixth city crown. 

Mike Simmons was top man as far 
as shooting percentages go making 
four out of five. Bolyard was second 
with 14 for 21. 

About the only great point of con- 
cern in the Archer camp is that Nick 
Demetre played a very sub-par game, 
getting only two points; but then ev- 
ery ball player has his off nights.

(South Side-Gentral Sectional Game To Mark (Contanaiel 


Series Is Thirty-Seven Years Old; Began Back In 1923 


If both teams are successful in ad- 
vancing to the Sectional finals, South 
Side and Central will meet on the 
hardwood for the 100th time. Of their 
99 previous meetings, South has won 
51 and Central 48. 

The ancient rivalry began 37 years 
ago in 1928. The Archers were under 
Ward O. Gilbert in the first years of 
their campaigning. Gilbert was suc- 
ceeded in 1927 by Lundy Welborn, 
who coached for one year. 

J. H. “Jake” McClure followed Wel- 
born in 1928. He coached for seven 
years, and in that length of time, his 
charges won three Sectional titles. 
This era saw some of the better ag- 
gregations which have represented 
South Side. In 1929 the first team 
to represent the school made the trip 
to Indianapolis. Some of the stand- 
outs of this period were names such 
as Fleming, Wilson, Dickey, Miner, 
and Ralston. Many great games were 
played with the pesky Tigers of Cen- 
tral, who could always be expected 
to come’up with a tough team. 

= = = 

McCLURE WAS succeeded in 1935 
by Burl Friddle. Under his guidance, 
the Kellys rose to their highest ath- 
letic achievements thus far in their 
history. The 1937 team had an excel- 
lent season, and it paved the way for 
still better years. One of the mem- 
bers of this squad was a boy named 
Reichert. The 1988 team compiled a 
sensational 19-3 record in regular- 
season play, beating Central 30-28 
and 41-36 in regular season games. 
In the Sectional Tourney, the Green 
defeated the Blue, 23-15, for the title. 

The Kellys then stormed on through 
to the finals, where they won the 
school’s first state championship, 
which was also the first for the city 
of Fort Wayne. Famous names from 
this championship team include two 
all-state performers, 6-8 Jim Glass, 
and Dale Hamilton. Other familiar 
names were Hines, Roth, and Bolyard. 

In 1939, all eyes were on the Arch- 
ers. They breezed through their en- 
tire schedule undefeated and in doing 
so topped Central 43-86 and 31-27, 
picking up the city and Sectional 
championships to boot. However, they 
were upset on the trail to Naptown 
in the Regionals. The culprits were 
a game little Ossian team.

AGAIN IN 1940 South Side re- 
turned to Indianapolis. On their third 
venture, nevertheless, they were de- 
feated by Mitchell, 

Friddle was followed by Wayne 
Scott, present South Side athletic di- 
rector. His tenure saw some of the 
greatest South-Central tilts. One 
which will never be forgotten occured 
in 1948. The Tigers and the Archers 
both had tremendous teams that year. 
In their first game of the season, the 
Tigers were victorious, 26-22, The 
Archers evened the score a few weeks 
later by winning, 36-30. When’ they 
met for the third time, in the Section- 
al finals, the tension was high. Cen- 
tral pulled out one of those now- 
famous overtime wins, 25-24. This 
was the closest they came to defeat 
the rest of the way, as they waltzed 
to their first, and Fort Wayne’s sec- 
ond, state championship.

AFTER SCOTTY, Glen Stebing 
coached for one year. The next coach 
was Don Reichert. During the late 
1940’s and early 1950’s, the Tigers 
made it a habit to beat almost every- 
one in sight, including the Archers. 
Therefore, they had run up a nice 
lead in the all-time series. 

Under Reichert, however, a new 
Archer dynasty was born. They final- 
ly succeeded in upending a long Cen- 
tral string in 1956. With such names 
as Terry Miller and Bob Blackledge, 
they also took the city, Sectional, and 
Regional. The tourney trail ended at 
the Semi-State, with a defeat by Elk- 
hart, 

In the 1956-57 season, South pasted 
Central three times running. These 
games, all close, featured players such 
as Mike McCoy, Chris and Carl Stay- 
reti, Danny Howe, and a sophomore 
named Bolyard. Central had the serv- 
ices of greats such as John Kelso and 
Ben Hawkins. The Archers again cap-

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Times Staff Puts In Hard Work 
Every Week To Publish Paper 


As you open your Times this morn- 
ing and begin to review the events 
of the week, the thought farthest 
from your mind could be the steps 
through which this paper passes un- 
til it reaches you in its finished form 
every Thursday morning. But in case 
you have ever wondered about this, 
here is the story of the life of the 
Times. 

First, in order to have the funds 
for publishing the paper, many peo- 
ple must subscribe for the Times. It 
costs a lot of money to print a paper, 
especially one of the quality of ours. 
Advertisements are the main source 
of money for publication. 

Next is the staff of the paper. It 
consists partly of the feature writ- 
ers, who write stories of current in- 
terest to all; and news writers, who 
tell us what’s new around the school, 
The photographers add much to the 
usefulness and appearance of the pa- 
per by letting us see who or what the 
story is about. Ad solicitors have the 
job of calling on business organiza- 
tions to solicit ads. Sports writers 
and editorial writers are other im- 
portant staffs of the paper. 


A WRITER IS given an assign- 
ment, written in the assignment book. 
The writers check the assignment 
book frequently to see if they have 
a story. If they do, they check it out, 
find out when it is due, and begin 
work on the story. 

When the story is finished it is put 
in the copy box. It is then copyread, 
or edited to correct errors. Then the 
stories and ads are set in type and 
printed on long strips of paper called 
galley proofs. These are proofread 
and any mistakes in printing are cor- 
rected. Then the make-up editor, with 
the help of the other editors, cuts up 
the galley proofs into separate arti- 
cles and pastes them on a sheet of 
paper according to the way they are 
to appear in the paper. The type is 
then arranged accordingly. 

On Wednesday morning the paper 
goes to press. After the papers are 
printed, they are folded and counted 
into bundles under the direction of 
book heads and room agents. 

The final step in the life of the 
Times is when it is picked up in the 
Times room on Thursday morning 
and delivered straight to you for your 
enjoyment,

Next to feel the Archer sting were 
Concordia’s rebuilding Cadets. The 
margin was again noteworthy and 
gave the Green starters a chance to 
rest nearly half the contest in antici- 
pation of the rugged play in store 
for Saturday’s two games. 

Rest in the opening two contests as 
well as in the Leo contest, in which 
South emerged victor by 179-56, 
proved most valuable against the 
pesky Tigers in the centennial meet- 
ing between the two teams, 

In the Leo engagement, the starting 
string took a shower about three min- 
utes before the final buzzer official- 
ly declared the Kellys victors. ; 

Then came that much anticipated 
100th meeting. And as expected the 
two arch rivals, Central and South, 
slugged it out for 32 minutes and had 
the some 8,000 fans on hand scream- 
ing throughout.

In Nation-Wide Iowa Scholastic Tests 


South Side stands up to the criti- 
cal attention directed at the Ameri- 
can school system ever since the 
launching of the first Russian satel- 


lite. As proof of this statement, along 
with the class of ’68, whose composite 
score of the Iowa Tests in the 98th 
percentile, highest of any large com- 
prehensive high school in the coun- 
try, the class of 59 again placed in 
the 98th percentile. 

The Iowa Tests, made up by the 
Research Department of Iowa Uni- 
versity, is given to thousands of stu- 
dents at the eighth and ninth grade 
levels and again in the twelfth grade 
to determine the progress made by 
a high school student. 

The before-hand estimate of the 
student body scores was lower than 
the actual tally. One per cent of the 
class was expected to rank in the

Rudiments Of Cheating 
Explained For Amateurs 


Nowadays everybody seems to be putting his 
native wit to work by exploiting “Do It Yourself” 
articles, in a great range of subjects from “How 
to Clean Canary Cages” to “How to Construct 
Crustacean Counters.” This literary morsel, how- 
ever, does not penetrate the mysteries of cage 
cleaning or crustacean counters, but acquaints 
its readers with the rudiments of Cheating. 

Cheating is a very general classification; it in- 
cludes elements from Sneakiness to Downright 
Dishonesty. This short article could not possibly 
delve into all the fine details of the art of Cheat- 
ing, but it will light on a few of the more inter- 
esting methods. 

The technique of Cheating varies with the 
desired end result. An amateur cheater who 
simply wants a little help should not bother with 
the more serious aspects of Downright Dishon- 
esty. Downright Dishonesty is reserved for those 
individuals who, through no fault of their own, 
do not have the natural inclination to pursue 
academic objectives; i.e. lazy clucks.

South Meets Dr.

How does South Side compare with 
other American high schools? Are 
the educational opportunities good, 
mediocre, or poor, and are the stu- 
dents taking advantage of them? 
What are the requirements and aims 
of our school? 

In an attempt to find the answers 
to these questions, Mr. R. Nelson Sni- 
der, principal, was interviewed. 

When asked how he thought South 
Side compared with other high 
schools, he replied, “I don’t think, I 
know. Last year our seniors took the 
Iowa Standard Achievement Tests 
and their grades were among the high- 





est in the country.” 

A study of American high schools 
was recently made by Dr. James Co- 
nant. Dr. Conant was a president of 
Harvard University, ambassador to 
West Germany, and a renowned chem- 
ist, having played a key administra- 
tive role in the development of the 
atomic bomb. He is obviously well 
qualified to make such a study, and 
his findings are worthy of careful 
consideration.

TO SCHOOL BOARDS and high 
school principals he offers the fol- 
lowing suggestions: 

1, Counsel students to plan their 
high school programs on an individual 
basis. Do not fit students into rigid 
curriculums. 

2. Require all students to take cer- 
tain courses as general education for 
citizenship. These should include four 
years of English, three or four years 
of social studies including two of his- 
tory, one year of mathematics and 
one year of science. 

8, Place all students in their re- 
quired courses in class sections ac- 
cording to their ability, subject by 
subject, The same pupil may be in a 
fast English section but in a middle 
section in history. Such divisions 
should be flexible and individual. 

4. Enable students not going on 
to college to elect vocational courses 
of direct use in their communities. Do 
not separate these students from oth- 
ers taking academic courses. 

5. Encourage the top 15 per cent 
of students to take more challenging 
academic courses, including four years 
of mathematics, four years of one 
foreign language, and three years of 
science, in addition. to the English 
and social studies required of all. 

6. Give special attention to the 
highly gifted three per cent of the 
school population and to pupils whose 
reading ability is particularly low.

well acquainted with these recom- 
mendations. When questioned con- 
cerning how well South Side met the 
standards and requirements set. by 
Dr. Conant, Mr, Snider indicated that 
our school meets practically all these 
requirements and has done so for 
many years. 

South Side has the advantage of 
unusually capable guidance counsel- 
ors. Most incoming students are in- 
terviewed by Miss Van Gorder, Mr. 
Davis, or occasionally, Mr. Snider. A 
student may, at any time, request 
counseling concerning his present 
course of studies or any valid change 
which circumstances or his ability 
warrant. 

Concerning point two, regarding re- 
quired subjects, Mr. Snider said that 
we follow it except on the four years 
of English. 

“For 32 years we have done just 
that,” Mr. Snider said in connection 
with the third point. No doubt South 
Side pioneered in this method of:clas- 
sification of pupils according to scho- 
lastic ability, and the results are evi- 
dent in the splendid showing that the 
South Side seniors made on the Iowa 
Tests.

THE FOURTH recommendation, 
concerning vocational courses, has 
also been followed at South for many 
years. Eyery student, no matter what 
course he’s on, must take the Mini- 
mum Essentials Test. All are required 
to pass this test in order to receive 
credit for English. The passing grade 
is 70. South Side is the only school 
in Fort Wayne which gives these 
tests. 

On one point in the fifth recom- 
mendation, the foreign language, Mr. 
Snider feels there could be some im- 
provement. South Side does not re- 
quire that four years of one foreign 
language be taken, although Mr. Sni- 
der has suggested it for many years. 
In order to master a language, one 
must take at least four years of it, 
which most students do not do. 

The sixth and last point is taken 
care of very effectively at South 
Side, Our school has special classes 
for exceptional students, and develop- 
mental reading classes. are available 
to those students wishing to increase 





their reading speed and ability. f 

In conclusion, Mr. Snider said, “I 
feel that our program is as good as it 
could be. For 82 years we have offered 
everything Dr. Conant has suggested. 
The only thing we might improve on 
is foreign language. Four years of 
one language would be much better.”

8, will be united, with all members 
of the Fine Arts Foundatién partici- 
pating as one central unit. This plan 
was announced at a high school press 
conference attended by Marilyn Cole 
and John Hendricksen. 

The main purpose of the drive is 
to obtain enough money to meet the 
members’ various operating expenses, 
By doing this it will help the Fine 
Arts’ organizations function more 
effectively and grow in strength and 
artistic excellence. 

By having one combined effort it 
is hoped to eliminate the need for 
various separate solicitations. In the 
past, all members of the Foundation 
had separate campaigns, Since the 
various forms of art appeal to dif- 
ferent people, the entire community 
was not reached, making the drives 
not as successful as hoped.

THE FINE ARTS Foundation ex- 
ecutive director, Richard Gibeau, pre- 
pared the ground work for the forth- 
coming campaign.

Every teenager probably has a dif- 
ferent desire or goal set before him 
which he hopes some day to aceom- 

a iste desi 

this is to go to. school. I am a 
Navajo girl and I will probably never 
accomplish this desire, because we 
are very poor. I spent my days car- 
ing for my father’s herd of sheep; 
nevertheless, I cannot help wishing 
that I was one of the fortunate Amer- 
ican teenagers who had the privilege 
of attending high school. 

I remember the two short years 
that I attended a-small mission school 
here on our reservation in New Mex- 
ico, and the multitude of interesting 
things that I learned. I liked best the 
study of our vast land and its his- 
tory. We studied the many Presidents 
who contributed to the making of our 
land and its: universal standing. My 
favorite President was Abraham Lin- 
coln because his life was so much 
like mine. 


I read that Mr, Lincoln walked as 
much as four and one-half miles a 
day to school in Knob Creek, Ky. I 
rode my pony three miles a day to 
school and then the journey seemed 
almost endless. On one such day, I 
thought about Mr. Lincoln trudging 
along as a boy to. school. I imagined 
him smiling because he was able to 
attend school and learn more. If a 
great. President and man like Mr. 
Lincoln could walk to school and not 
complain of the distance, I thought, 
why should a lowly Indian girl like 
me be fazed at-all? I felt proud from 
then on that I could do things just 
like Mr, Lincoln. 

Our small, dirt hogans are very 
different from your houses. We do 
not have electricity or any modern 
conveniences as most American fam- 
ilies have. I always studied before 
the light of our firepile and some- 





times wondered what electrie lights 
were actually like. Mr. Lincoln also 
read by firelight, often many hours 
after midnight—if it was good enough 
for Mr, Lincoln then, it is good enough 
for me now! Mr, Lincoln strived daily 
to learn all that he could, that is why 
I find it hard to believe some of the 
stories I’ye heard concerning Ameri- 
can teenagers. -

_ I HAVE HEARD that some Amer- 
ican teenagers abuse their privilege 
to learn by acting up in the school 
classrooms. We are taught to be very 
attentive and to make use of the short 
schooling opportunity that we do 
have. We are taught that some day 
we might aid our Indian people in 
obtaining some social rights and jus- 
tices that are long deserved. 

I realize that in order to accom- 
plish anything, no matter how large 
or small a task, that one must be 
learned. Mr. Lincoln rose to the very 
head of our country only by his own 
desire and with the help of our God, 
too, I believe. Many obstacles stood 
in his way, but by conquering’ them 
he improved himself and became an 
even greater man. Many things stand 
in my way of obtaining the education 
that I want and that I think within 
rights of deserving, 

As I mentioned previously, my. peo- 
ple are very poor. We do not have 
the required money to assure educa- 
tions for the young Indian children. 
Tuition is almost $60 a year to even 
be admitted to a high school. 

This amount may not sound ex- 
pensive to you—but rarely have any 
of my people even seen that much, 
Also another problem is my Indian 
heritage. We are not accepted by the 
white people in general; although, the 
missionaries haye proved to be our 
friends by helping us in many ways. 
Many ‘of my people would die today 








if it weren’t for the deyoted mission- 

aries, who haye come to live among 

us and care for our injured and sick. 

Many times I am mocked because of 

the color of my skin and the fact that 

I am an Indian. ry

I FIND COMFORT in knowing that 
all white people aren't like this. Mr. 
Lincoln cared enough for the Negroes, 
despite the dissimilation in skin col- 
or, to try to free them from slavery. 
Although Mr. Lincoln was criticized 
for his interest in the Negroes’ wel- 
fare then, we count this as one of 
the primary factors leading to his 
immortal face. Although my people 
were the first inhabitants of the Unit- 
ed States, they are now cast aside 
as apart of the past and almost for- 
gotten in the bustling city life and 
new modern inventions. Life has not 
changed much on our reservation land, 
there are some advantages to this, 
too, I.think. 


The reservation, largely consisting 
of scorched desert land, mesas, and 
some mountains, is our home; and 
was the home of our brave ancestors. 
Our highways, as we call them, might 
be compared with your dirt country 
roads. We have no telephones and 
few are rich enough to own a vehicle, 
Despite the disadvantages as you 
might call them, we have some ad- 
vantages that. those in the busy cities 
lack. f 

Abraham Lincoln lived close to 
nature—as we always have. Young- 
sters instead of riding bicycles as 
you do, find joy in observing the’ small 
desert animals, birds, and plant life. 
I remember a story of Mr. Lincoln, 
where he was riding to a banquet 
(where he was honored guest-speak- 
er) dressed in his Sunday-best, While 
riding along the muddy Illinois road, 
he spotted a small pig stuck in the 
mud squealing wildly. Without a

I 
even imagine sometimes that Mr. Lin- 
coln is my teacher, and that in his 
slow-speaking manner, tells of his 
many experiences as Presiden 
United States, ey 

1 know that these things are im- 
possible, but I believe that Mr. Lin- 
coln is willing to be a teacher to all 
that desire to learn, Virtue, honesty, 
good citizenship, kindness, and faith 
are only a few of the lessons that Mr, 
Lincoln can teach us. We must be 
willing to comprehend and practice 
what he teaches us though, or all of 
his efforts are in vain, 

I will probably never be able to 
attend high school, but I hope that 
you fortunate ones who do, will make 
the utmost use of it.

In bringing about this showdown 
battle, Kokomo chopped Noblesville, 
81-62, in the evening contest. Jim 
Rayl, the 6-1 guard who hit a sea- 
son’s high of 49 points in the final 
game of the season, topped his team 
in this final game with 25 points.

In one of Kokomo’s best games this 
year, the team knocked off top-ranked 
Muncie Central. They also topped An- 
derson and Indianapolis Shortridge by 
four points. The team split two con- 
tests with Marion, another Semi-State 
entrant, and lost to Indianapolis Tech. 
Backing up Rayl and Thurston on 
the starting squad are three other 
seniors, center John Gillem, a strong 
rebounder, Mike Castell, and Chuck 
Fawcett, a key cog in Kokomo’s strong 
club last year.

IN THE OPENING game, the de- 
fending champion Archers will face 
a touted Kokomo quintet, only con- 
queror of Muncie Central during the 
regular season. The Wildcats, fea- 
turing much-publicized Jimmy Rayl 
and Roger Thurston, also defeated 
Indianapolis Shortridge, who beat 
the Kellys. The Wildcats own a 20-5 
record, against extremely stiff com- 
petition in the regular season, while 
South, seeking its second consecutive 
Semi crown, sports a 22-4 mark. Ko- 
komo advanced to the Semi-State by 
virtue of its lopsided wins ober Wa- 
bash and Noblesville in the Kokomo 
Regional. Both teams have been 
pointing for this one, and it should 
be a real classic, 

The Bears of South Bend Central 
are surprise contestants to some fans, 
who did not expect them to get this 
far along the tournament trail. The 
star of the team, Sylvester Coalmon, 
is a holdover starter from the 1957 
state championship squad which de- 
feated South in that year’s Semi- 
State. This, incidentally, was the last 
tournament game which the Archers 
have lost to date. South Bend, playing 
in a rather tough Regional at Elk- 
hart, won quite handily, defeating 
Plymouth and Columbia City by an 
average of 16.8 points per game. The 
Bears were only 11-9 for the regular 
season campaign. Two of their defeats 
came at the hands of Summit City 
teams, Central and North.

THE FOURTH entrant, Marion, 
must also be seriously reckoned with 
as possible champions. The Giants, 
8-12 on the season, are a good tour- 
nament team. During the season they 
split two games evenly with Kokomo’s 
Wildcats, and they won by an aver- 
age of 24.2 points per game in their 
own Regional last Saturday.

By developing things in com- 
mon, they also develop a more lasting fondness 
for each other than those who concentrate on 
the physical part of the relationship. 

We are not saying that the act of steadies 
walking each other to class is wrong. On the 
contrary, it is the natural thing todo. But those 
who carry it too far by showing off their affection 
are simply giving themselves and the school a 
bad name. 

We feel that perhaps showing affection in this 
manner is not so much a demonstration of real 
fondness, but merely a desire to break the rules 
and shock the public.

RUSSELL SELTENRIGHT, head 
custodian, has worked: here for 12 
years and has held his present posi- 
tion for two years. Before coming to 
South he worked as a maintenance 
man at James Smart School. 

Because_of his position Mr. Selten- 
right carries 68 keys with him at all 
times. During the interview he said 
that there are over 2,600 fluoerescent 
light bulbs in the school, He also 
mentioned that the custodians become 
very deft with a wet mop which is 
saturated with a cleansing agent and 
picks up the dust and small bits of 
paper around stationary seats.

In 1925, the Times was picked as 
the outstanding paper of all publica- 
tions that were entered in this con- 
test.. Since the paper received the 
Columbian Award and a silver cup 
37 years ago, it has never been rated 
lower than the highest rating. 

This year, over 1,600 publications 
from all over the country were en- 
tered. To be eligible, the paper had 
to be entered between Easter of ’58 
and last, Christmas. Two copies of 
each edition that were published were 
sent to Columbia University in New 
York, 

The papers were distributed among 
80 judges, who judge according to a 
scorebook. The papers were graded | 
on such qualities as objectives, scope, 
humor, news story, sports story, fea-} 
ture story and interview, editorials, 
headlines, copy reading and editing, 
front and editorial page make-up, and 
advertising. 

The scoring was based on a possi- 
ble 1,000 points. The papers were 
separated into four classes. The first 
class consisted of the papers haying 
850 to 1,000 points. In some classes, 
no awards or only fourth or third 
places were awarded. From this class, 
a few papers were picked because of 
some special quality, to receive a 
Medalist Rating. This quality may be 
outstanding pictures, headlines, or 
anything which separates it from the 
normal run of papers. 

The ratings were awarded at the 
annual convention of the Columbia 
University Press Association at Co- 
lumbia University last Tuesday 
through Saturday.

He knew that 
some day the bright light of man’s 
good would come shining to a world 
of darkness. Faith, even a part of 
Lincoln’s, is my wish. 

Determination, honor, and faith;

Archers Rate Low 
On Accident Report 


Whether many Kellys realize this 
or not, South Side could be more 
proud of its accident report accord- 
ing to the Safety Council Investiga- 
tions. 

A four-month summary, starting 
with the beginning of the school term 
last fall, was recently completed. 
This summary is based on 24 hours 
per day and seven days a week. 

Exactly 129 total violations were 
charged to all city high schools. Con- 
cordia rated first with 13 violations, 
Central Catholic rated second with 
22, with Central having 26, South 
Side 34, and North Side 34 in re- 
spective order. It is the sincere hope 
that South Side will improve this 
record in 1959, thus proving that 
South Siders are not as reckless as 
they seem to be! 

Other investigations found out 
these facts were true. The number 
of collisions of motor vehicles was 
102, The day of the week that most 
accidents occurred was Saturday. The 
accidents not occurring at an inter- 
section totaled 53, and the ones that 
did occur at an intersection totaled 
57. 

The hour of day that most acci- 
dents occurred was between 2 p.m. 
and 4 p.m. Most of the accidents hap- 
pened at locations where there were 
no traffic control signs. Also, most 
of the accidents happened during day- 
light hours, during clear weather, and 
on dry pavement. 

Seventeen-year-old drivers were in- 
volved in most accidents and viola- 
tions. The total property damage for 
this period was $22,725. The total 
number of persons injured was 86.

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ALTHOUGH HAVING no one 
comparable to Dave Redding of two 
years ago, Coach Gernand has some 
good material in the mile, Senior 
Eddie Hartman, who ran a good 
4:41.2 last year, should lead the 
milers, followed closely by Sam 
Green, junior, and Al Rainbolt, soph- 
omore. 

Seniors Joe Roth and Mel Smith 
should lead the pack across the line 
in the quarter-mile this year. Joe 
placed fourth in the Sectional last 
year and he should do even better 
now. 

South’s Archers should be strong 
in the hurdles, too. Although losing 
ace hurdler Dan Howe from last 
year’s team, the Archers, with juniors 
Win Moses and Ken Howe, seem pret- 
ty tough. 

The weakest part of the Archers 
in the running events seem to be the 
sprints. Returning men Harry Col- 
lins, Chuck Clifton, and Charlie Lam- 
pell should be the top men, but they 
are certain to get very tough com- 
petition from sophomores Tom Duff 
and former “freshman flash” Bob 
Shine. Shine, who had a terrific year 
as a freshman last year, also seems 
a good bet to clinch a varsity berth 
in the quarter-mile. 
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THE HALF-MILE relay, which 
will probably consist of Bob Shine, 
Ted and Fred VonGunten, and Bill 
Meyer (if he decides to come out for 
track), could be very strong this 
year. 

In the field events, the Archers 
were heavily hit by graduation. If 
Tom Bolyard decides to broad-jump 
besides running the half-mile, South 
will be strong in this event, too. In 
the pole vault, Ted Lebrecht will have 
the hard job of trying to replace Rich 
Miller, lost by graduation. Dave 
Roderick should be the top high jump- 
er in the school. Chances look dim in 
the shot-put where only Jim Dawson 
will be able to reach about 45 feet. 

Because of the flue and basketball, 
only a few boys are working out reg- 
ularly. Most of those are members of 
last year’s Cross Country team. In 
the daily workouts, the boys usually 
do about eight to 10 laps in the gym 
to warm up. Then they do a number 
of exercises together with plenty of 
rope - skipping and me dicine- ball 
throwing. Then the boys divide into 
separate groups. The milers and half- 
milers run quarters and half-miles, 
while the sprinters work on starts 
in the “tunnel.” 

“If everybody gets in shape and 
we do not have too many bad breaks 
during the season, we could be very 
strong this year,” stated Coach Bob 
Gernand. 

If the Archer fans give some sup- 
port to the thinlies and come to some 
of the meets, the 1959 track season 
should be a winning one for South 
Side.

The loss to Kokomo was probably 
the most heartbreaking defeat that 
the Archers have had to accept in 
many years. They shot at a fantastic

However, the Wildcats cashed 
in on 24 of 28 free throws while the 
Archers hit only 20 for 28.

COACH REICHERT had done a 
marvelous job of preparing the Arch- 
ers for the big game, and he knew 
exactly what to do at every moment 
of the contest. 


For all the fans, the game pre- 
sented one of the greatest high school 
games ever played in Indiana. Per- 
haps the only sad or unenjoyable part 
was our defeat. 

It was a mighty blow to the Arch- 
ers when Dave Barrett became ill 
before the game. His rebounding and 
height might well have spelled the 
difference between victory and de- 
feat if he had been able to-play more 
than he did. But even though the 
game did spell defeat for the fighting 
Archers, there is certainly no reason 
to be ashamed of their performance. 
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TOM BOLYARD was a wonderful 
credit to South as he has always 
been. Tom amassed 33 points and 
proved to the sell-out crowd that he 
is one of Indiana’s finest players, if 
not the best. 

Mike Simmons and Nick Demetre 
played perhaps their best all-around 
game of the year by getting 17 and 
19 points, respectively, and playing 
a fine defensive game. 

Ken Howe also did-a fine “pinch- 
hitting” job for Dave Barrett, and he 
had collected seven points before he 
committed his fifth foul. 

Bill Meyer was certainly another 
contributing factor to the Green’s 
late rally as he drove for one basket 
and picked up a loose ball for another 
fielder. 

All in all, the Archers. played their 
best game of the season against Ko- 
komo; and despite the sting of defeat, 
South Side was certainly well repre- 
sented in the tournament. 
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IN THE SECOND afternoon game, 
Marion nipped South Bend Central 
by the score of 61-60. 

It was a close game, right down 
to the wire, and it certainly acted 
as part of a double feature for the 
already well-pleased fans. 

Marion took the lead at 59-58 and 
was helped when Sylvester Coalmon 
of Central fouled out. Marion then 
jumped to a 61-58 lead and came 
home victorious after a last-second 
shot by Central’s John Wesley went 
in, to represent the final 61-60 score, 

The championship game in the eve- 
ning started to look as if an upset 
might come about. Marion played 
rather deliberately, and the score was 
Marion 26 and Kokomo 24 at the end 
of the first half. 

The second half quickly resumed 
with Kokomo jumping into a 10-point 
lead which they soon lengthened to 
a 56-42 advantage to coast to their 
title. 

Surprisingly enough, Jim Rayl was 
outscored by Marion’s Art Pence, who 
had 28 points, compared to Rayl’s 24 
points. 

Tt certainly appears that the Fort 
Wayne fans will be seeing more of 
the Wildeats as they have, among 
others, 6-7 sophomore Bob Ferguson 
and Roger Thurston returning as reg- 
ulars next season.

Tom Bolyard Scores 33 
As South Side’s Record 
Of 16 Tourney Wins Ends

It vequired one of the greatest 
high school basketball contests wit- 
nessed anywhere, but South Side’s 
State Champs were finally “de-

ALTHOUGH Jimmy Rayl’'s 35-foot 
shot in the final second supplied the 
margin of victory, the Wildcats ac- 
tually emerged victorious because of 
their unbelievable showing at the 
foul line. The Kellys outscored Koko- 
mo, 70-68, from the field, but the 
North Central Conference boys topped 
the home forces, 24-20, at the charity 
stripe, 

Both teams connected with uncan- 
ny accuracy, the Archers taking 67 
shots and the Wildcats 69, for per- 
centages of .522 and .493, respective- 
ly, tremendous shooting in anyone’s 
estimation. However, Joe Platt’s ’Cats 
were really deadly on free throws, 
where they missed only four of 28 
shots, an .857 percentage. South 
turned in what would normally be 
considered a fine job, missing eight 
of 28 for .714. Rayl’s performance in 
this department was_ particularly 
noteworthy, as he sank 18 gift tosses 
while missing only one.

JUNIOR CENTER Dave Barrett, 
hampered by a sore throat and tem- 
perature, nevertheless, courageously 
started at his usual post. However, 
he did not play his usual game, as 
was obvious in his first moments of 
play. The Archers were cold, and Ko- 
komo ran up a 6-0 lead before Tom 
Bolyard, ending his high school ca- 
reer with one of his finest perform- 
ances, hit for a three-point play at 
5:55. 

The Green missed several other 
shots, and almost before anyone knew 
it, the Wildcats led, 10-3. The early 
pace set by Kokomo forced the Green 
to play their type of running offen- 
sive game, contrary to their own 
usual style of play. 

Led by Mike Simmons and Bolyard, 
South fought back, and Bolyard tied 
it, 13-13, at 3:00.

Bolyard and Simmons, 
who also» closed out his career in 
grand style, accounted for the bulk 
of the Archer scoring with 11 and 
seven, respectively, Rayl was Koko- 
mo’s big gun with 10.

As Star Forward 


Tom “the Bomb” and “Tom Ter- 
rifie” are two of the many names that 
floated around Fort Wayne during 
this past basketball season concern- 
ing the city’s most outstanding bas- 
ketball player in history, Tom Bol- 
yard. 

Tom’s name will be long remem- 
bered in Fort Wayne not only because 
he left marks in the most remembred 
places, the records, but also because 
he has shown what a real athlete ex- 
emplifies: fair play and the hardest 
of hard work. Tom has also -en- 
hanced his athletic quality by being 
an all-around athlete, for he is one 
of the better 880-yard runners in 
state competition. 

His standards extend to every facet 
of local hardwood competition. His 
boundful reservoir of marks are as 
listed below. 

He scored 1,420 points during his 
three-year career as a varsity cam- 
paigner to set city and Allen County 
scoring marks passing such past 
greats as John Kelso, Sammy Kreigh, 
and Dwight Newhouser. His 48 points 
against Gary Froebel set a city sin- 
gle game record which added up to 
683 points during the regular season 
for a record. 

Then he tossed in 220 more in tour- 
ney play to establish a season record 
of 803 points. With 125 points in Sec- 
tionals, he set a new mark which 
was topped off by a 39-point single 
game mark. Then 62 tallies came in 
the Regional for another record. 

Tom is likewise credited with 
marks for the most points scored in 
a career excluding tourney action as 
well as marks for the most field goals 
scored in one game in city history.

The Evansville games turned out 
as expected as New Albany emerged 
from the field, beating little Odon, 
70-68, in a double-overtime thriller. 
The Southern Conference champs, 
New Albany’s Bulldogs, had defeated

squeaker before Odon’s Bulldogs beat 
Brazil, 78-65 in the second game. 


The Fort Wayne tourney, perhaps 
the most exciting of the six-year his- 
tory at the Coliseum, had two very 
exciting matches.

He is that unself- 
ish that he never takes the credit. 


When Don was draped with the 
net following the win over Central in 
the Sectionals this year, not a moment 
was wasted before Don removed the 
meshes from his shoulders and draped 
thm on Nick Demetre. Similar un- 
selfish, unegotistic practices featured 
the Kellys’ march to the State Title 
last year. 

Most fans fail to notice those little 
things that Don does; and hence fail 
to recognize him as the great guy 
he is. Knowing him well, this writer 
can’t help but be thrilled about the 
associations with such a fine man. In 
winning or losing. Don is still that 
swell fellow. 

The grand guy that should give 
every Archer fan a lasting high school 
memory and a great inspiration, will 
go on through the years putting out 
good and sensational teams; but no 
matter how Don’s teams perform in 
the future as far as winning goes, 
remember that a Reichert team is al- 
ways a loyal, hard-working bunch of 
boys, who have great respect and ad- 
miration for their coach, whith is so 
important.

Worgan in 1708 using the “Alleluia” as a recurring re-

The tapid 
tempo of the refrain following the slower movements of 
the verses gives one a feeling of joy in his heart.

With a mighty triumph o'er His foes; 

He arose a Victor from the dark domain,

The joyous songs of Easter are never old, and in each 
you can find a deep meaning. Their singing will give 
you a refreshed spirit and strengthen your faith and hope 
in all things that are right. And as we come to this 
joyous Easter season, may all our hearts be thankful and 
glad with this everlasting faith and hope. 

Along with all these joyous Easter songs, there is much 
in true Easter poetry. It is an expression of the writer's 
faith in the supremacy of the eternal. The poet writes 
beautiful lines about the lilies of the field and the birds 
of the air, but he kindles our imagination and moves our 
hearts by telling of the things in which he_believes, 
Richard Le Galliene expresses his affirmations in his ap- 
pealing “Easter Hymn.” 


No dream of faith, no seed of love, 
No lonely action nobly done, 
But is as stable as the sun, 
And fed and watered from above; 
From neither base to starry cope 
Nature's two laws are Faith and Hope. 


CLOSELY ALLIED WITH POEMS of faith are Easter 
poems of healing. Poets have written of healing to be 
found in the melody of bells, the glory of velvet skies 
studded with silver, and the powerful drive of ships at 
sea. You must appreciate harmony, beauty, and move- 
ment, Your ears are quickened to catch overtones, your 
eyes are enlightened to the gold in pictures, and your 
imagination is sharpened to perceive the rhythm and prog- 
ress of the soul. Here an unknown author hears the rising 
of the Lord told by happy bells. 


Ye happy bells of Easter Day! 

Ring! ring! your joy 

Through earth and sky, 
Ye ring a glorious word— 

The notes that swell in gladness tell, 
The rising of the Lord. 

Nature supplies many Easter themes to poets who draw 
parallels between lovely flowers and spiritual truths.” Jon- 
quils, lilies, snowdrops, butterflies, holly, and grain are 
recognized as symbols of beauty and have a deep meaning 
for the Easter poet. He looks beyond the superficial ap- 
pearance of these things of nature and finds hints of the 
eternal purpose of God. The trumpet-shaped flower of 
the jonquil suggests the Easter victory to Margaret Deland. 


Blow, golden trumpets, sweet and clear, 
Blow soft upon the perfumed air; 

Bid the sad earth to join your song, 

To Christ does victory belong! 

All through the ages the Risen Christ has been cele- 
brated in song and story. The poets all over the world 
find their hearts burning within them, and they have ex- 
ptessed aspirations that never die.

You’ve often heard the familiar 
saying, “Actions speak louder than 
words,” and in many cases they DO. 
However, there are many times when 
what you say and how you say it 
makes you as a person just as much 
as your actions do. Your speech is 
basic to your personality; without 
a cultivated tongue you are definite- 
ly lacking something, and it doesn’t 
take others long to find out what it 
is. 

One of the most controversial forms 
of speech is slang. Many people ob- 
ject to it because they think it is 
crude, but etiquette tells us that it 
is proper if it is used moderately. 
When it is used in small doses, slang 
is often more forceful than conven- 
tional speech, but otherwise complete- 


ly defeats the purpose. The extent 
to which you use slang should depend 
upon to whom you are talking. For 
instance, you would be more con- 
ventional when talking to your Great- 
Aunt Tillie than if you were convers- 
ing with a friend of your own age. 

There are many things you can do 
to improye your speech, If you aren't 
sure of the pronunciation of a word, 
the dictionary is the most reliable 
source in existence, Try to cultivate 
your speech, Some forms such as ex- 
cuse me, rather than pardon me, are 
more desirable. 

Strive for simple statements be- 
cause they are always preferable to 
more elaborate, drawn-out statements, 
Above all, remember that the best 
speaker is one who knows how to 
listen and does listen.

South Students 
Can Receive 


Education Loan 


Act Of Congress Allots 
Six Million Dollars 
To Over 1200 Colleges 


South Side pupils are able to re- 
ceive a share of the six million dol- 
lars allotted to more than 1,200 col- 
leges and universities by the United 
States Office of Education for stu- 
dent loans. The student loan program 
is a part of the National Defense Edu- 
cation Act, passed by Congress in 
1958, which allotted $182 million for 
various educational programs. 

A student may borrow a minimum 
of $1,000 in one fiscal year, and up 
to a maximum of $5,000 in a five- 
year period. Loans bear interest at 
three per cent, beginning one year 
from the date the student ceases to 
be a full-time student. No interest is 
charged during the time not exceed- 
ing three years that the borrower is 
serving as a member of the United 
States Armed Forces. Principal and 
interest are to be repaid in 10 equal 
and annual installments. Full or par- 
tial repayment at any time is per- 
mitted. 

Any student wishing additional in- 
formation on the student loan pro- 
gram may see Mr. Snider. 

The following provisions of the 
student loan program should be 
known: loans are arranged by the 
college or university; student. bor- 
rowers must be United States Na- 
tionals; special consideration is given 
to students with superior academic 
backgrounds who want to teach, or 
students whose background indicates 
superior capacity or preparation in 
science, mathematics, engineering, or 
a modern foreign language; the stu- 
dent must be a full time student on 
an either graduate or undergraduate 
basis, or have been accepted; the stu- 
dent must be in good standing, and 
capable of maintaining that standing. 

Other important factors are: The 
student must show a need to com- 
plete his career; financial cirecum- 
stances of both the applicant and his 
family must be evaluated; the borrow- 
er must sign a promissory note pay- 
able to the institution, a co-signer 
being required if the student is under 
21; each borrower must subscribe in 
writing to an oath or affirmation of 
his allegiance to the United States 
of America, and of his readiness to 
defend its laws and Constitution from 
all enemies; each borrower must sign 
an affidavit stating that he does not 
believe in and is not a member of 
any organization that believes in and 
teaches the overthrow of the United 
States Government by force. 

Cancellation of the loan repayment 
is provided in the event of the death 
or permanent disability of the bor- 
rower, or if the borrower is a full time 
teacher in a public school. In this 
case, the loan and interest of the 
borrower shall be cancelled up to a

MANY SYMBOLS AND CUSTOMS of Easter are 
around us at this time, and many of them have deep 
meaning. The pure white lily is a symbol of reverence 
for Christ and Easter. All over the world white lilies 
are symbols of purity, light, truth, and honor; and they 
will be used to decorate every church altar. The lilies 
will be worn by ladies everywhere on Easter Sunday and 
will grace many a dinner table. The poem, “The Lily”, 
is very expressive for Easter, 


No other flower grows quite as tall 
4 As does the lily Easter Day. 

It feels it bas a sacred word 
That only a tall flower can say. 

So tall and fair and set apart 
The lily holds her white head high. 

She blooms for Christ alone, who rose

The Easter Egg is another symbol quite prevalent at 
Easter and is regarded as the emblem of life, of a begin- 
ning, and a symbol of creation, It is emblematic of the 
Resurrection and thought of as a prison from which future 
life escaped. In 1783 a writer said that the egg at Easter 
was an emblem of the rising up out of the grave in the 
same manner as the chick, entombed, as it were in the egg, 
in due time is brought to life. The custom of coloring 
the eggs originally was to imitate the new colors of the 
earth brought on by the coming of spring and the blossom- 
ing of the flowers. Some made the eggs as colorful as 
they could because they would be more holy. Later the 
eggs were decorated mainly in red to denote the blood 
of Christ and as a token of rejoicing.

Written off the books at the start 
of the season by most of the authori- 
ties as non-contenders, the South Side 
Archers surprised almost everyone 
with their amazing success. Follow- 
ing in the tradition of the great 
squads of the last few years, the 
Kellys, with many new faces, posted 
a 16-4 regular season record, and a 
22-5 overall mark. South also won 
their fourth consecutive city crown, 
the eighth overall, and added a fourth 
Sectional and Regional title before 
bowing out of the tournament to Ko- 
komo. 

The Green got started in the prop- 
er manner by defeating Bluffton, 67- 
55, at Bluffton. The following week, 
however, they met a reverse at the 
hands of well-regarded Southport, 
47-42. 

The Archers then fought back to 
sweep the next five games. In the 
first four they met with little diffi- 
culty, as they rolled over city foe 
Concordia, New Haven, Huntington, 
and Auburn. The fifth contest was 
with Michigan City, a ranking power 
in the wire service polls. On their 
home floor the South Siders, working 
well together as a team, came up with 
a surprising 64-56 win. This victory 
opened many eyes around the state 
to the fact that the Archers would 
not play dead for anyone this year.

IN THEIR ‘NEXT game, neverthe- 
less, the Archers ran up against a 
determined Terre Haute Gerstmeyer 
quintet at Terre Haute. Hampered 
by the temporary loss of center Dave 
Barrett, South dropped a close 49-48 
decision. 

The holiday tourney, held at Elk- 
hart this year, provided a further 
disappointment for Kelly fans. After 
defeating the well-regarded host 
team, 66-59, the Green found them- 
selves in a rematch with Gerstmeyer. 
South got off to a slow start and was 
never able to catch up, as the Black 
Cats beat them again, 54-50. 

After these setbacks, the Green 
roared back to win its next six games. 
Included were wins over Mishawaka, 
Muncie Burris, Elmhurst, two over 
North, and an overtime thriller 
against Central. 

The fourth defeat of the season was 
inflicted by Indianapolis Shortridge. 
The Naptown boys, rated third in the 
state at the time, proved to be too 
classy for the Archers, as they won 
62-51. 

In their next contest, the South 
Siders trounced favored Gary Froe- 
bel, the conqueror of East Chicago 
Washington, 90-62. In accumulating 
this total, a school record, tremen- 
dous Tom Bolyard contributed 48 
points, a city record.

FINAL VICTORIES over Central, 
another overtime effort, and Central 
Catholic, a 60-52 city championship 
clincher, brought the regular season 
to a successful close. South compiled 
a perfect 6-0 record in city play, add- 
ing these to their string of victories 
over city quintets, which, including 
the Sectional victories over Concor- 
dia and Central, 
unequalled 30. They were ranked sev- 
enth in the state as they anticipated 
the opening of the tournament. 

In Sectional play the Archers rolled 
to the championship with four rather 
easy wins, and they were seriously 
threatened only by Central in the 
final. The other victims were Monroe- 
ville, Concordia, and Leo. Tom Bol- 
yard poured in 125 points, including 
a record 39 in the final game as the 
Kellys won by an average margin of 
25 points. 

The Regional provided few other 
thrills, as the Green downed Decatur 
and Angola by an average of 16 
points. Record-busting Bolyard did 
it again with a new high of 62 for 
the two games. 

Their great showing in the Semi- 
State against Kokomo rang down the 
curtain on another highly successful 
season. The Archers played one of 
their best games, but the Wildcats 
were a little better, winning a 92-90 
thriller.

South Side’s, share of the profits 
of the Sectional Tourney was 
$2,717.81, as was Central's and North 
Side’s. This money goes into the 
school’s athletic treasury. 

“Tf each of the above schools had 
received what it actually earned, the 
amount South received would have 
been more. For years the total amount 
of the three schools has been aver- 
aged among them,” stated Mr. R. Nel- 
son Snider, manager of the tourney. 

Together, the 14 schools participat- 
ing in the tourney made $22,535.53. 
The following are the totals received 
by each school: Arcola, $922.40; Elm- 


hurst, $1,658.42; Harlan, $1,011.57; 


Hoagland, $1,103.28; Huntertown, $1,- 
187.98; Leo, $1,080.18; Monroeville, 
$1,058.40; New Haven, $1,622.16; 
Woodburn, $1,096.52; Concordia, $1,- 
391.07; Central Catholic, $2,432.17; 
North Side, $2,875.90; Central, $2,- 
203.16; and South, $3.074.34. (The 
above are amounts that South, Cen- 
tral and North would have received 
if the money hadn’t been split equal- 
ly.) 

Several items go into the amount 
that each school receives. Each school 
has meal expenses, which totaled $1,- 
008 for all schools, Each school re- 
ceived a pro rata share, or the amount 
resultings from dividing one half the 
amount left when all the expendi- 
tures have been deducted, by the 
number of school’s participating. This 
totaled $10,584.83. An enrollment ba- 
sis share, which also amounted to 
$10,584.83, was alloted each school. 

From the sale of tickets, $28,461.74 
was made. $18,825 of this was from 
selling 6,276 season tickets at $3 
apiece. The number of session tick- 
ets sold was 12,849. Sold at 75 cents, 
they pulled in $9,636.75. By sessions, 
the sale of tickets is as follows: ses- 
sion one, 2,233 tickets—$1,674.75; 
session two, 2,288 tickets—$1,716; 
session three, 1,933 tickets—$1,449.75; 
session four, 2,193 tickets—$1,644.75; 
session five, 1,530—$1,147.50; and 
session six, 2,672 tickets—$2,004. 

As host school, South received an 
extra $250. Meals, referees, scorers, 
timers, help, printing, incidentals, 
basketballs, policemen, tickets, and 
Coliseum rental constituted $6,468.39 
of the expenditures. Transportation 
of the teams, costing $360, and a 
small percentage to the Indiana High 
School Athletic Association, costing 
$213.83, made up the rest of the ex- 
penitures. 

The grand total attendance for all 
six sessions of the tourney was 50,- 
499. Of these, 37,650 were season 
ticket holders, and 12,849 bought ses- 
sion tickets.

Individuality—the ability of a per- 
son to realize his own talents and set 
goals for his life accordingly—is very 
important to a person in our world 
today. The departments of South Side 
realizing this, offer a variety of sub- 
jects on each course to help a stu- 
dent develop his talents. For exam- 
ple, the business department at South 
Side offers many programs from 
which students may choose. 

When asked to tell of the business 
courses, Mr. E. H. Murch, head of 
the business department, stated, “No 
business subjects are offered in the 
ninth grade. Beginning in the sopho- 
more year all business students are 
divided into vocational and non-voca- 
tional groups. Those in the vocational 
division will take Bookkeeping 1 and 
2; non-voeational students will take 
Junior Business Training 1 and 2. 

“Near the end of the sophomore 
year, the vocational students are giv- 
en an opportunity to choose one of 
four lanes, or branches, which they 
wish to follow during the junior and 
senior years. These four lanes are 
called the General Business, the Mer- 
chandising, the Clerical, and the Sten- 
ographic branches.

“STUDENTS’ GRADES received 
while they have been in high school 
are then checked against these selec- 
tions, and those having inferior grades 
are advised not to attempt the more 
difficult Clerical and Stenographic 
work. 

“T'll explain and briefly outline each 
of the business branches. 

“The General Branch is non-voca- 
tional It is designed to provide a 
background in general business prin- 
ciples which will be valuable to the 
owner or operator of an individual 
business enterprise, and it offers in- 
formation and training for every- 
day personal business dealings. It 
also provides for the pupil who does 
not have special aptitude for, nor 
interest in, business occupational 
skills. It should not be assumed, how- 
ever, that this branch is designed 
primarily for pupils of low levels of 
ability.

“THE MERCHANDISING Branch 
is vocational. It is designed to pre- 
pare students for the activities of 
merchandising and selling in retail 
and department stores. This study 
also prepares students to become in- 
telligent buyers for their own per- 
sonal needs. 

“The Clerical Branch is vocational. 
It provides preparation for general 
office occupations requiring such fre- 
quently used office skills as machine 
calculation, bookkeeping, typewriting, 
j tiling, and work with figures. High

Lopsided, But Here To Stay 


Have you received any new pen- 
nies lately? If you have look at them 
and you will probably find them to 
be lopsided. The new Lincoln penny is 
lopsided but it will stay in circulation. 
It seems that the old penny which has 
been knocking around for 50 years 
is just as cockeyed. 

Rumors about the new coin have 
been spreading ever since January, 
when distribution of the new pennies 
began. There is talk that it will be 
withdrawn from distribution because 
of one or more blunders on the penny, 
but this is not true. Some people have 
gathered in coins in quantity beliey- 
ing that they will soon become a col- 
lector’s item.

WHEN LELAND HOWARD, di- 
rector of the mint, was interviewed by 
a group of teenage reporters, this re- 
mark was made by Mr. Howard, “Ev- 
ery such rumor is without founda- 
tion and no mistakes were made in 
design or manufacture.” 

One side of the new coin, with the 
profile of Abraham Lincoln, is un- 
changed from the model introduced 
in 1909. The “tail” side is brand new 
and features a reproduction of the 
Lincoln Memorial. 

“Eyery time we bring out a new 
coin there are some rumors, and we 
get a big batch of mail and phone 
calls,” Howard said. “People pay more 
attention to the new coin and see 
things that they have never noticed 
before.” 

Take the latest rumor — that the 
coin is lopsided and must be scrapped 
because it won’t stack properly. 

Howard fished into his pocket and 
brought out a new penny. Upon in- 
spection he pointed to the rim sayin,

“Here the rim is thinner than at any 
other point. You can see it with the 
naked eye.” The spot he indicated 
was right below Lincoln’s shoulder. 

Howard then took an old penny and 
pointed out the#very same thin area 
in the old penny. It is caused by the 
heavy press that stamps the coin de- 
sign onto a flat disc of metal,” How- 
ard -explained. 

= * = 

“THE METAL NEEDED to form 
the head and the shoulder has to come 
from somewhere,” Howard said. “It 
normally has to come from the closest 
point—the rim right below the shoul- 
der. Hence, the rim is thinner and 
more narrow at this point.” 

Howard said almost every U.S, 
coin, regardless of denomination, has 
such a thin spot. He picked up a 
quarter and examined it. The rim 
was thinner above the head of Wash- 
ington. 

Does this lopsidedness affect the 
odds on a heads-or-tails flip? This 
question was put to Mr. Howard. “I 
doubt it,” he said, “but you can find 
out by flipping one 1,000 times and 
keeping track.” ,

gave up after 200 throws. The count: 
heads 102, tails 98. Taking an old

“SHORTHAND, typewriting, tran- 
scription, business English, and sec- 
retarial practice are some of the skill 
subjects in this course. 

“Students who graduate on either 
the Clerical or the Stenographic 
Branch are well qualified to take po- 
sitions immediately, as classes are 
conducted as nearly as possible to 
conform with actual practice in a 
business office. Many of the gradu- 
ates of our business courses are hold- 
ing excellent positions in the various 
firms of this and other cities. 
“College Preparatory Curriculum 
students may elect the Stenographic 
Branch if they can arrange to take 
all the business subjects outlined for 
this work during the junior and sen- 
ior years. 
“Typing for personal use may be 
elected by non-business seniors who 
wish to learn the fundamentals of 
touch typing for personal use at home 
or at college.

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First Addition To South Side — 


Completed In September, 1938 


September, 1938, was a big year 
for South Side, just as 1959 is for 
us. This was the year in which the 
first building addition was completed. 

The second floor then extended no 
farther than Mr. Davis’ office on one 
side of the building and Miss Fort- 
ney’s room on the other. 

The Works Progress Administration 
worked that summer cleaning lock- 
ers, washing walls and floors, .and 
cleaning desks. They also removed the 
latter so that plasterers could re- 
model the whole building. 


The two-way, two-channel radio, 
which we now call the P.A. system, 
was installed. It was operated “from 
a radio room in the new fleet of of- 
fices which occupy about half of the 
new second floor rooms on the west 
side of the building.” This became the 
General Office. 

Included among the improvements 
were firebricks in the boilers, side- 
walks on the east side of the school, 
new press quarters, trophy cases, and 
new study halls. 

The stairs were constructed at the 
south end of the building to eliminate 
ramps. Room 85, which was the home 
economics quarters, headed by Miss 
Lucy Mellen, was destroyed to make 
room for the stairs. 

The Greeley Room, which was new 
then, was moved farther north, to its 
present position, to make way for 
the new offices. In this new club room, 
a stage was added, as well as a kitch- 
enette plus another small room off 
both ends of the stage. 

At that time there were several ru- 
mors making the rounds. One was 
that the new addition would not be 
completed on time and that the school 
would either not open or else run on 
split shifts. This was dispelled when 
Merle J. Abbett, then superintendent 
of City Schools, announced that class- 
es would be on a full time schedule. 
Another rumor was that the building 
was unsafe. 

To this, R. Nelson Snider, respond- 

ed: “There is. absolutely no founda- 
tion for the beliefs that the new struc- 
ture is unsafe, the entire structure 
having been passed upon by the build- 
ing commission.” If anyone has their 
doubts about the truth of our chief’s 
words, everyone may feel secure now, 
for after 20 years, our knowledge 
factory has not yet collapsed! 
"The next big construction project 
was scheduled for December, 1953. The 
number one item on the agenda was 
the 31-year-old roof, which has long 
been the cause of a leakage problem. 
Many students at the time wondered 
why the roof was being repaired. dur- 
ing the winter months. 

Dick McKay, contractor of the job, 
stated at the time that the asphalt 
becomes gummy and soft in the sum- 
mer temperatures and makes removal 
very difficult. In winter the asphalt 
becomes hard and brittle and it chips 
off easily. 

Because of the project, the ivy, 
which has been tradition since 1922, 





was scheduled to be torn down. Mr. 
Robert Weber then stated that it 
would again be covering the walls by 
1960: 

To help check the leakage, over 200 
windows were replaced. All broken 
and cracked window glass was re- 
placed. 

The coping stones, which are lo- 
cated on the uppermost course of the 
walls of the building and are slanted 
to facilitate better water drainage, 
were removed and flashed with cop- 
per sheeting. 

In 1953, inorder to make room for 
Abbett Junior High School, what used 
to be Room 170 and its surroundings 
were partitioned off to make class- 
rooms.

Tornadoes and blizzards may 
be as much a part of folklore as 
the Indian rain dance in the

Robert Zeleny, science editor 
of The World Book Encyclopedia, 
says man may take the weather 
into his own hands some day, and 
perhaps even determine the cli- 
mate he will live in. 

Here are some of the ideas that 
may take the guesswork, and the 
hazards, out of the weather. 

The weatherman of the future 
will bring rain clouds to drought 
areas, when nature abandons the 
farmer. Man-made rain will put 
out forest fires and replenish 
‘water supplies, 

Dangerous clouds will be chok- 
ed off, putting an end to such ter- 
rors as tornadoes and hurricanes, 
Controlled rainfall will prevent 
floods and soil erosion, And chem- 
ical mists will be used to dispel 
fog over airfields. 

Snow may be pink or green, 
for farmers will sprinkle dye 
over the ground to absorb sun- 
light and speed the melting of 
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Control Weather 


snow to advance the planting 
season. 

Rain-makers have been in busi- 
ness since 1946, when a scientist 
breathed into a freezer, added 
dry ice to chill the water vapor, 
and created a miniature snow- 
storm. 

Scientists, now can produce 
rain and snow, and eyen chan 
a drizzle into a downpour, by 
this process of “seeding” clouds 
with dry ice. ‘ 

But changing the climate—or 
the pattern of temperature, wind, 
rainfall and sunshine—is a more 
tricky problem, especially since 
the changes in one part of the 
world might affect the weather 
in another area, ~ 

Man has no power over the 
amount of energy from the sun 
that falls on the earth, which 
ultimately controls weather and 
climate. But he might be able to 
control the amount of solar en- 
ergy that the earth retains. 

An ambitious weatherman 
might spread microscopic layers 
of colored matter over Antarctica 
to capture the sun’s rays and 
transform the frozen continent 
into rich farmland, 

While man tinkers. with na- 
ture, traveling forecasters in the 
form of unmanned satellites will 
circle the globe. They will pick up 
information with a television 
camera and relay it to earth. 

You won’t be able to put the 
blame on the weatherman if you 
get caught with your umbrella 
down. The human forecaster will 
just set a dial and let an elec- 
tronic computer worry about 
what kind of a day it will be.

Mr. Weicker Is Co-Author 
Of Indiana History Text 


Jack E. Weicker, social studies 
teacher at South Side, is co-author 
of a new history textbook entitled 
“Indiana, the Hoosier State,” which 
has been adopted by the state for five 
years. 


“There was a need for a new text- 
book in the field of Indiana history 
for a long time,” stated Mr. Weicker. 
In 1954, Professor John D. Barnhart, 
president of the Indiana Historical 
Society and former Indiana University 
history department head, and Pro- 
fessor Donald F. Carmony, editor of 
the Indiana Magazine of History and 
former associate dean of the Indiana 
University Division of University Ex- 
tension, published a four-volume his- 
tory of Indiana aimed at adult read- 
ers and’ specialists in history. 


In 1958, Barnhart and Carmony, 
continuing the university’s long-time 
promotion of the study of Indiana his- 
tory, started a textbook for junior 
high school students. In the spring 
of 1958, the professors approached 
Mr. Weicker for his aid in preparing 
the new book. Opal M, Nichols, Wash- 
ington Junior High School teacher, 
also entered into the project that 
summer. 

= = = 


MR. WEICKER’S specific work on 
the book included going over the en- 
five manuscript, adding parts on 
which he had done particular research 
and changing much of the phraseol- 
ogy to better suit the capabilities of 
seventh and eighth grade students. 

He also was responsible for several 
biographies, various introductions to 
units and chapters, and many of the 
study questions which conclude each 
chapter. He then sent the manuscript 
to Miss Nichols, who made sugges- 
tions and sent it on for the final ap- 
proval.of the two professors. Miss 
Nichols also wrote the teacher’s.man- 
ual which accompanies the text. 

Mr. Weicker asserted, “Many helped 





on the book besides the authors. Of 
course, the errors, if any, are ours; 
but many of the excellent ideas and 
criticisms came, as is always the case, 
from other people.” He named Charles 
Billiard, English department head at 
South Side, as an asset in criticizing 
for reading level difficulty, and W. C. 
Wilson, social studies department 
head at South, as a contributor of 
valuable ideas for portions of the 
manuscript. Mr, Weicker also pointed

out that Mary Sue Robertson, Sara 
Lou Miller, and Kathy Schwalm 
aided him somewhat in connection 
with the student’s viewpoint.

“INDIANA, THE Hoosier State” 
was published by the Wheeler Pub- 
lishing Company of Chicago; the copy- 
right date is 1959. The book contains 
310 pages which cover Indiana’s his- 
tory from prehistoric times to the 
present. The first copy of the book 
was appropriately dedicated by Mr. 
Weicker to a junior high school stu- 
dent—his 12-year-old son Johnny. 

Mr. Weicker spent seven and one- 
half years at Indiana University. 
Thus, Barnhart and Carmony are two 
of his former professors. In 1947, Mr. 
Weicker received his A.B. magna cum 
laude with a double major: one in his- 
tory and the other in English. He 
then taught for one year at Harrison 
Hill Junior High School until he went 
back to Indiana University in 1948 to 
work on his master’s in history. His 
master’s thesis, “The Industrial 
Growth of Fort Wayne, Indiana: 1815- 
1860,” was written under the direc- 
tion of Professor Barnhart. 

The doctor’s thesis, which is also 
directed by Dr, Barnhart, will be en- 
titled “The Industrial Growth of 





Northern Indiana: 1860-1900." “The 
latter will be finished,” Mr. Weicker

Sharp Increase In Lung Cancer Proportionate 
To Rising Tobacco Sales; Control Means Ineffective 


By Cheryl Summers 

Cancer! That word strikes terror 
into the hearts of most people. Lung 
cancer is the worst one of all. “Those 
two words, ‘lung cancer,’ are the ugli- 
est in all medicine,” says one physi- 
cian. It is fatal to 95 per cent of those 
who contract it. 

Of 100 people who get lung can- 
eer today, 45. will be inoperable by 
the time they consult a doctor, their 
eancer so widespread that surgery 
would be futile. Chest surgery will 
be performed on the remaining 55. As 
many as 11 of the 55 patients will 
not survive this drastic surgery. 
Examination of the chest cavity of 
some of the others will show that the 
cancer has spread, eyen to the heart 
itself. In such a case the surgeon 
usually closes the wound, leaying the 
lung untouched. These patients—per- 
haps 12—will die in a few months. 

Now only 32 of the operable pa- 
tients are left out of the former 100. 
The surgeon removes part or all of 
the lung and hopes that no cancer 
seeds are left. But in a large percent- 
age of cases, groups of these cells 
lurk in the chest cavity to continue 
growing. According to present statis- 
ties, only five of the 32 operable pa- 
tients will survive and be living at 
the end of five years. This leaves a 
score of five survivors out of 100 
victims,

A FEW YEARS ago lung cancer 
was a medical problem of no conse- 
quence. A survey of world medical 
literature in 1912 showed a total of 
only 347 cases reported. Today an- 
nual deaths are measured by the tens 
of thousands. Why this rapid in- 
crease? 

“Jt is signifiacnt that the sharp 
increase in lung cancer is almost ex- 
actly proportionate to the increase 
in cigarette sales,” says Dr. Alton 
Ochsner, internationally known chest 
surgeon. “I am convineed that every 
heavy smoker will develop lung can- 
cer—unless heart disease or some 
other sickness claims him earlier.”

of Cancer Prevention, Inc., is the 
author of a very interesting pamphlet 
titled “What to Do About Smoking,” 
which tells us much about lung can- 
cer. His article states that the dis- 
turbing fact is that cancer is still in- 
creasing year after year, and that 
present attempts to control it are in- 
effective, From 1900 to 1946, the can- 
cer death rate had more than dou- 
bled. 

It is a horrible way to die, with 
the excruciating pain frequently be- 
coming so unbearable that the victim 
often begs for the administration of 
merey killing—a form of relief which 
must be denied. 

A very important word that we 
should learn is “carcinogen.” This is 
a specific substance which causes can- 
cer, Tobacco tars and coal tars are 
carcinogens which are abundant in 
our daily lives.

The carcinogens are either breathed 
into our bodies or deposited on ex- 
posed skin surfaces. 
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DR. BERGER’S article goes on to 
say that in these recent years, during 
which cancer has made an ever-in- 
creasing growth, we have been ex- 
posed to much greater volumes of 
tobaceo smoke. In 1900 the average 
consumption of cigarettes in the Unit- 
ed States was 26 per capita per year, 
whereas in 1946 it had increased to 
the astonishing total of 2,300 per cap- 
ita per year. The greatest percentage 
of increase in cigarette smoking has 
been among women and teenagers. 

Dr. W. C. Hueper, in his book, “Oc- 
cupational Tumors and Allied Diseas- 
es,” calls attention to the fact that 
smokers exposé non-smokers to car-

cinogenic tobacco tar. “Over a period 
of time, non-smokers who live with 
smokers, or who contact smokers so- 
cially,” says Dr. Hueper, “will in- 
hale a considerable amount of tobacco 
smoke containing a certain percentage 
of carcinogenic tars, and show a liabil- 
ity to lung cancer.” The injurious ef- 
fects of tobacco smoke on young peo- 
ple are just as great as the effects 
on older people. 
| Quoting Mr. Berger, “Very few 
people realize the great quantity of 
carcinogenic substances which enter 
their daily lives. Cancer cannot be 
| conquered without the co-operation of 
the public, and the public cannot co- 
operate when left in ignorance.” 
There are many carcinogens which 
we can’t avoid. Since tobacco tars in 
cigarettes and cigarette smoke is one 
which we can, we certainly should 
avoid it.

Seniors Offered 
Scholarships 


Attention, seniors! Graduation is 
fast approaching and so are the coy- 
eted scholarships. 

This year, for the first time, schol- 
arships for students who want to be- 
come nurses, physical therapists, or 
occupational therapists are being of- 
fered to South Side students. Those 
who are sincerely interested in such 
a scholarship and are in the top five 
per cent of their class should see Mr. 
Ora Davis, guidance director, for fur- 
ther information at once. 

These scholarships pay $500 a year, 
or a total of $2,000 for four years of 
college training. This program offers 
a minimum of 505 scholarships each 
year with no state receiving fewer 
than five, one for each of the health 
professions included in this program. 
The program is sponsored by the 
March of Dimes. 

The opportunities in these profes- 
sions are great. The fields of nurs- 
ing, physical therapy and occupa- 
tional therapy are understaffed; so 
there is a good job awaiting every 
graduate. These jobs are open in all 
parts-of the nation and a trained spe- 
cialist can pick his own area. 

At least 70,000 nurses are needed 
now, and it is estimated that the need 
will steadily increase. Most people 
think that a nurse is merely a “doc- 
tor’s helper,” but there are many oth- 
er roles open to nurses. Nursing may 
lead to public health work, teaching, 
administration, and research. 

Applications for this scholarship 
must be in by May 1, 1959. Winners 
will be announced this June or July. 
Graduates of this scholarship pro- 
gram are not restricted to work in 
the health fields of special interest 
to the National Foundation, which 
are polio, birth defects, and arthritis. 
They are, however, expected to serve 
the health fields, working as mem- 
bers of the profession for which they 
are prepared,

Reading Classes 


The Developmental Reading Depart- 
ment at South Side is offering stu- 
dents a five-week, two-hour per day 
reading course this summer, Two 
daily classes will begin Monday, June 
8, and extend through Friday, July 10. 
A maximum of twenty-four students 
can be accommodated in each class. 
The fee is $20 with an enrollment 
deposit of $2; the balance to be paid 
when the course begins. 

The emphasis of the course will be 
the development of speed and compre- 
hension in a wide variety of reading 
situations. The course will offer read- 
ing practice with the trachistoscope, 
the controlled reader, and the reading 
pacers. Students will have an oppor- 
tunity to do extensive reading in books 
of their own choosing as well as se- 
lected materials. 

The average student enrolled in the 
course should be able to double his 
beginning rate as well as maintain a 
good comprehension.

South Side’s Accident Record 
Is No Longer Lowest In City 


South Side no longer has the worst 
safety record in the city, announced 
Officier Robert. Waldrop, High School 
Liaison Officer, in his report on the 
accident records of the five city 
schools. For the past several months 
this has not been the case, for South 
has placed among the lowest accord- 
ing to the total number of violations 
made within the period of a month 
each time. 

The March violations show that 
Concordia tops them all with only two 
violations, Central being placed sec- 
ond with six violations, South Side 
third with 10 violations, and Central 
Catholic and North Side both hav- 
ing 15. 

Lt. Ted W. Butz, School Safety 
Director, has announced the total vio- 
lations from September, 1958, to 
March, 1959. Concordia leads this 
also having only 23 violations within 
this period of time, Central having 
43, Central Catholic 55, South Side 
65, and North Side 70. 

In connection with the safety pro- 
gram of the Fort Wayne city schools, 
a Vocational Guidance Day was held 
Wednesday, April 1, 1959, at the Po- 





lice Department Academy. Lt. Ted W. 
Butz acted as host for the several 
local high school students who were 
in attendance. 

The purpose of this Guidance Day 
was to give the students an oppor- 
tunity to obtain “first hand” informa- 
tion and to view “on the job” opera- 
tions of the police profession. Many 
questions were answered by Lt. Ted 
W. Butz, and he hopes that this guid- 
ance session will have helped many 
of the students who are interested 
in this profession as a career. Fol- 
lowing is the list of the students in 
attendance: Milo Osbun and Jim Hen- 
sel, Central Catholic; Nelson Baney 
and Sharon Kidwell, South Side; Carl 
Hever and Gene Baker, North Side;

In the summer of 1957 I was for- 
tunate enough to go to Europe. On 
this trip I spent five days in Rome. 
Being the typical tourist as I was, 
I sought the guided tour as the meth- 
od by which I could see the sights. 
These tours are somewhat general 
but they offer a good way to see 
most of the famous landmarks in a 
relatively short amount of time. 

At this time I hadn’t studied Rome 
in a thorough manner, so I thought 
this general approach would be-the 
best way, I saw Rome in the aspect 
of both ancient and modern times. I 
saw the Pantheon, St. Peter’s Basil- 
ica, the Vatican, the memorial to Vic- 
tor Emmanuel, the ancient Appian 
Way, and I even got a glimpse of the 
catacombs. 


But perhaps the most impressive 
thing I saw was the Roman Forum. 
The Forum was the ancient business, 
religious, governmental, and political 
center of Rome. Here were many 
temples to the various divinities, 
arches, and public buildings, The Tab- 
ularium still is used to house the 
records of modern-day Rome. 


At the time, though, the Forum 
seemed to offer little interest to me. 
As I looked over the remains I was 
able to recognize only a few land- 
marks. I knew only the Rostra and 
the arch of Septimus Severius. 

The next year in Latin 6 we had a 
concentrated study of Rome and the 
Forum in particular. We familiarized 
ourselves with the layout of the For- 
um and had to be able to draw a map, 
locating the main buildings and tem- 
ples. As we looked at pictures of the 
Forum in class, I found it very in- 
teresting to name the buildings that 
I saw but couldn’t name at the time. 

For this I can’ thank my _ back- 
ground in Latin for it has taught me 
a greater appreciation of the plan of 
ancient Rome which remains today. 
I only wish that at the time I had had 
this background for it would have 
added much to my visit. Someday if 
I am ever so fortunate to return, I 
plan to take advantage of what I 
have learned for I know that it will 
prove invaluable to me as well as 
interesting.

Idea Of Personal 
Liberty, Respect

Did you know that you are living 
in a borrowed society? The words you 
use, the land you live on, the laws 
which govern the behavior you prac- 
tice: all these are borrowed from 
somewhere or someone. 

Let us consider, for example, our 
system of government as set down by 
our Constitution. You are certainly 
aware that the framers of this great 
document did not snatch‘its sublime 
truths from mid-air, but do you know 
where those men did get them? 

The fact is that they delved back 
some 2,000 years to the spirit of the 
law of ancient Rome, Our triple- 
branched governmental system has 
close parallels in the ancient Roman 
republic. Our executive branch with 
its President corresponds to the dual 
consuls which presided in the Roman 
assembly centuries ago; our Senate 
and House of Representatives are 
similar to the venerable senate of 
Gicero and Julius Caesar; the Su- 
preme Court roughly resembles the 
high tribunals of Rome: 

Important as the government of 
Rome is to us, however, you may be 
surprised to learn that this is of sec- 
ondary importance, Our most impor- 
tant “borrowing” from the Roman 
way of life is the conception of indi- 
vidual integrity. 

In the age of republican Rome, the 
most common method of government 
was despotism, despotism in its most 
extreme form, In such systems, a 
ruler ov king literally “owned” ev- 
erything and everyone who happened 
to fall within his particular domain. 
Neither human life nor private prop- 
erty were sacred, only the word of 
the ruler who generally exercised his 
power to its furthest extent. 

In Rome, however, this was not 
the case; the individual was worthy 
of respect; each citizen had a hand in 
his government. This precept is fun- 
damental and absolutely essential in 
any society where men are to be free. 

In a very real sense then, your 
chance for “life, liberty, and the pur- 
suit of happiness” stem from that 
which lies between the covers of your 
Latin text. Don’t toss it off lightly.

Its Name Indicates Its Character 
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Vestal Virgins 


The Vestal Virgins of old Rome 
were some of the most honored 
women who have ever lived and were 
completely devoted to their duty. Ves- 
tals were priestesses of Vesta, god- 
dess of the hearth. 

The six girls who were taken as 
Vestals had to be about 10 years old 
and could not have any scars or de- 
formities. They served a term of 30 
years; the first 10 learning, the sec- 
ond 10 performing their duties, and 
the last 10 years teaching. During 
the 10-year period of learning, they 
were taught to read, write, and play 
musical instruments. However, the 
most important job was to keep the 
sacred fire of Rome burning. It was 
thought that if this fire went out, 
Rome would be destroyed. 

Although the priestesses did not 
have the privileges of going to the 
public baths or marrying as other 
women did, they could travel any- 
where in Rome at any time of the 
day, which was done by no one but 
the Vestals. 

At the end of their 30-year term, 
they could stay as a Vestal or with- 
draw to lead the usual life of a Ro- 
man woman. 


Roman Travel

The Roman cared little for travel. 
He traveled just when he needed to, 
and even then he kept in touch with 
friends through very long letters. 

One mode of transportation was 
by water. Although sailing vessels 
were used, there were very few lines 
of boats on a fixed schedule between 
certain places. Some people bought 
boats or chartered one, but some could 
not afford to. These people had to 
wait until a boat went to his destina- 
tion. Water travel was, therefore, 
avoided as much as possible. 

Another mode, land travel, was bet- 
ter than that in America at the time 
of the Revolution. The Roman horses 
were equal to those in the Revolution 
and the roads, except for very modern 
roads, were the best that have been 
b . Vehicles came in all types, 
sizes, shapes, and the like. Some were 
covered, others uncovered; some had 
two wheels, others had four; and some 
could be pulled by one horse, others 
by two or more. The Romans had 
many of these for hire just outside 
the gates of important towns. 

Carriages of different kinds showed 
luxury while others were very com- 
mon. The carpentum is one which 
was considered luxurious but it was 
not much of a traveling carriage. The 
carruca is another such yan. The 
raeda and cisium were the most com- 
mon. The raeda was used with large 
groups and baggage while the cisium 
was used for one, sometimes, two per- 
sons. 

The roads were lavish and showed 
very great engineering skill on the 
part of the Romans, The proverb, 
“all roads lead to Rome,” was cer- 
tainly true. They also built many 
roads in Britain, some of which are 
still in use today. 

In the Roman Empire, with the ex- 
cellent roads and carriages for that 
time, travel by land was certainly bet- 
ter and used more than travel by 
water. 


Roman Roads 


By Don Nelson 

Roads were an integral part of the 
Roman Empire. They were built pri- 
marily for military purpose, linking 
Rome to the newly conquered proy- 
ix Since the roads were a neces- 
sity to the State, they were paid for 
from the State treasury except in the 
case of provincial roads. In the lat- 
ter case, they were financed by taxes 
levied on the inhabitants. 

Roman roads were quite expensive, 
$5,625 a mile. But their construction 
substantiated the cost, for the Rom- 
ans disregarded all natural impedi- 
ments. They built their roads as 
straight as possible; and if they came 
to rather small mountains, they sim- 
ply tunneled through them, and over 
rivers they constructed a bridge and 
continued their road. 

Also the Romans meant for their 
roads to endure through the ages, so 
they built them accordingly. First, a 
foundation of rubble was laid. Upon 
that, a layer of stones eight inches 
thick was placed. Then a second layer 
of stones set in lime again eight inches 
thick was laid down. A second layer 
of rubble was placed over that layer. 
And lastly, upon the layer of rubble, 
was the pavement proper which con- 
sisted of either hard stone or basaltic 
lava. The middle of the road was 
slightly higher than the edges so that 
there would be proper drainage. The 
width of the major roads was consid- 
erable, for two wagons could easily 
pass, 

There were many Roman roads, but 
I am only going to discuss four of the 
well known ones. 

The first great Roman road ever 
built is the Via Appia, built by the 
censor Appius Claudius in 312° Ba. 
The Via Appia or “Regina Viarum” 
is often called the Great South Bend. 
It commences in Rome at the Porta 
Capena and ends at Brundisium. 

The Via Zatina was another impor- 
tant road. It too begins in Rome but 
ends at Beneventum. The Via Zatina 
was further inland than the Via Ap- 
pia.

In addition, another artery of the 
Roman Empire was the Via Flaminia, 
afterward known as the Great North 
Road. The Via Flaminia, built by C. 
Flaminius, runs from the Porta Flam- 
inia in Rome to Ariminum. 

And lastly, is the Via Aurelia or the 
Great Coast Road. It commences in 
Rome and reaches Alsium on the coast. 
From there, it follows the shore of 
the lower sea along Etruria to Ligu- 
ria, by Genoa, as far as Sulii in Gaul. 

Consequently, Rome had extensive 
and well-built roads which reached 
into every territory of her great em- 
pire. 


Roman Religion

Roman religion was not as imagina- 
tive as the ancient Greek religion. 
Dieties of the Romans were somewhat 
vague in outline and very often the 
outgrowth of life of the farmers or 
needs of daily life. However, Roman 
gods and goddesses gradually became 
more definite and more stately under 
Greek influence. The Romans even 
kept the same dieties and legends as 
the Greeks, but of course with Latin 
names. 

Although the Romans seem to have 
been “imitators,” they did have some 
original gods such as Janus, the god 
with two faces who opened the year. 
He was also porter of heaven and 
guardian of the gates. Another god 
was Saturn, who the Romans thought 
had introduced agriculture, civiliza- 
tion, and government. He was hon- 





ored by one of the chief festivals each 
year, the Saturnalia, which was held 
in the latter part of December. Also, 
since the home was an interest to 
every Roman, a goddess, Vesta, sym- 
bolized family life and had in her 
service, priestesses, the Vestal Vir- 
gins, who kept the fire on the hearth 
in the House of Vestal Virgins burn- 
ing continually. 

The dieties possessed human quali- 
ties and were distinguished from hu- 
mans only by their greater power 
and immortality. However, humans 
such as Hercules and Orpheus could 
become gods, and some mortals ‘as- 
sumed the name and some functions 
of gods and goddesses. A couple of 
these were Caesar and Cleopatra. 

Festivals played an important part 
of Roman religion, and they were 
usually in honor of the dieties. They 
were accompanied with plays, sports, 
races, and gladitorial exhibitions. On 
these festive days, there were no legal 
business transactions, and all work 
was stopped. 

The Romans thought that the gods 
lived on Mt. Olympus, and the Olympic 
Council consisted of Jupiter, king of 
the gods; Neptune, god of the sea, 
horses, and earthquakes; Apollo, god 
of the sun, music, poetry, and medi- 
cine; Mercury, messenger of the gods, 
god of commerce and theft; Mars, god 
of war; Vulcan, god of fire and work- 
ers in metal; Juno, queen of gods, wife 
of Jupiter; Ceres, goddess of agricul- 
ture; Diana, goddess of moon and 
hunting; Minerva, goddess of wisdom, 
war, and weaving; Venus, goddess of 
love and beauty; and Vesta, goddess 
of the hearth and home. 


Burial Customs 


The Roman view of the future life 
explains the importance they attached 
to the ceremony of the burial of the 
dead, The soul, they thought, could 
find rest only when the body had been 
duly laid in the grave. Until this was 
done, it haunted the home, unhappy 
itself and bringing unhappiness to 
others. 

Performing funeral offices was a 
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solemn religious duty, devolying upon 
the surviving members of the family. 
The Latin expression for such rites, 
“Justa facere,” shows that these marks 
of respect were looked upon as the 
right of the dead. 

In the case of a body lost at sea, 
or for any other reason unrecovered, 
the ceremonies were just as piously 
performed. An empty tomb was some- 
times erected in the honor of the dead. 

If a Roman came anywhere upon 
the unburied corpse of a citizen, he 
was bound to perform burial rites 
carefully, because all men were be- 
lieved to be members of the greater 
family of the commonwealth. The 
scattering of three handfuls of dust 
over the body was sufficient for cere- 
monial burial and the happiness of 
the troubled spirit, if.the body could 
not actually be interred. 


Burial was the ancient Roman 


method of disposing of the dead. Aft- 
er cremation came into general use, 
it was still necessary to bury some 
small part of the remains, usually the 
bone of a finger. In Rome the practice 
of burial was never entirely discon- 
tinued, for cremation was too costly 
for the poorest class. 
the wealthy and aristocratic families 
held fast to the more ancient custom. 

The Twelve Tables forbade the 
burial or even the burning of the dead 


within the walls of the city. The well- 
to-do made their burial places as con- 
spicuous as their means would permit, 


with the hope that the inscriptions 


upon the monuments would keep alive 


the virtues of the dead. They may 
have also felt that the dead still had 


some part in the busy life around 


them.

Also, a good knowledge of Latin 
helps one in several fields of work, 
and in terms used in such areas as 
business, agriculture, biology, and 
mathematics. In these cases, when 
coming upon a new word, one would 
|be able to understand the meaning 
of the word, through previous experi- 
ence with derivitives from that word 
in Latin, 

Latin gives a good cultural back- 
ground. One who understands abbre- 
viations of Latin words used in litera- 
ture, and can translate well-known 
Latin quotations, is more highly re- 
garded culturally. In general, Latin 
gives a good, wholesome background 
to a life which is rich in intelligence, 
understanding, and culture,

Girls’ softball rules have recently 
been announced by Mrs. Alice Kee- 
gan and Miss Helen Pohlmeyer for 
the last event in the gym classes. 
Student leaders are to know these 
rules and are to hand them in to 
their gym instructor so they will not 
receive a cut. Each girl in class should 
read these rules very carefully and 
learn them. 

1. Pitching 

A. The pitcher shall have. both feet 
on the pitcher’s plate and shall 
take no more than one step in 
delivering the ball to the batter. 

B. The ball shall be thrown with 
an underarm swing: 

C.The pitcher shall make no mo- 
tion to pitch without immediate- 
ly completing the delivery to 
the batter. Failure to observe 
these rules shall constitute an 
illegal pitch, causing a ball to 
be called in fayor of the batter 
and allowing the base runners 
to advance one base without 
liability of being put out. 

- Batting 

A.A regular order of batting shall 
be maintained at all times. 

B.A batter shall be out if 
1. Three strikes are made or 

called. 

2.Any batted fair or foul fly 

ball is caught. 

3. A foul tip occurs on the third 
strike. 

4. She bunts foul after the see- 
ond strike. 

5. She is hit by her own batted 
ball in fair territory before it 
is played by a fielder. 

- Running 

A.A batter shall became a base- 
runner when 
1. She makes a fair hit. 

2. Four balls have been called 
on her. 

3. She is struck by a pitched ball 
unless she makes no effort to 
get out of the way, in which 
case the umpire shall call a 
ball or strike. 

B.A base-runner shall touch each 
base as she advances around the 
diamond. Failure to do so shall 
constitute an out, 

C.A runner shall not lead off the 
base until the ball leaves the 
pitcher’s hand. Failure to ob- 
serve this shall put the runner 
out. 

D.A_ runner who is off the base 
shall return and reé-touch it 
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when a fly ball is caught. No 
advance shall be taken on a fly- 
ball caught. 

. Instantly after three strikes 
have been called, unless first 
base is occupied with less than 
two outs. 

F.A base-runner shall be out 

1. When she is tagged by the 
ball before she reaches the 
base. Exception: In going to 
first base or when she is 
forced to run she shall be put 
out by the ball preceding her 
to base and by being held 
seclrely by the baseman. 

. When she runs more than 
three feet wide of the base 
line. 

.If, at any time while the ball 
is in play she is touched by 
the ball in the hands of a 
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her person is touching the 

base which she is entitled to 

occupy. 

. When she runs past a pre- 
eeding runner who has not 
been put out. 

. If she leaves her base while 
the pitcher holds the ball in 
pitching position and before 
the ball leaves the pitcher’s 
hand. 

When she does not touch each 
of the bases as she advances 
around the diamond. 

. When the fielder playing a 
fair fly ball returns the ball 
to the base which the runner 
has just left and to which she 
has not yet returned. 

G. A run may be scored from third 
base on anything except a foul 
ball. A run coming in to score 
on the third out shall not count. 

. Terminology 

A. Strike—A strike shall be a le- 
gally pitched ball that passes 
over the home plate not. lower 
than the batter’s knees nor high- 
er than her shoulders. Such a 
pitch shall be a strike regard- 
less of whether or not the batter 
attempts to hit it. 

B. Walk—A walk shall be given 
to the:batter if the pitcher de- 
livers four pitches which are 
ealled balls by the umpire. 

C.Foul Ball—A batted ball that 
settles on foul territory in the 

infield or that lands on foul 
territory in the outfield shall be 
called a foul ball. 

D. Fair Hit—A batted ball that set- 
tles in fair territory in the in- 
field or first touches fair ter- 

ritory in the outfield shall be 
considered a fair hit. 

E. Force Out—Whenever a player 
is foreed to advance by reason 
of a batter becoming a base- 
runner and is put out by ball 
being held on the base to which 
the runner is advancing before 
she, the base-runner, reaches 
that base; this play is called a 
force out. 

F. Overthrow—Any ball thrown 
from one fielder to another 
which goes into foul territory 
on a play at first, third, or home 
shall be called an overthrow.

P. S. Wodehouse 
Pyramus and Thusbe were two lov- 
ers, who, because their parents ob- 
jected to their marriage, were forced 
to talk through the crack in the wall 
that separated their houses. 





“Dawn rose from her couch by high 
Tithonus, to bring light to im- 
mortals and to mankind.” Ho- 
mer 

Dawn—Aurora, goddess of dawn. 
Tithonus was Aurora’s husband—a 
mortal. He was granted eternal life 
but not eternal youth. When he be- 











came decrepit, wrinkled and shrunk- 
en, he was changed into an insect— 
the grasshopper. 


“Till civil-suited. Morn appear, 
Not tricked and frounced; as she was 


wont 
With the Attic boy (Cephalus) to 
hunt.” Milton 


Cephalus was a native of Attica 
beloved by Aurora. Procris, his wife, 
was jealous of Aurora’s affection to 
Cephalus and one day secretly fol- 
lowed him as he left to hunt. On his 
hunt his spear accidentally struck and 
killed her and in remorse he killed 
himself. 


“No sane man would demand from 
the gods the gift of Midas.” 
Blackwood’s Magazine 

Midas, the king of Phrygia, begged 
that all he touched be changed to 
gold. This boon was granted, but it 
brought only trouble. 


“And I will sing how sad Proserpina 
Unto a grave and glowering lord was 
wed.” Wilde 

Proserpina, the goddess of spring- 
time, and daughter of Ceres, goddess 
of agriculture, was abducted by Pluto, 
god of the Underworld. He forced her 
to become his wife—the Queen of 
Hades. 


“Sweet Echo, sweetest nymph,. that 
liv’st unseen 
Within thy airy sheel.” Milton 
Echo was a nymph who angered 
Juno by delaying her with conversa- 
tion while Jupiter was being enter- 
tained by other nymphs. She was pun- 
ished by having her power to start 
a conversation taken from her—she 
could only repeat the words another 
person spoke. When she fell in love 
with Narcissus, a handsome youth, 
he repelled her, thinking she wished 
to make fun of him by repeating his 
words. In despair, Echo faded away 
until she was no more than a voice. 


“Even when he had been received into 
the infernal abodes, he kept on 
gazing on his image in the Styg- 
ian pool.” Ovid 





Narcissus repelled many nymphs 
—he believed nobody was quite good 
enough to be his wife. To have him 
experience what it was to love and 
not be loved in return, the gods made 
him fall in love with his own image 
which was reflected in a pool. He 
thought it was a coy water nymph 
hiding from his advances and sought 
to embrace it—but in vain. He pined 
away and die; and from his body 
sprang the flower that bears his name. 
(The passage implies that even in 
the Underworld he gazes longingly 
at his image, which is reflected in 
the Styx, a river of Hades.)

Passover Celebrated To Commerate Freeing 





Of Jews From Egypt; Keeps Freedom Ideals Alive 


Yesterday the Jewish people all 
over the world celebrated Passover, 
or Pasach, the festival commemorat- 
ing the freeing of the Jews from 


slavery in Egypt, almost 3,000 years 


ago. Many of us already know the 
legend telling how the Children of 
Israel, with Moses leading them, fled 
from Pharoah’s soldier, crossed the 
Red Sea, and reached the promised 
land of Palestine. 

Another legend tells that the night 
before Moses led them out of bond- 
age, the Jews waited in their houses 
while the angel of death passed over, 
killing all the first-born of the Egyp- 
tians, but sparing the Jewish chil- 
dren. For this reason, the holiday is 
called Passover. 

The most important part of the 
holiday is the Seder on Passover Eve. 
This is a family supper, traditional 
in most Jewish homes. During the 
meal, which is usually a gay one, a 
special service is read from a book 
called the Haggadah. Since the word 
seder means “order of the service,” 
the Haggadah contains the order the 
service is to follow, Besides bless- 
ings, songs, and stories, the Haggadah 
tells the history of the bondage, de- 
liverance of the Jews from Egypt, 
and their establishment in Palestine. 

The main meaning that Passover 
has now is to make the Jewish peo-

The ideas of liberty and freedom 
become a precious tradition to be pre- 
served, just as the Seder service, for 
Be children and their children’s chil- 

mn. : 


As can be easily seen, the roots of 
American ideals of democracy are the 
same as the roots of the celebration 
of Passover. This is a parallel that 
can be drawn many times between 
different religions and different coun- 
tries. & 

The festival, which falls during the 
time of the first full moon of spring, 
actually lasts eight days. During this 
time, the Jewish people are not sup- 
posed to eat any bread other than 
unleayened bread, or matzo. The 
matzo resembles an unsalted cracker 
and symbolizes the unbaked bread the 
fleeing Jews had to take with them 
because they didn’t have time to 
let the bread bake completely, 

Several other symbols besides matzo 
are used during the Seder service. The 
Cup of Elijah is a cup brimming with 
wine for the prophet Elijah, who is 
the herald of the age of goodness in 
which most Jews believe. During the 
service, the door is opened so that 
Elijah’s spirit may enter and partake 
of the wine as a welcome guest in 
the home. 

Watercress or parsley is used as a 
token of gratitude to God for the 
products of the earth, Moror, the bit- 
ter herb, symbolizes the embittered 
lives of the Israelites in Egypt. Har- 
oses, a mixture of apples and raisins 


flavored with cinnamon, have come 
to represent the bricks the enslaved 


‘Jews used to build with in Egypt. 


The shankbone is an emblem of 
the Paschal Lamb, which was sacri- 
ficed and eaten the night the destroy- 
ing angel passed over the houses of 
the Jews. A roasted egg is the sym- 
bol of the free will burnt offering 
brought every day of the feast dur- 
ing the existence of the Temple in 
Jerusalem, — 

Three mA&tzos, separately wrapped, 
are also used during the service. 
Sometime during the Seder, the mid- 
dle matzo is broken in half and one- 
half is hidden. The children must find 
the other half in order for the dinner 
to be completed. There is usually a 
reward in the form of some money 
or an extra helping of dessert. 


'A traditional part of the service 
is the asking of the Four Questions. 
The youngest child at the table asks 
questions pertaining to the “differ- 
ence of this night from all other 
nights.” The leader, usually the head 
of the family, answers the questions, 
first in. English, then in Hebrew. 

Another high spot of the Seder is 
the singing of “An Only Kid.” So 
many things happen to this animal 
that by the time the last stanza is 
reached, there is a contest to see 
who can sing it without taking a 
breath. Many such fun songs and 
stories are contained in the Hagga- 
dah, adding a liveliness to the meal. 

The Seder is a combination of fun, 
and of seriousness. Its purpose is to 
velate the story of the bondage in 

Egypt, and keep aliye in the hearts 
of the Jewish people, the high ideals 
of freedom.

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Host North Wins Relays As South Side Takes Fourth Place 


Archers Win 
Two Firsts 
In Relay Runs 


Sophomore Jim Dawson 
Wins First In Shotput 
With 50 Foot Heave

Consistent placing told the story 

last Saturday at the North Side Re- 
lays as the host Redskins took the 
meet for the fifth time in seven years 
with 61 points. Runner-up and defend- 
ing champ was Lima, O., Senior High 
accounting for 541/38 tallies. Central 
was third with 48%, and South was 
fourth with 41-2/3. 
' North placed in 18 out of 14, win- 
ning just two; those being the high 
hurdles with Jack Hallenbeck, and 
the two-mile relay, which established 
a new record of 8:19.5, erasing the 
old mark of 8:21, set by South Side 
in 1955. 


The Archers, meanwhile, managed 
to win three events, two of them re- 
lays, to greatly bolster their point 
total. Sophomore sensation Jim Daw- 
son hit a personal high in the shot 
put with a prodigious heave of 50 
feet, 3% inches, The Green’s crack 
mile relay team won comfortably in 
a fine 8:31. Bob Shine, Joe Roth, Bill 
Lentz, and Tom Bolyard composed 
the team, and each did a creditable 
job. 

A surprise to some was the yic- 
tory of the Bowmen in the shuttle- 
hurdles relay in which Ken Howe, 
Dave Roderick, Bill Lentz, and Win 
Moses beat out all contenders in 56 
seconds, a mere two-tenths of a sec- 
ond off the lowest time held by the 
Archers, 55.8. The interesting thing 
about this, however, is that all four 
are underclassmen and will be back 
next year to make an all-out assault 
on the record. 

Lima dominated the 100-yard dash 
as Albert McDonald and Bill Brown 
took a first and second, respectively, 
the former tying the record of 10 flat 
held by Slater of North and Kelso 
of Central. 

The Archer freshman relay teams 
left much to be desired as they placed 
fourth and fifth in the mile.and the 
half-half-mile relays. 

Perhaps the high point of the after- 
noon came in the final leg of the med- 
ley relay in which Steve Hibler and 
Henry King staged a_long-to-be-re- 
membered race for the tape. 

Hibler had previous to that run, a 
4:30.2 mile, and started off a good 
70 yards behind Central’s 17-year-old 
freshman, ace as the 880, 220, and 
440 men had put King right up be- 
hind Pete Poorman of North Side. 
Henry bided his time for three laps 
and was running along easily about 
65 yards. out when Hibler started his 
bid. Hibler hit the final 220 mark 
sprinting and caught King in the far 
turn. The Concordia star had come up 
so quickly King had not noticed it. 
Then King went into high gear and 
they both came around the turn look- 
ing like a couple of 220 men. 

Hibler did not fade a bit but King, 
not having to sprint all along, had 
a little more and took Hibler at the 
tape, 

Many people are now probably 
looking forward to Sectionals when 
the two will meet on even terms. 

If South Side can get into peak con- 
dition by Sectional time they will 
not be counted out of the running if 
Tom Bolyard and Mel Smith round 
into top shape.

Facing the last great test before 
the Sectionals, the Archer thinlies will 
trayel to Kokomo to take part in the 
annual Kokomo Relays, Saturday.

Dying Tweedle-Oomph 


Once-upon-a-time-of-a Saturday night, folks 
for miles around delighted in coming into Fort 


Wayne to the Emboyd. After the movie, the 
white, gilt-splashed organ console would glide, 
spotlighted, before the screen like an avenging 
spectre. The voice that thundered from its pipes 
filled the domed roof, People often went to a 
show to hear the organ more than to see the 
movie. 

Nowadays, we have not the Emboyd, but the 
Embassy; we have Cinerama, stereo, atomic 
bombs, fin-tail Fords, and Hammond organs. 
Yet there linger among us a few die-hards who 
grumble that a thunder-throated monster com- 
plete with marimba, Chinese block, cello, clara- 
bella, clarinets, glockenspeil, castanets, Doppel- 
flutes, oboe, and the entire “toy table” of drums 
is by far better than a silky smooth electric or- 
gan. They glare at us with drawn brow and say 
that an electronic tweedler will never give that 
feeling, that sound, of wind in its pipes. Could 
it possible be that anything is lacking in our 
modern innovations? 

If a person goes about asking about theater 
organs, there is a strong chance he will be pro- 
vided with an escort of little men in white coats. 
On the other hand, he may be lucky enough to 
happen upon Calvin and may have the privilege 
of seeing the organ in his basement. Actually, 
his organ swallows up his house; the console is 
upstairs, and the switchboard, flutes, diapason, 
bells, toy table, “strings,” tremulant, regulator, 
and so on fill up his cellar. 

When a fortunate visitor is shown the cellar, 
he is squeezed into a room crammed with end- 
less sizes of square, wooden flutes and the round, 
metal tubes of the diaposin and strings. He is 
bound to trip over a wooden box which lies, 
gasping, on the floor. After he has crashed 
against the accordion-like box, he will find that 
it is called a tremulant and that it produces the 
tear-jerking vibrato which helps make the thea- 
ter organ sound differently than the church or- 
gan. Then, deafened by the orchestra-bells, he 
strains to hear an explanation of the monster. 

No one but a theater organ understands quite 
how. a theater organ works, but a visitor gath- 
ers this general idea: when the organist presses 
a key, pedal, or set of keys, he shoots off an 
electrical impulse which, through an electro- 
magnet, opens a pipe through which the flow 
of air may pass—so there! The air is kept run- 
ning all the time the organ is played. The com- 
plicated systems are grouped under headings of 
“secompaniment,” “swell,” grea »” “solo,” “ped- 
al,” and so on into the night. 

The die-hard has now just begun to tell the 
visitor about his pet. He will swear on a copy 
of the “Cuban Love Song” that the king of thea- 
ter organs was the Wurlitzer. He will also 
either declare that the Chicago Stadium organ 
or the Atlantic City monster is the largest of 
all. The first theater Wurlitzer was played at 
the Picture Palace in Seattle. That was way 
back in 1914, They were later found in all movie 
palaces and heard in every radio station—large- 
ly in this country and in England. They died 


out at the advent of the double feature and the 
electric organ. 

The ghost of the monster still walks. It lingers, 
whispering on the dusty keys of those organs 
hidden away in the Embassy and in the Para- 
mount. It struggled for survival when organ- 
lovers from California tried to start a club here. 
You can hear it on disks such as Johnny Duffy’s 
“Ecursion in Hi-Fi’ or Leon Berry’s “Glocken- 
speils, Traps, and Plenty of Pipes.” It rumbles 
in Mr. Prott’s basement. Have you heard the 
ower of 16-foot pipes or the woomph of a flat 
ibia?

GAA Track Rules Announced 
For Student Leaders, Referees 


Softball’ activities haye been 
stopped in all the gym classes to be- 
gin practice for the GAA track meet. 
Girls desiring to enter the meet must 
sign up and participate in three to 
five events. 

Senior and junior girls not taking 
gym who would like to practice for 
the events may do so during their 
study periods by signing in the gym 
office. 

Student leaders and office girls 
must know the rules of the different 
events. Mrs. Alice Keegan and Miss 
Helen Pohlmeyer asked that they be 
consulted if there is any question. 
50-Yard Dash 

1. Before event is to be run, take a 
short, easy jog to limber up, and 
one or two, short, easy starts. 
After digging starting holes and 
carefully testing them, come out 
of them before assuming your 
position for the actual start. 

If false starts are made by com- 
petitors, get out of the holes and 
relax before the others are called 
back for the second start. 
Cultivate an even temperament 
to avoid neryous tension. 

Keep warmly clad before and aft- 
er your event. 

Breathe through both nose and 
mouth. Inhale deeply before the 
start, but do not attempt to run 
while holding your breath. 

Do not sit around watching other 
competitors unless you are well 
clad with sweater or blanket if 
the day is cold. 

Trial heats will be run first, then 
as Many as necessary to find the 
winner, Listen carefully for your 
named to be called. 

Make the event of interest to 
your opponents by giving your 
best to the race. 

Finish fast. Do not slow down un- 
till you have passed the tape. 
Running Broad Jump 

1, When the event is called, run 
through the approach several 
times to warm up and to make 
certain the marks are correct. 
Take but one easy jump for prac- 
tice. 

Keep le gs covered with sweater 
between jumps. 

Limber up the leg muscles before 
each jump by knee-high running 
in place. 

Attempt to make your best jump 
on your first and second jump be- 
fore your legs get too tired. 
Each jumper will have three 
trials. The best jump of the three 
will be your record. 

The Potato Race 

1. Blocks are placed in the circle to 

start with. At the signal to go, 
the contestant runs from the 
starting line, picks up the nearest 
block, places it in the square, 
runs and secures the further 
block, touches the square with it 
and replaces it in the farthest 
circle and returns to the starting 
line. Blocks may be dropped or 
thrown, but must be placed in 
every case. One try only is al- 
lowed, but the event must be run 
over if one of the blocks is placed 
outside the circle or square if it 
is more in than out. 
Running High Jump 

1, Make each jump good, regardless 
of height. 

Concentration is one of the fun- 
damentals of high jumping. 
Keep muscles relaxed. After each 
jump sit down, not on the bare 
ground, but on a sweater. Wear 
a sweater for this event, especial- 
ly if the day is cool or damp. 
The jumper should warm up be- 
fore attempting to jump by tak- 
ing a short jog. Also limber up 
leg muscles before each jump. 

If you knock the bar from the 
standards on the upward swing, 
take off a little farther away or 
slow up your approach. 

If you knock off the bar on the 
first two trials, concentrate par- 
ticularly on the third jump. 

If the bar sags in the middle, at- 
tempt to clear it at its lowest 
point. 

Take a few preliminary jumps 
to establish your marks for the 
approach, and check your mark 
for the take-off. 

Each jumper will have three 
trials; the best jump of the three 
is recorded.

1. Practice throwing from a stand- 
ing position before adding the 
run and the hop. 

Warm up the arm gradually be- 
fore attempting any long throws. 
Be sure to allow sufficient dis- 
tance so that you will not go over 
the foul line on your throw. 
Avoid a straight arm hurl by 
bending the arm and carrying 
the hand close to the shoulder be- 
fore the extension is started. 

Greater distance is possible if the 

following through and the turn 
are completed. 

Use the entire right portion of 
the body behind the throw. 

Get the feeling of the final wrist 
snap, 

Maintain a continous movement 
throughout the run, hop, and the 
throw. 

Deliver the ball at about a 45- 
degree angle. Too great a height 
will reduce the distance, 

Three throws will be allowed 
each entrant. The best throw is 
the one recorded.

Linda Hard, Mahmoud Abouzeid Tell Of Teens 
In England, Egypt; Relate Many Similarities

What are teenagers like in foreign 
countries, and what are their fam- 
ily relationships? What about school- 
ing, sports, and social activities? Are 
they very much like American teen- 
agers? Linda Hard and Mahmoud 
Abouzeid were asked these questions 
and many more. Both have lived 
abroad and so their answers are 
backed up by actual experience. 

Linda Hard, a brown-haired, blue- 
eyed senior, was born in Springfield, 
O., and she and her family moved to 
Pngland in 1961. They lived in Don- 
caster, a city in northern England, for 
three years before moving to London, 
As a student, she had many chances 
to study and observe the English 
teenager. 

“The teenagers are a great deal 
like American teenagers,” says Linda. 
“They have the same interests; mu- 
sic, movies, sports, and such things. 
It is harder, though, for the boys and 
girls to date because the girls go to 
one school and the boys to another. 
Often, too, the boys and girls go away 
to boarding schools. 

“T went to a boarding school, and 
we had to wear special uniforms. Our 
uniforms weren’t as severe as those 
of other schools, but they did get de- 
pressing. We weren't allowed to wear 
make-up of any kind, and I thought 
this was being just a little too Strict. 
All emphasis was placed on scholas- 
tics and very little on social activi- 
ties, About 90 per cent of the empha- 





sis was placed on scholastic’ achieve- 
ment and only 10 per cent on social 


activities; therefore, we had a lot of 
hard, time-consuming homework. 

“The families in America and Eng- 
land are a good deal alike, too, The 
parents are close to their teenagers, 
although not so much so in school 
activities. The girls don’t have as 
much responsibility in the home as 
we do because of-their demanding 
school work. The children often go 
to boarding school at a very early 
age, and this draws the family to- 
gether and makes for more harmony 
and unity when they are all home. 
Usually the families have servants, if 
only part-time. 

“For recreation the teens in Eng- 
land participate a great deal in sports. 
They just love sports of any kind, 
and, in school, we had three hours of 
compulsory sports. I loved this, and 
I think more of it should be done here. 
We played field hockey, spending an 
hour a day on the field, rain or shine. 
In the summer we played tennis and 
rounders, which is only slightly xre- 
lated to baseball. During winter, the 
sport was net ball, similar to our 
basketball. The boys played rugger, 
a form of football, and cricket. 

“The teens also like rock ’n roll. 
At first it wasn’t accepted and’ was 
only heard in disreputable places, but 
now it is quite normal to hear it any- 
where. Of course, like some people 
here, there are a few who don’t like it. 

The teens in England are rarely 
seen in cars for three reasons. In the 
first place, there are very few cars 
in England anyway. Second, the teens 
aren’t able to get their beginner's 








license until they’re 17, and they have 
to keep it for six months before they 
can obtain their operator's license. 
Finally, the prices of cars, even used 
ones, are very high. 

“What did I like best about Eng- 
land? Well; we could travel easily 
(you’re never more than 50 miles from 
the sea), and England is easily ac- 
cessible to the rest of Europe. This 
adds up to understanding people and 
knowing places. 

“T also enjoyed tea time very much. 
I always had something at 4 p.m., 
even if it was only a glass of milk. 
It helped fill the gap between lunch 
and dinner.” 

Linda likes pizza and “Big Boys,” 
but when asked what English dish 
she liked best, she replied, “None. 
You don’t go to England for the food. 
You just don’t talk about it, 

“Yes, I think there are a couple 
of things we covld copy from our 
English friends. I heartily approve of 
the compulsory sports in England. I 
think our schools could improve on 
the time spent in sports. We should 
give more time to sporting activities. 
‘As I said, in my school in England, 
we had three hours of compulsory 
sports, and we were out on that hock- 
ey field every day, even in the heavi- 
est fogs. 

“The idea behind the uniform is 
good, even though it is pressed a lit- 
tle too far. It eliminates competition 
in dress, Some of their ideas are a 
little too much the other way. Maybe 
a compromise would be better.

off credit. For those who wish to take courses 
this summer, the program for the 1959 Summer 
School to be held at Central High School has 
recently been announced by the director of Sum- 
mer Schools, Mr. Ralph Virts. 

This summer session is to begin the Monday 
after school lets out, June 8, and is to last until 
July 31, The classes are two hours a day, with 
a maximum of two subjects per student. The 
cost per subject is $25, two subjects for $45. 
Those wishing to register should notify their 
homeroom teachers so that they may have due 
time to turn in their registration. The credit 
earned for a student’s work will be added to the 
amount of points that the student has previously 
accumulated toward that student’s graduation. 

The courses to be offered are as follows: U.S. 
History, World History, Economics, Sociology, 
and Government; a full English program in X 
and Y¥ classes; a full College Preparatory Math 
program consisting of: Algebra (1, 2, and 8), 
Solid and Plane Geometry, and Trigonometry ; 
Typing and Bookkeeping ; Health and Safety ; and 
Biology. 

For those wishing to take the Developmental 
Reading program to be offered this summer, it 
has been announced that the classes held at 
South Side will be the only ones of this type of- 
fered in the city, and are to be conducted in Room 
154 by Mr. Lowell Coats. These classes will last 
for two hours, and cost $20. This class is not 
offered on the regular curriculum as being a re- 
quired subject, therefore no points toward grad- 
uation credits are to be given.

Interest In More Than One Subject|Lee Rice Wins |Peetry Of Six 


Are Among Assets Of Good High School Teacher Carrier Award

What should the requirements of 
good secondary teachers be? What 
qualities do parents think teachers 


should have? What does our princi-|_ 


pal think the requirements should be, 
‘and does our faculty meet these re- 
quirements? These are questions 
which are important not only to par- 
ents and administrators, but to us, as 

students, also. What are the answers? 


Recently, the magazine, “The Indi- 
ana Teacher,” conducted a survey 
among school officials and parents on 
what they thought the requirements 
of secondary teachers should be. 

School hiring officials, administra- 
tors, and parents aren’t very far 
apart in their judgment of what con- 
stitutes a good teacher. In fact, they 
are in complete agreement on many 
of the characteristics and skills which 
go to make a competent, understand- 
ing teacher, 

Employing officials and parents of 

- secondary school children differed only 
slightly in their agreement that the 
number one goal of junior and senior 
high school teachers should be to pro- 
vide situations which require pupils 
to think for themselves.

ON THE FOLLOWING nine major 
points parents and employing officials 
were in complete agreement about 
which teacher competencies they 
would give top priority. On the two 
additional points they differed to 
some extent, 

A good teacher should: 

1. Have a broad knowledge of learn- 
ing materials suitable for use in 
his classes, 

Recognize behavior which indi- 

cates that a pupil should be re- 
ferred for special help or atten- 
tion. 

Make clear, definite assignments 

that seem worthwhile to pupils. 


4, Understand the problems pupils 
an to have as they Bro. toward 
adu 
. Know what steps to take in help- 
ing pupils whose learning has 
been unsatisfactory, 
Provide for the slow, the aver- 
age, and the fast learner. 
Know how to organize the sub- 
ject he teaches so that it is un- 
derstandable to pupils. 
Understand what is known about 
how pupils learn. 
Study the behavior of his pupils 
in order to understand better the 
things that affect their attitudes 
and achievements. 
Be able to pick out gifted pupils 
and give them more advanced 
work, 
Continue his efforts to iniprove 
his teaching through study, trav- 
el, reading, attending profession- 
al meetings, and similar actiyi- 
ties. 

Employing officials and parents 
shared almost the same degree of 
skepticism about the relative impor- 
tance of English literature, art, and 
music appreciation in a secondary 
teacher's education—unless the teach- 
er is to teach these subjects. . 

The ability to know how to teach 
still ranks of primary importance 
among both parents and school peo- 
ple who work with teachers. While 
everyone concerned with the quality 
of education in Indiana public schools 
wants teachers who have a broad 
cultural background and. a thorough 
knowledge of the subjects they teach, 
the greatest emphasis is placed on 
understandings and techniques of 
teaching which come—not from 
courses on the classics, the fundamen- 
tals of calculus, or organic chemistry 
—but from principles of classroom 
management, educational tests and 
measurements, and teaching methods 
courses.

FURTHERMORE, hiring officials 
want and expect their teachers to 
keep up to date with new materials 
and methods of instruction and to 
continue their efforts at self-improve- 
ment through. study, travel, reading, 
attending professional meetings, and 
similar activities. 

Parents also agreed that they want 
their children’s teachers to keep up 
with the times and continually retool 
their thinking about methods of 
teaching, rather than teach 20 times 
the same way they taught the first 
or second year out of college, _ 

What does our principal think of 
all this? When questioned on the sub- 
ject, Mr. Snider countered with four 
requirements of his own. “I think,” 
said Mr, Snider, “that the teacher 
should (1) have a thorough knowledge 
of his subject, with a lively interest 
in other fields, (2) have a definite 
philosophy concerning the place which 
his subject occupies in the education 
of a pupil, (3) be able to make as- 
signments. which can be understood 
and which seem reasonable to stu- 
dents, and, finally, a requirement 
without which no teacher should be 
hired, (4) be interested in young 
people and their problems.”

MR. SNIDER WAS then asked how 
our teachers compared with his re- 
quirements ayd those of “The Indiana 
Teacher.” Mr. Snider expressed him- 
self in one sentence, “I think our 
faculty, as a unit, is one of the strong- 
est faculties I’ve ever seen,” he de- 
clared. 

We students don’t usually think 
about this phase of education, but it 
is fortunate for us, that our princi- 
pal, parents, and school administra- 
tors do; for, as a result, we have a 
better educational system and better 
educational opportunities which pre- 
pare us to take our places as adults 
in our society. 


At 3 a.m, every morning a hard- 
working boy drags himself out of bed 
in order to get the Journal-Gazette 
to his customers on time.

He has also won several prizes 
in connection with carrier-salesmen 
contests and has worked hard on cir- 
culation contests, 

“Lee has done a very good job of 
working his route,” commented Ed- 
ward Taylor, Lee’s district manager. 
Mr. Taylor also added that many 
customers have called in to tell of 
Lee’s good service, 

However Lee does have a few bad 
days when people might not think 
him such a good carrier. For exam- 
ple last Sunday morning, when he 
threw the paper on one porch, it hit 
a step and bounced through a window. 

At South Lee is on the business 
course, and majoring in woodwork- 
ing. After he graduates this spring, 
he plans on studying to be an account- 
ant.

“The teenagers of Egypt are con- 
servative,” Mahmoud said. “The boys | 
run around in one pack and the girls 
in another, and they both go to sep- 
arate schools; therefore, there is no 
such thing as dating. If a boy is seri- 
ous over a girl, the two fathers get 
together and decide whether or not 
the boy may call on the girl and talk 
with her in a room filled with rela- 
tives. Of course, there are exceptions 
to every example, but this is the usual 
pattern. 

“The teens in Egypt enjoy music, 
especially rock ’ roll. For recreation 
they participate in sports as do the 
English, and go to movies. There are 
sporting clubs by the dozens, and this 
is where the teens spend what little 
leisure time they have. The boys 
usually play soccer, football, and ping 
pong. Girls don’t have much leisure 
time at all because they must help 
with the household duties, Adults also 
have sports clubs where they play 
croquet and bridge. 

“The common people wear gowns 
called “galabiyahs.” These garments 
are long and hot and always remind 
me of sack dresses. The wealthier 
people wear American clothes,” 

Mahmoud’s fayorite native food is 
“foul sedemas,” more commonly 
known in this country as black beans, 
which is a main dish in Egypt. Al- 
though he was born and raised in 
Egypt, and Linda lived in England, 
both have one thing in common. Each 
named pizza, an Italian dish, as his 
favorite food. 

“The family relationship is much 
more formal in Egypt than in Amer- 
ica, The father takes care of bringing 
up the children, and the mother and 
daughters take care of the duties of 
the home. I think the relationship is 
a little too close in this formal sort 
of way. 

“The religion of Egypt is 90 per 
cent Moslem, the rest being Christians 
with only a few Jews. 

“The privileged children of wealth- 
ier families haye cars, but most of 
the teens either walk or ride in bus- 
ses, taxis, or horse and buggies, I 
noticed that there are a great deal 
fewer taxis in America than in Egypt. 

“Schooling is very important in 
Bgypt. The students are required to 





take English, French, two years of ; 


physics, two years of chemistry, two 
years of biology, geography, seven 
years of math, including calculus, 
mechanical drawing, trigonometry, co- 
ordinate and solid geometry, algebra, 
and geometrical drawing. They have

“TY think that perhaps the teens in 
Egypt should mix more, but I think 
the teens in America are too free, I 
myself have too much freedom, al- 
though this does give a person more 
responsibility for his own behavior 
and its consequences.” 

As for what Mahmoud likes about 
America, he said, “The free way of 
life the people have is what impresses 
me most. They seem to have less ten- 
sions, or else they have more ways 
to relieve them. 

“My impressions of American teen- 
agers are mostly favorable. I approve 
of their get togethers because they 
helps the teens to understand each 
other. I've had my best year of school 
this year. I’ve met many people and 
learned to understand them better.” 

This is what two teenagers who 
have been abroad, and who have come 
in contact with foreign teenagers have 
to say about them. Actually foreign 
teens aren't so foreign as one expects. 
for many of their interests are the 
same as ours. It’s a pretty small world 
after all!

Seeking to retain their crown, the 
South Side cindermen will participate 
in the forty-third Sectional Track and 
Field Meet at Northrop Field tomor- 
row. Time trials will start at 7 p.m. 
and the finals begin at 8 p.m, 

A field of close to 300 boys, from 
teams from Allen, Adams, and DeKalb 
Counties, will try to qualify for next 
week’s Regional, which will be held 
on the same cinders. 

Four boys will qualify for the Re- 
gional in the two sprints and the two 
hurdle races. The three fastest in 
the 440-yard dash will advance. There 
will be two 880-yard and mile runs, 
and the four boys who are clocked in 
the fastest times overall will survive. 
Also, the top four in each field event 
will be eligible. There will also be 
multiple races in the half-mile and 
mile relays because of the bulky field, 
and only the two fastest teams at 
each distance will qualify.

It seems unlikely that any records 
will be broken, for area thinlies’ marks 
have not, for the most part, ap- 
proached these records. The only 
marks even in slight peril are the 19.7 
low hurdles record, set by Archer Dan 
Howe last year, and the 11-11% pole 
vault established in 1932 by Harlan 
Trovinger of Auburn. Under excel- 
lent conditions either Jack Hallenbeck 
of North or Calvin Thomas of Central 
might approach Howe’s mark. Leader 
among the vault contenders is Bill 
Croy, also of Auburn, who has been 
close to that height.

The scholarships available to all in- 
| terested seniors have recently been 
announced by R. Nelson Snider; prin- 
cipal. 

The Thomas J. Foley Educational 
Scholarship is available to only those 
students whose parents are employees 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad. This 
scholarship fund was created in mem- 
ory of Thomas J, Foley by his late 
sister, Miss Celia Foley, who was a 
school principal of Miner School, Fort 
Wayne. Additional scholarships be- 
sides the original 14 are now being 
offered. 

Each scholarship provides for a 
payment not to exceed $800 per year 
for each individual. A committee will 
decide if this amount is to be allotted 
to one person, or if it is to be shared 
by more than one, according to the 
ability of the student or students. 

The Scholarship Fund provides that 
the recipient of the scholarship may 
attend the college or university of 
his choice. 

Anyone who is eligible for this 
scholarship, and who is not otherwise 
capable of paying the tuition for 
college, should apply at the fourth 
floor of the Peoples Trust and Sav- 
ing Company. 

Other scholarships available are 
those offered by the Indiana State 
Schools—Ball State, Purdue, and In- 
diana University. These. are strict- 
ly academic with the exception of mu- 
sic scholarships.

Draw Strong Parents’ Views, Can Be Solved

“Can I haye the car tonight, Dad?” 
Does this question sound familiar to 
you? This question and many others 
similar in sound and idea are asked 
by practically every teenager. 

Teenagers have been around for a 
long time, and never cease to create 
new problems. It is a known fact that 
parents and teenage sons or daugh- 
ters have differences in opinions on 
several topics. It is vitally essential 
that in every home there be some 
compromises and agreement on sev- 
eral topics. Mutual consent has to be 
present, if there is to be harmony 
in the home. 

In an interview with Mrs. John D. 
Martindale, the question arose con- 
cerning the most common problem. 
Mrs. Martindale said that she thought 
the problem of dating is about the 
most common. Being the mother of 
five daughters, she feels she knows 
a lot about the subject. When asked 
what she and her daughters disagreed 
the most on, she replied, “Curfew.” 
She commented the time to be home 
depends mainly on the occasion. 

She felt that 1 a.m. was a suffi- 
cient, if not a quite lenient, curfew. 
Jan and Margo, two of her teenage 
daughters, could not find much argu- 
ment on this point. Mrs. Martindale 
also said the girl’s parents. should 
set the time to be home after a date 
and that the girl should insist on 
meeting this curfew. 

Judging from the ages of her 
daughters, she also felt that sen- 


iors should have more leeway than 
freshmen or sophomores. Jan did 
not fully agree with her ‘mother, but 
Margo readily agreed on this topic. 

In a later interview with Mrs. Al- 
fred Brooke, the same topic of dating 
was discussed. Mrs. Brooke, the moth- 
er of four daughters, felt the curfew 
should depend on the occasion and 
the age of her daughters. She strong- 
ly believes a senior should be allowed 
to stay out later than a freshman sis- 
ter. There was some disagreement 
presented by her freshman daughter, 
but it was quickly extinguished. 

Mrs. Brooke does not approve of 
going steady, unless the daughter, or 
son, has had a considerable amount 
of dating previously, and has estab- 
lished ideas concerning a suitable 
steady. She feels couples generally 
should mix and date around before 
going steady. In this way teenagers 
can get a better idea of what to look 
for or what he wants.

Mrs. Martindale commented that 
extra money could be earned by doing 
extra chores. Jan and Margo felt this 


was a fairly profitable agreement and 
agreed with their mother, 

Mr. Brooke stated when his son 
was a little bigger he could earn his 
extra’ money by offering to mow the 
lawn or wash the car. He also hinted 
his daughters could pick up some ex- 
tra money by washing the car the 
next Saturday! 

Im an interview with Ronnie Carlo 
many more viewpoints were expressed. 
He feels that the parents should give 
the teenage daughter or son his spend- 
ing mohey, unless there are other 
ways he or she can earn it. He also 
mentioned that it should be up to the 
girl to set the curfew and insist on 
keeping it when out on a date. He 
feels the boy is obligated only in’ get- 
ting her home on time. 

These are only a few of the many 
problems that confront today’s teen- 
agers. There seems to be no solution 
to some of them, but there are ways 
to go about solving them. Mr. Mar- 
tindale suggested a family council. 
He mentioned the fact that it is a 
peaceable way of getting to the bot- 
tom of problems and usually can pro- 
duce a worthwhile solution. 

However, it is necessary that both 
the teenager and his parents be will- 
ing to listen and try to understand 
each other.

Modest Proposal For 
Settling Berlin Crisis 


Obviously, the only thing that is wrong with 
West Berlin is that it is in the wrong place. 
After all, it does inconvenience the Russians to 
have Allied troops smack-dab in the middle of 
East Germany. It seems logical, since West Ber- 
lin is in the wrong place, that the best solution 
to our problems would be to move West Berlin. 

Tt has been suggested that West Berlin be 
carefully severed from the eastern sector of the 
city with air drills. After this has been done, 
it would be expedient to jack up the city with 
levers placed around the edges. Thus separated 
and jacked, the city would be easily fastened 
onto the heaviest planes in NATO’s standing 
air force and moved to a more suitable location. 
Surely the Rhineland around Wiesbaden would 
be a good place for West Berlin. _ : 

The great inconveniences which the Soviet 
Union has suffered because of the location of 
Berlin were made clear in the West by Premier 
Krushchey’s proposals of November 27, 1958. He 
so cleverly suggested that Berlin be made a free 
and demilitarized city and added that, after a 
six-month interval, Russia would give its powers 
to the East Germans, leaving them in charge of 
communications. 

We flatly refused his reasonable and magna- 
nimous idea about the freedom and demilitariza- 
tion of Berlin. Wasn't it strange how we were 
put in a position where we either recognized the 
East German state or were unable to communi- 

with Berlin? : 

“ae then said we would be willing to discuss 
Berlin on a basis of German reunification. Ap- 
parently in a warm-hearted answer to this, Rus- 
sia sent a draft of a German peace treaty to 
27 nations (among them Red China) presenting 
these ideas: that Berlin be free and demilitar- 
ized, that East and West Germany, each keeping 
its social and economical and political (?) or- 
ganization, should confederate, and that this 
Germany be unable to join any alliance not in-

Russia con- 
sented to a meeting at Geneva with the spirit of 
brotherhood. i 

At any rate, the removal of Berlin would solve 
all these problems and probably eliminate all dif- 
ferences between the friendly Soviet state and 
the West. There would be no need to recognize 


East Berlin; communications would not be ham- 
pered. 

As for free elections and reunification, Berlin 
is really our only immediate crisis. Those other 
affairs will be settled some day, why bother now? 
Besides, after we move Berlin, the Russians will 
be bound to blow up the whole mess anyway...

Al And Peppe Russell Present 
Interesting Show For Teenagers

So it’s Friday or Saturday night 
and you’ve nothing to do. Then one 
of the gang suggests going down to 
“Al's Place.” An outsider overhear- 
ing this conversation might easily be 
convinced that the younger genera- 
tion has gone to the dogs, as he is 
certain they refer to some dive or 
hangout. 

As any teen knows, this isn’t the 
case, The crowd mentioned before is 
simply refering to the “Al Russell 
Show” on WGL, Al and his secre- 
tary, Peppe, provide a show which 
started out as a novelty and has 
ended up as tradition and a habit in 
Fort Wayne. 

The success of Al’s show might be 
summed up by “giving the kids what 
they want.” This doesn’t mean that 
they get away with murder, though. 
There are-strict rules that the mem- 
bers have to adhere to. When Al's 
show started last fall, it consisted 
entirely of requests and dedications 
by phone and mail. As time passed, 
Peppe found herself with requests 
‘up to her neck” and instigated her 
secretary's secretaries—teens who 
gave their time to help take care of 
the phone requests. 

Thus began the studio visits by 
the kids. As the weeks flew by, the 
yisitors increased so much that it 
was finally necessary to moye the 
show into a larger studio in the sta- 
tion. After that, teens were invited 
to see the show and “Russell’s Rus- 
sell-ers” was created. Those who re- 
quest membership receive a numbered 
ecard. A whole new and different show 
reyolyes around this card. 

The first and primary point is that 
it restricts troublemakers. Disreputa- 
ple characters and “hoods” who have 
proven themselves to be such are 
quickly dropped. Any foul play or 
serious horseplay means immediate 
forfeiture of membership. 

Different kinds of contests are con- 
ducted during the show. These are 
open to “Russell-ers” only, the mem- 
bers identifying themselves by num- 
ber when they call in. They consist 
of either dance contests, mystery 
songs or artists, or a certain number 
on.your card. The prizes range all 
the way from Roller Derby tickets to 
“taking Len Davis out to dinner.” 

When the show started, the biggest 
drawing factor was, in all possibility, 
the crazy commercials. These commer- 
cials, such as “Instant Garbage,” 
“Puffed Grass,” and “Vile Soap,” are 
made at the studio by Al and Peppe, 
with the help of numerous friends 
and fans. Ideas and scripts are often 
contributions from listeners. 

Coming in contact with so many 
teens day after day, Al and Peppe 
have become great judges of charac- 
ter. They see. teenagers in an entire- 
ly different light than teachers or 
parents do. “Up here,” states Peppe, 
“the kids don’t try to put on a pose 
as they do with others. They’re sur- 
rounded by their own people, so they 
just let themselves go and just plain 
have fun.” 

Judging teens in general is an easy 
task for them, because they are so 


closely associated with them. Peppe 
says, “I would rather give my opin- 
ion of Fort Wayne teenagers only, 
and the only thing I care to say is, 
I like them!” States Al, “I agree with 
Peppe wholeheartedly. Here in Fort 
Wayne, we have the finest bunch of 
teenagers in the nation. I actually 
think that we (Fort Wayne) are set- 
ting an example for the rest of the 
country.” 

Al has only recently been converted 
to rock and roll. Before the show be- 
gan, he had never played a rock and 
roll record. “In fact,” laughs Al, “I 
used to break them!” 

The show’s initiation was comical, but 
few people know about it. Al had 
been playing, in Peppe’s opinion, 
“square music.” One night, exasper- 
ated Peppe asked him why he didn’t 
play some decent music. Calling her 
bluff, Al disposed of the remaining 
records by heaving them against the 
studio wall and told her to find some 
good records. 

Peppe returned with a stack of 
popular records and Al spun them. 
Half fearful of the result, they in- 
vited the listeners to call in for re- 
quests and dedications. Their fears 
were short-lived, for the response was 
terrific. Thus, Al and Peppe were 
established in the hearts of the teen- 
agers and also on their radio dials. 

Al and Peppe are really tops in 
most teenagers’ book; the thousand 
plus “Russell’s Russell-ers” prove 
that!

Student Regards Abe Lincoln As 
Great Representative To World

Abraham Lincoln, our symbol of 
the American individual, of his oppor- 
tunities, of his) stamina, is Ameri- 
ea’s Great Representative to the 
world. 


During the years before I was 11, 
Abraham Lincoln was to me what he 
is to most school children: Honest 
Abe,. born in a log cabin, the six- 
teenth President, the martyred Pres- 
ident who “freed the slaves.” He had 
been placed by me in a niche along 
with many other vague, unreal his- 
torical figures to be approached only 
in referenceto special facts and dates 
for history class. 


Then I had an occasion to visit 
Greenfield Village, Dearborn, Mich., 
where the Henry Ford Foundation has 
preserved the court house in which 
Lincoln practiced law in Illinois, and 
the theater chair in which he was 
assassinated, As I walked where he 
had walked, closed the door he had 
closed innumerable times, stood be- 
fore the chair stained with his blood, 
Abraham Lincoln came alive to me, 
The impression of his actuality filled 
me with awe, and a little of the pres- 
ence he had left there I took away 
with me. 

In recent years through reading noy- 
els, plays, and articles, all studies of 
Lincoln's personality, I came to know 
Abraham Lincoln as a real human be- 
ing. Neyer since Jesus Christ has any- 
one’s personality and life stirred the 
emotions and interest of people as 
has Lincoln’s. Lincoln himself, his con- 
temporaries, and what seem to be 
the fatalistic events that traversed 
the path of his life provided writers 
with an unending source of human 
interest. 

Most authors treat the Lincoln 
saga with conjecture. There is little 
agreement among them as to what 
made him what he was. 

With the history books giving us 
only a record of his achievements, I 
had the childish impression of Abra- 
ham Lincoln as the saintly example 
of one who never wavered in facing 
responsibilities to his fellow man. An- 
other side of Mr. Lincoln was revealed 
to me in the words of Robert Sher- 
wood, author of the play “Abe Lincoln 
in Illinois’—“He held the timid pol- 


icy of ‘live and let live’ and ‘mind 
your own business’ until he slowly 
awakened to the dreadful problems 
of reality.” 

From his pictures I had always 
thought of Mr. Lincoln as a “man of 
sorrows.” Some authors even parallel 
his life with that of Jesus Christ, 
having been a martyr for his con- 
vietions, having died on Good Fri- 
day, having “layed down his life for 
his friends.” But all biographers do 
agree that Mr. Lincoln possessed a 
superlative wit and sense of humor 
especially in regard to himself. To 
learn this completed my admiration 
and liking for him as a human being. 

One of the major subjects of con- 
troyersy in the Lineoln saga is his 
wife, Mary Todd Lincoln. Didn’t she 
understand his greatness? Did she 
only see in him the realization of her 
own ambitions? Was she the guid- 
ing force and inspiration to the rey- 
elation of his greatness? After read- 
ing the pro and con on her influence 
on Abraham Lincoln, I allowed my 
sympathies to lie with the much-ma- 
ligned Mrs. Lincoln. 

Although the common people of his 
time thought of Lincoln as one of 
them, they were unaware that his 
singular characteristics of face and 
figure, his biblical name, his great 
humility, his ability to put into sim- 
ple yet beautiful words those nebu- 
lous thoughts we all have, psycholog- 
ically produced in them a feeling of 
awe and of confidence. 

At the age of 12, I, with my fam- 
ily, took a trip to Washington, D.C. 
On the way we visited the Gettysburg 
National Monument; and there the 
horror, as I visualized the two hos- 
tile American armies causing the 
“streams to run with blood,” shat- 
tered my idealism of an America that 
could do no wrong. How could Amer- 
ica be an inspiration to other coun- 
tries? How could I be proud to be 
one of her representatives? 

I carried my burden to the Lin- 
coln Memorial in Washington. This 
awesome figure, calm, reflective, in- 
vincible, gave to me the assurance 
that the American ideal is safe. For 
although we cannot erase the blotted 
pages of 1861-1865, America, in com- 
pensation, can produce an Abraham 
Lincoln. :

Merit Scholarships are four-year © 


scholarships available to seniors in 
high schools, The award is on a com- 


' petitive basis; the recipients are se- 


leeted on their ability to benefit from 
a college education, an important in- 
dex of which is their relative scores 
on nation-wide tests, 


The awards are made separately 
for each state proportionately to the 
senior high school population. The 
stipends payable to the scholar are 
based on’ need and have varied from 
$100 up to a maximum $1,500 a year. 

The scholar may elect to attend 
any accredited institution and pursue 
any course of studies leading to one 
of the usual baccalaureate degrees. 

The National Merit Scholarship 
Corporation is an independent non- 
profit organization, established and 
supported by philanthropic founda- 
tions and by corporations. The major 
purposes of their program are (1) 
to discover, throughout the nation, 
our ablest youth and to provide for 
them the opportunity for a college 
education; (2) to make it easier for

Work To Become Beauticians 


South Side students have varied in- 
terests. Two Senior A girls attend 
the Fort Wayne Beauty College in 
their spare time; The girls are Maria 
Hilsmier and Barb Miller. 

Barb has been attending the col- 
lege since last July and Maria since 
last December. Maria said that the 
reason she started attending was, “I 
believe the experience can be an as- 
set in many ways, even if I’m doing 
something in another field.” Barb 
said that she was interested mainly 
in learning a trade. 

The hours for attending the col- 
leeg are as follows: Part-time hours 
are Monday, Wednesday, and Friday 
evenings from 4:30 p.m. to 9:30 p.m. 
and all day Saturdays. Barb attends 
eight hours a day when school is out 
and only on Saturday when there is 
school. Maria attends when she is 
free as far as homework is concerned. 

There are no definite. requirements 
for attending the Fort Wayne Beauty 
College. The only ones are that you 
must be at least 17 years of age, 
you must be in good health, you must 
give 1,000 hours to the course, and 
you must pass the state board test. 
The state board test is at Indianapo- 
lis and is taken to receive a license 
to practice beauty culture. “There is 
no one standing over a student to 
tell him what to do and to study. A 
student receives just what he puts 
into it,” answered Maria. 

A student must attend classes one 
day a week. He may begin attending 
at any time in the year and starts 
wherever the class is at that time. 
The classes are divided into a pri- 
mary class and an adyanced class for 
part-time students. When graduated 
from the Fort Wayne college the stu- 
dent may attend the advanced courses 
offered in such places as Chicago and 
New York. The expenses of the course 
inelude $250 and the purchase of your 
own tools. 
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WHILE ATTENDING the college, 
the student learns styling, tinting, 
how to give permanents, cutting hair, 
facials, manicuring, diseases of the 
head, pedicuring, chemistry, leg mas- 
sage, anatomy, and physiology. 

Neither Maria nor Barb has any 
idea about the number of students 
attending the college. Maria doesn’t 
think that there are over 10 men now 
attending. The ages of the students 
range from 17 to about 45. 

Barb is especially interested in 
styling hair and giving permanents.

Steve Overton, Kokomo star, 
won his Sectional in fine fashion with 
a 12-foot, 6-inch vault; however, there 
is a boy from Warsaw, Larry Ruch, 
who has soared 12 feet, 9 inches this 
year for the state high, 

One of the high points of the meet 
will be the mile run or dash to those 
who saw the Fort Wayne Sectional, 
Steve Hibler leads the pack, but will 
have to contend with Henry King, 17- 
year-old freshman from Central, 
Chuck Umbarger of BHlkhart, Mike 
Munson of Warsaw, Pete Poorman of 
North Side, and Ed Hartman of South 
Side. All have broken 4:40 this year. 

South Side will be well represented

In his third try, Archer Joe. Roth 
finally copped a Sectional champion- 
ship in track as he took home the blue 
ribbon in the half-mile, winning in 
the good time of 2:02.7.

He not only 
placed second in the 1,000-yard run, 
but he ran an unprecedented, although 
unofficial, 1:57.3 half-mile in the Med- 
ley Relay.

“IT was very happy that I won that 
nace,” commented Joe.

About the chances of South’s mile 
relay he said, “We placed fourth in 
the state last year, and competition 
is a lot tougher this year, but if ev- 
erybody does his best and stays in 
shape we might come up with a sur- 
prise.” 

He may have reached the climax 
of his high school career last Friday, 
but all fans hope that Joe will lead 
the Archers and especially the relay 
team to new victories in the weeks to 
come.

Watches Have Different Values; 
Can Be Hindrance Or Helper

cloek-watchers and are counting the 
minutes until school lets out, it is 
wise to take note of one fact: where 
would we be without watches? We 
certainly wouldn’t be watching clocks. 


Aside from clock watching, time 
and the watch really rule our lives. 
To some, who can’t conform and are 
constantly getting eighth periods for 
being late to class, the watch is a 
menace to society. To others, the 
watch is the only method of getting 
places on time and not getting eighth 
periods. Now that we have asserted 
the value of the watch, let’s find out 
some more about it. 

If you want to find out anything 
at all about watches, go to an old 
building on Clinton Street. After go- 
ing up three flights of rickety stairs 
and poking your head around the cor- 
ner, you will see an old man tinker- 
ing away on a timepiece with a look 
of absorbed happiness on his face.

On the west wall of the new caf 
teria students will notice a new paint- 
ing that was selected by Leon Smith 
of the South Side art department and 
purchased by the school. This paint- 
ing is the work of Mr, Peter H. Katz, 
a famous Austrian painter. 

Mr. Katz was inspired to paint this 
scene, entitled “Sea Scape,” while 
studying the surf on the coasts of 
Maine and California. Forty hours is 
the approximate time spent painting 
this scene two years ago. The paint- 
ing, pictures surf water gushing 
through two large rock formations, 
forming a large spray of fine mist, 

Mr. Katz describes his inspiration 
for his painting by relating. “The 
ocean is a rhythmic mass of water 
whose rhythm is accentuated when 
the movement of the waves meets 
the steadfastness of land. In my opin- 
ion rhythm is the origin and the result 
of life. It should therefore not be 
surprising that rhythm rather than 
structure forms the basic starting 
point of this painting.” 

Born in Austria, Mr. Katz is the 
son of a yery famous painter. In 
order not to have his paintings bought 
only because of his famous father, Mr. 
Katz changed his name to Michael 
Orogo, which is’ his painting name. 
He started painting at the age of 
eight, but became serious in his paint- 
ing at the age of 22. 

Painting is not his only talent and’ 
interest, however, his abilities range 
from the writing of technical manuals 
to poetry. He concentrates his paint- 
ing abilities on Cosmic art, land- 
scapes, seascapes, murals, and por- 
traits, 

Mr. Katz came to America in 1936; 
he served in World War II as a bom- 
bardier in the air force.

. South Side’s Entries 
To Compete In 800-Yard

Three records were shattered in 
the Fort Wayne Regional last Fri- 
day afternoon at Northrop Field as 
Elkhart’s Blue Blazers copped the 
meet, topping second-place North 
Side by 744 points. Defending co- 
champions South Side and Kokomo 
had to settle for ninth and tenth 
places, respectively, qualifying two 
men each for the State Finals at In- 
dianapolis’ Arsenal Tech Field this 
Saturday. 

A strong back wind aided record- 
breakers Daye Osborne of Windfall, 
Bob Held of Elkhart, and Larry Ruch 
of Warsaw. Osborne recorded two of 
the records, a 10-second hundred and 
a fine 21.6-second 220 in his trial 
heat. Earlier, Osborne had broken the 
100 record of 10.1 in his trial heat 
after held smashed it in the previous 
trial. Ruch toppled the 12-4 record 
established last year by South’s Richie 
Miller, The Warsaw youth soared 12 
feet, 11% inches, best in the state 
this season,
